nature of the times, are ſometimes yerrues, ſometimes vices. Mi rande 
(of which I rhinke youare not ignorant) holds this hereditary Sceptet of Si. 
cily . a Prince of a gentle diſpoſition; ho not the times and dil. 
poſitions of men, putteth ſuch confidence in others, that hee thinketh by his 
one goodneſſe, all men to ſtand ſo uffocted to him: and L rthinke het hath 
beene ele of too much happineſſe: for inthe beginning ot his teigne, finding 
all things in peace, hee openly gaue reines to his pleaſurts, hurnteſeiſe Ones 
indeed, and familiar to many Princes, which yet did betray his caſie nature: 
and ſlow to reuenge iniuries with fitting iuſtice. He was a little too much gi- 
uen to hunting, in whoſe ſeuerall kindes hee diſtinguiſhed the ſeaſons. Hre 
made friends raſhly, and loued them violently : immoderate in bounty, im- 
patient of buſineſſe , which hee oft committed to vntruſty ſetuants. I would 
to God this might be concealed: but i had rather haue you know it by a trut 
reporr, than by the iniuftice of the common rumor ; for che encmics 
all, and make it worſe. And from this cloud did all theſe of miſchiefe 
fall on the good King, eſpecially by t he enuy and ambition of LYcoonx * 
treachetouſly ouer-looking the Kings faults.

He eaſily deceived Ms i tx b  « a Prince 
gentle and vertuous, vader the Vayle of friendſhip :and when the King de® 
red vacancy from buſineſſe and Court cates, hee the Court wich men a 
his owne faction, and beſtouui publique Offices ypon his friends, as if they 
were in his owne gift, leſt he ſhould leave any part of the Kingdome withoot 
malady.

Bur Ly- 
coin diſdaining that it ſhould bee OE CE rods 
him, cnucighed againſt him and much it ſtir'd him, that the King, ha- 
uing a Daughter, ſhould ſettle the Crowne vpon her: Who would 
belecue, Ancxonmniorys, that he ſhould attempt to force her to marriage 2 
There is at the mouth of the Riuer 4/ab#, a Caſtle, in which the Kings Daugh- 
ter lived: thicher Ly co x » x s priuily ſent Ruffians to ſurprize the King, and 
his while they were there lodged : bur in that theſe treaſons a- 
inſt himſelfe and his Daughter teoke no effect, (becauſe the villaines peri. 
in the attempt) Ma x ax Þ x xdoth attribute his deliuery to the prouidence 
of Par tas: He therefore to that Goddeſſe all tokens of a thankfull 
minde : for firft, hee commanded the Owle to be ſtamped in his coine, and 
both at ſacrifices and Banquets, hee weares no other Garland then of the O- 
live tree: and which was more Noble in him, he commanded his Daughter to 
execute the place of the chicte Prieſt to that Goddeſſe, vntill ſhe were wedded. 
Thou ſhalt ſee her, Axcu 0m3nx0rvs, on the market dayes, girded in the 
Robes of her Prieſthood, — holy rites in a Chorus of Prieſts and 
virgias : yet this ſo great ion to the gods could not diuert the warte; 
for no ſuddaine, but violent, and as it were npe rebellion followed this vnex- 
cuſable deli ie of LYcoounns 

Hee now complaines, that he is y accuſed of treaſon, and poin- 
ted out to ſlaughter : now giues out, that the peoples iniuries are vnſufferable, 
and that they haue no meanes left to curbe the inſolency of ſuch as haue ill-ad. 
uiſed Mz12amDzn, but by Armes; making priuate and publike diſcontents 
the pretcnce of his rebellion : He waspowerfull in faction, and dependencies. 
Oroobzuvs, Exrsrunnes, and Maxociitys, Goucrnours of the chiefe 
Preuinces, were of his partic; and many by the leuity of their diſpoſitions 
are made againſt the King; but mere wonne with the diſſimulation of Ly c o- 
Gar s ptetending (after the manner of Tyrants) redrefle of aſ- 
ſiſtance to the Rebels. Vpoathi inſolent, he challengeth e Field: 
and the King ready with a good Army, deferred not the battell. Fiftcene 
days it is fince wee fought in the plaine before Gela: the Encounter: was 
bloody: the Traitors no leſſe labouring to maintaine their wicked dehene, 
then we our ſafety · at length, night approaching, the victory enclined fo the 
King : and LycoG6rxns to his now diſcomfited Soldiers ſounds a Retreate; 
that inſtead of flight it might make ſhew ot an orderly retire. MIT AAN DIA 
was not willing cagerly to purſue; either content with victory to ſpare the 
blood of his owne Subiects, or that he feared ambuſhes, beeing in the night: 
and it may be he feared, ſeeing the chiefe about him fauo Lrcooanas, 
to try the vncertainety of ſuſpected forces, to the vtter ruine of a flying Enc- 
my: For LycoGcnxss had not made all his faction for open rebellion: there 
are many about the King of croſſe and auerſe natures, who, though they ſight 
on the Kinęs part. fauour the Traitour, Thus was Mazatzanpen' 
on all ſides: the Counſels of his Nobility faithlefle, his ſecrets di to 
the Enemy, and treaſons no leſſe dangerous at home then in the Campe:

maſt, whoſe top being hollowed, is bound about with hoopes of iron * Yes, 
quoth Por 1azcavs. Kno then, quorh ſhee, theſe are the publike trees or- 
dained for that vſe, which being kindled by the Kings command, giue notice 
to the people to be ſuddenly ready vpon all occafions : and theſe they call 
Beacons. They which firſt eſpy them, doe preſearlygiue fire to the Beacons 
vpon the next hils, by which meanes more remote ers are warned, vntill 
the light, with a wonderfull ſwiftneſſe, haue ouer · runne the whole Iland. The 
people in the meane time are in Atmes, ready for any ſeruice that ſhall be ap- 
pointed them: when preſently the King ſendeth a Poaſt into the next City, 
to make Proclamation of his Royall pleaſure. From thence the Citizens 
poaſt vpon freſh horſes vato the next Townes, from whom the King requireth - 
the like fairhfull ſpeede. So, euery man being fairhfull in bis office, the whole 
Hand is raiſed in an inſtant at the Kings becke. Neither doe wee firc them 
without eſpeciall cauſe. Once before I ſaw them kindled, when ſcarch was 
made for Traitors that aſſaulted the King: God 8 are not now fired 
ypon ſome {ad occaſion, or miſchiefe alteady done. As yet Portancuvs 
did not allow of her reaſon.; and ſmiling, ſaid, I did expect, Lady, that you 
would haue brought this cuſtome from the ancient religion of the lights, which 
Cr As, hauing loſt her daughter, raiſed out of the vapours of your Mountaine 
Auna. But wherein doth this ſudden tumult amilè the Common-wealth 
or why ſhould not the King effect buſineſſe in the day by his Officers, as well 
as in the troubleſome night? She replyes; This inſtitution, Pot ia c, is 
not altogether without his vſe; eſpecially when the arriualt of ſome Enemy 
is feared vpon the coaſt : for the Captaines of the Ports, warned by this fire, 
barre vp their and make ready their Gallies; if need bezro fight ar Sea: 
and alſo the people vnder their Captaines and Lenders mull notremoue from 
their Colours; fo that if the Enemy miſſe them at Sea, he ſhall not find them 
vn reparedar Land, There is alſo another vſe of theſe publike fires :- If any 
off-n er, whom the Law doth lay hold on, labour to fly out of Sicily, or con- 
ceale himſclfe in the Countrey, by his friends, or the Mountaines helpe : for 
after the Beacons are kindled it is Treafon for any man to weigh anchor from 
the Ports: and whoſocuer ſhall teceiue into his houſe the male factor, the Law 
iudgeth him ale of the ſame crime and puni r N. |

that he might not ſpeake with his fellowes, withdrew him into the next cham- 
bet: and entreating her Gueſts to follow, ſhe fearefully ſhuta the deore; and 
commands her Sctuant to relate what he had heard. Then, quoth he, I was 
ſcarce entted into the Tone, vhen many met me, ſcarce knowing themſelues 
whirher they went, as it oft fals out in ſuch tumults; at euery doore they han 
ged out Lanthornes, and gathering together into rings, they ſtood li : 
without life or ſoule. When I drew neere to the firſt company, I heard 
Pot1axcnvs was attainted of treaſon, and ſearcht for, to ſuffer the Lawes 
niſhmenr ; and for that cauſe the Beacons were ſet on fire. I, thinking they 
might miſtake the name (which is eaſie among the mulrirude) enquired curt- 
ouſly, what Pot 1iancnvs, and for wharoffence ? They all agreed, it was 
that Por 1ancnvs the Stranger, that had liued a yeere in Sicily, famous for 
Armes and the Kings fauour. They all were ignorant wherein he had offen- 
ded : but by the King he was condemned, and narrowly ſearcht for. I paſ- 
fing to the next company, finde them all in one tale; and perceiuing no vncer« 
rainety in the report, I made haſte to bring youthis ſute relation. 

At report heereof AxcuomBrotYsand Tuo afixcd their eyes vp- 
on Poriiaxcuvs: hee pale and trembling, not through guilty feare, but 
ſcorne of the danger, his courage not brooking this reproach, asked againe of 
the Scruant, if it were true ? and of TIMO if her man were mad © him- 
ſelfe walking vp and downelike a man ina dreame- holding his peace a while, 
leſt in ſo great a conflict of his thoughts, he might let fall words vaworthily 
againſt fortune or the King. But a buſineſſe of ſuch waight, and doubt whe- 
ther the houſe were truſty or not, would admit no delay. Then lifting vp his 
hands and eyes to heauen; You gods of Sicily, quoth hee, and powers diuine, 
that protect honeſty and iuſtice: you Mets AxpDaxs guarding angels and 
houſhold gods, I call all to witneſſe, deſiring, if euer by hand, counſell, or a- 
ny way, I haue wronged the King or Common-wealth of Sicily, if L haue vio- 
lated the Lawes of Hoſpitality, or haue deſerued to bee branded with this 
marke of ſuſpected Treaſon ; let me dye a cruell death, in the ſcorne of all my 
enemies. But if I haue bent all my endeuours for the Kingdomes ſafety, and 
all this miſcry doth faultleſſe fall vpon mee; grant,6 yee gods, that prouing 


my innocencie to the King and people, ave — ſafety depart the King- 


dome, and not leaue behind me a baſe and ignoble memory. But I will not 
make you, Lady, a ſharer in my danger: about midnight will I ſteale into the 
Fields, and free your houſe from the infection of my miſeries. In the meane 
time Ax cuomBroOTYs chafed, and fo farre had one dayes acquaintance in- 
dcarcd him, that he promiſcd his vtmoſt ayde to Por ia xc uvs. By their coun- 
tenance, violence, and garbe of ſpeech,you could not percciue whoſe the dan- 
ger was; but that —— 10112K0Tvs ſeemed the - ry. But the Lady 
ſecming inctedulous of her Seruants report, promiſed to ſend againe to heare 
more — y: but ſhe willeth her man to ſtay in the — leadeth 
her Gueſts into a ptiuate roome, to aduiſe with them.

| wayles Potrancuys his fortune: but, as ſhe made no queſti- 
son of his innocency, ſo ſhee was fully aſſuted of the Kings an- 
ger: becauſe ſhee had ſent a wile ſeruant, and one that would 


—_ hcrhclpc to Porrancnys, how it pleaſe him to vic it for his 
ſafety: but alas, quoth ſhee , what can this houſe or thine ayde, Ax cuou- 
zroTYs, doc againſt the King? the ſouldicrs will come vpon vs; and the 
houſe eyther open will betray vs, or pulled downe will ouer-whelme vs. Nei- 


ther can we hope that all the houſhold ſhould be faithfull, and none diſcouer 


thee,if thou long abide here. Know yee what is come into my minde to pre- 
uent this ſaddaine danger? The firſt — of this houſe vaulted vndet the 


uw a ſecret way vnknowne to any at this day but my ſelfe: which diui- 


into three waycs, hath as many >, opening into ſcucrall fields. 
There, Pottancuvs, may you caſily lye concealed, and free from danger, 
Pretend onely to take your lcaue of mee, as affrighted with this ſearefull ru- 
mour; ſo ſhall we both be free from danger, and neyther thou as an offender, 
nor Las an harbourer, ſuffer in this tumult. 

As ſoone as you are out of the doore, a thicke row of Trees, which leade 
from thence to the Riuet Himers, will bring you where the mouth of the caue 
is, not farre from the brinke of the Riuer: and I my ſelfe, without the priuity 
of any ſeruant, with a Torch in my hand, will paſſe thorow the Vault to that

» xorvs ſhould be privy to this ſecret, it — impoſſible that ſuch a diſpoſi- 
tion ſhould proue falſe; but it much concernes you to conceale it from your 
ſeruant, left by continuance of feare, or hope of reward], hee ſhould proue 
talſe. 

Porrancuvs, hauing expreſt his thankes to Tiuoc 12 4, promiſed to fol- 
low her counſell tor that night, willing to ſtay in this Vault, only till he mighe 
learne what Deuils had thus ſtirred Sicily againſt him. He could not be per- 
ſwaded to conccale this ſecret from his feruant, whom hee knew to bee moſt 
fairhfall ; and whoſe ſcruice might at this time be much auaileable. Neither 


would he intreat Ax cut Or to be ſilent, thinking himſelfe worthy of 


a greater calamity, if he ſhould offer to doubt his fidelity. 

Vpon theſe words,they goe out of the Parlour , and the admired Por ran- 
env s compleatly armed, as if hee went to fight, iſſues out of Truocr 4's 
doorcs. Then bricfly he told the amazed ſeruants, who were enquiring the 
cauſe of this ſuddaine change, that thoſe Beacons were kindled in ſearch of 
him: and that he therefore fled, leſt of neceſſity hee ſhould be diſcouered by

py | relate nothing but the truth. She offered her houſe, and all 
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them, or they ſuffer with him. And then taking his leave, as for a longer iour- 
ima on ferns eee his Horſc, and his 
ſcruant foltowing him, came to the place appoynted by the Lady. 

The ftrangenes and almoſt ſhame of the danger, vexed the young Po 11a - 
cuvs: O mad man that I was, quoth hee, GLAN, (for ſo was his ſer- 
uant called) to put this life into any e What needed I to trauell 
into this Countrey vnknowne, and in a habit not befirting my ranke:? What 
elſe doth the Fable intimate of Ly c AON intent to murder Iv YA as then 
his Gueſt; than that Princes come to vntimely ends, by truſting themſelues 
to ſtrangers; not more by their villany, than theit owne ſimplicity ? I haue 
layd my ſelfe open to iniury: tis well: and doe deſeruedly ſuſſer, Gx 1 axo- 
s. Whileſt hee ſpeakes thus, hee calls to minde the occaſion that brought 
him into Siciij and moued with the ſacred remembrance thereof, hee feated 
leſt he had offended in grieuing for this danger, in of that happineſſe that 
made him liue here. GzLtaworvs , being troubled with a faithfull feare of 
his Maſters danger, aduiſed him to vnmaske his birth and condition, without 
further diſſimulation. For, if he ſhould take off the vizard,and aſſume his owne 
greatneſſe, Mz 1 zaxvar would willingly excuſe his hard Sentence, and his 
enemies aske pardon. Thou art deceyued (quoth Po IAR s:) tis much 
better to conceale my ſelſe, after this injury receyued: for the knowledge of 
my greatneſſe, would moue them to thinke, after this wrong, I could be but 
once releaſed, but neuer forget the injury, GLAN, anſwered nothing: 
vncertaine as yet what to doe, he invokes all the Starres that ſhincd that ſilent 
night, to the ayde of his Maſter and himſelfe. 


In the meane time, Trx0<1 24, barring vp her doores , commanded her 
ſeruants to bed, vnwilling to haue any trouble in the night, and the next mor- 


ſhee a- 


ning purpoling to learne the whole truth of the buſineſſe. Then 
bout to cuery ones Chamber, as intentiue to her houſhold cates, bur indeed 
that none ſhould pry ito a buſineſſe of that ſecrecy, When all were at reft, 
and huſht, the entreth into a little Chamber with Axc xo wnxorys, in Which 
the cunning worke-man had made the ſecret paſſage into the Vault. The 
Chamber was boorded, and cloſe nayled together; onely there were two 
plankes artificially clozed, but left vnnayled, that they mighrealily be taken 
vp. Ouer theſe ſtood a long Table, to prevent tt them; leſt be. 
ing looſe, they ſhould ar any time be moued, and fo di the ſecret, ' I- 
uo c r ſuffered few to enter that Chamber, and ſhe her ſelfe very ſeldome. 
Then, tak ing vp the boords, ſhee opened the mouth of the Vault; then, flri- 
Ling fire from a Flint, thee lighted her Torch, and ſo leades the way: An- 


CHOMEROTYs followes her with his Sword drawne for their defence. There 


were twenty ſteps, by which they deſcended into the Vault, which reaching 
forward, diuided * ſelfe inco ſeverall , leſt one of the Caues mourhes 
being beſet, all hope of eſc en ay.

I voc Lta told him then, that none of the Sicili- 
aus were more affectionately beloued of the 
King than Port1ancavs, though a Stranger, 
and without the cnuy of good men: but, I 
know not, quoth ſhee, how the Fates haue 
frowned vpon thoſe that arc ncereſt and dea- 
reſt to our Princes, Tis true, replyed As- 
cuomprorys: What Courts haue not felt 

4) the influence of the late appearing Comet: 

ILAN  LILLIALDG Then, quoth Trzocrta, know, Axcxuou- 

or ys, the cauſe of the ruine of all the reft, 
was in themſ{clues or their Maſters ; but what calamity ſhould afflict a man of 
ſo much vertue vnder ſo iuſt a King? Doeſt thou make the Lydian marrycd 

couple a preſident, who lately payed the ſcore of their faint happineſſe in a 

fotreine Countrey ; hee being at the height of honour, weltred in his bloud, 

ſhee brought vpon the ſcaffold to offer her tender necke to the Headſmans 

Axe? I ſpeake, Ancnomnrorys a thing generally knowne , but what in that 

paſſage is like ro Pot1axcuvs ? They wanted nothing to Soucraignty, but 

the ame and title. They ſcorned to be ranked with their owne kindred g 

neyther had they deſert to ſoate with ſo lofty a plume : and being blinded, 

they {ct light by his youth, who could haue made good all their fortunes, and 

at length ruined them to expreſſe his power. Bur Por iA neuer waſted 

the Kings treaſute, nor ſought to ſuengthen himſelſe by Caſtles and Forts :

and his vertue ſhined like the light of the Sunne in this Sphere of a]. but 
thoſe Lydians were farre otherwiſe z and ſo were the Phrygian couple, being 
ſuch another mocking-ſtocke of Fortune. What, thoſe, quoth Anchonr A- 
rv, who lately for Sercery were condemned to dye, and taben ſrom the 
Kings elbow, where they had beene moſt powerfull! but the King minde full 
of his former affection, ſaued their lives, though condemned to 
priſon. So it is, quoth Tro iA; you know therefore how they 
offended , hee, as vnmindefull of his firſt ſtate, and ſcorning to ſecke the 
peoples loue: ſhee, not aſhamed of the diuorce from her firſt Husband : both 
of them neglecting their ſeruice to the angry Queenc, thinking goddeſſes not 
armed with thunder to " 
We ſhould wonder art chele things, T1v0c1z4 , queth Axcnounmnmrys, 
did not the frequency of ſuch games af Fortune baniſh amazemenr, Looke 
ypon the ſeuerall Courts of Aqviziivs, and Hirropnriys; what bath it 
booted the greateſt Peeres, when they haue runne their high and powertull 
courſe, to betake themſelues to the Priefthood, as to a Sanctuaty ? onely that 
their dying honour might haue a more precious Funerall. But you will leauc 
no power to Princes, vnleſſe they may change friends, for that priuiledge we 
grant to priuate men. Nay, quoth Truoc 1225 in ſuch * of Fortune, 
you will ſcarce cleare Kings, nor their falling Fauourites: for theſe Kings (if 
we may ſpeake the truth) that haue alwayes ſome roo-powerfull with them, 
arc often taken with a delight to change their Minions. They beſtow their 
loue raſnly, and take it away with loathing; refreſhing with new friends,their 
mindes growne ſicke of the old. Many of them, like men in a Feuer, whoſe 
hot fit turnes to extreme cold, make hatred the end of their loues; their dil- 
ordered affections, making them eyther ſlaues or tyrants. Some, more tem- 
perate, are content to take new, not ruining the former, & ſo fill their Courts 
with faction, brabbles,and emulation. They loue indeed longeſt, but in the 
end neyther ſafeſt nor trueſt, who knowing themſelues vnſit for buſineſſe and 
the burden of cares, preferre ſome ſelected man to their moſt 0 af- 
Aires, putting not onely their States, but themſelues into his hands, often- 
times to their one ruine; becauſe they had no more power to chuſe a 
uetnour, than to gouerne themſelues: and now they doe not love this man, 
but feare him, 2 ſtand in ae of his checke: vntill hee, forget - 
ting that he rulerh by ſufferance, begins to inſolent, or elſe the King by 
the ſame crrour of i t, not knowing freedome, begins to doat vpon a- 
nother, Surely you will ſmile, worthy Gueft, to heare a Woman reaſon of 
theſe things; but out g miſe ties haue made this argument ſo common, 
that almoſt cach woman hath an apprehenſion of it. 

I confeſle, quoth Ax cuoms norvs,(being a well-wiſher to Princes) Kings 
may often etre in ſuppreſſing Fauourites ; and Fauourites too, \haſtning, by 
their owne faults, Fortunes departure: who would ſtay longer, if they were 
wiſcr. Some of them, not well conſidering their Maſters diſpoſitions , neg- 
d rocheriſh the cauſe that firft brought them in fauour : or elſe they ſi 
the yer weake and raw appetite of their Soucraigne , with roo-much vſing 
their fauouts, he being like an vn ſtomacke, not able to digeſt their 
importunities. Others are loſt by their inſatiable deſires ; who, though 

ſwimmec in all abundance, finding their Prince inclining to fauour 
doe as it were tye his hands, as i his iſe had bound him 
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totheir e. Sothey that hr g off from ſuch imploy ment to a glorious 
retyrement, had rather bee di = driuen, than goe quietly. What 


madneſſe cauſes iti, when ſuch fortune falls, vpon light diſpoſitions + You 
know how Puro vſed his Chariot, and Ic avs his wings: neyther doe 
we blame Toys nor PO Y for their ruine. But, quoth Tix oc 14, how- 
ſocuer they may ſtand or fall, and be reduced to their former conditions; ra- 
ther ſce what befalls Kings out of this Cloud of prodigall love, whoſe ſafetie 
or ruine concernes the whole State. For, being brought vp at Court, I haue 
often heard from the mouth of wiſdome, that a Prince of worth, and a man 
able to beare his honour, ſhould fauour no one man fo much, as to diſcend 
himſelfe into parties and factions: for, when they are rayſed to an eminent 
ight by the Kings bounty, are ſubic to enuy for their too - great power, 
ſo protected by their Soucraigne, that they cannot be wounded but tho- 
row his ſide the diſorder is the greater; the King is raxcd , and it: another 
name ſo much the more diſgraced , by how much they which dare doe this, 
thinke him patient of iniurics, by the weakeneſſe of his doting loue. But wee 
ſee nothing more lamentable in the contemplation of humane blindeneſſe, 
than when Kings think to gaint loue by great gifts ; whereas rather their indiſ- 
creet bounty extinguiſhes that true loue that was before in them, if there were 
any whom they {o prefcrre 2 for, as long as Kimgs Fauourites haue a fecling 
of happy fortuve, but moderate, and like weake Iuy, want a Tree to ſupport 
them, ſo long they pray for the Kings health; eythet becauſe they depend 
vpon him, or ule — — hope for no benefit by his fall. But, after they 
are growne to a bigger bulke, they telye on their owne greatneſſe, and vn- 
twine their Branches from off that Tree, by whoſe ſupportation they came to 
that high growth, that they may ſtand, though the Tree fall. They make haſte 
to diuide theit fortunes from the Princes dependency, and beſtow that loue 
onely on themſc lues, which they owe to him. For they know, the King, be- 
ing with-drawne from the violence ot his affections, may repent his crrours, 
and grow fearcfull of that power which himſelſe hath ray (cd. And it is com- 
monly fatall, that when a King hath rayſed any to that height, one of them 
muſt tall. Now therefore they begin to be circumſpect of their owne ſatery, 
and by cunning flights to auoid the ſuſpicion of future emulation; wrefting 
all buſineſſe, not to the honour and profit of the King; but to giue their one 
ſccurity ſure footing againſt fortune, and their now berrayed Maſters, But 
that there is ſometimes a vertue, which that felicity cannot corrupt, Po lia x- 
Cuys is the example, who neyther hath forſaken his loyalty, nor growne in- 
ſolent in his great fortune: ſo that in this his danger, I can finde nothing but 
the Fates to be blamed. 4

from going out, ſo faſtened in the ground, that, by no force 

J EP from without, they could be ſhaken ; but they that were with- 

— ; thc caue, turning them aſide, might eaſily lift them out of 
thoſe little trenches , which ſo ſupported them, leſt the weight of the doore 
might make them ſlide away. Hauing drawne the barres, and rolled the ſtone 
aſide, ARrcRroOMERSOTYS opened the Caue, and TrmocLEA ſtepping out, waf⸗ 
ted the Torch with her hand, as ſhe bad agreed with Porrtancuvs, and pre- 


ſently extinguiſhed the light, leſt by ſtay ſhee might give notice to ſome vn- 
welcome gueſts. Hee, hauing found his way, ſtood ar the Riuer, expect 


Ain 
the ligne, which giuen, hee drawes neere the Lady : but doubted — — 
diſpole of his mans horſe, and his owne; vntill Gzraxoxvs anſwered, Coe 
and aduiſe in the Caue ; and while you qetermine about the horſes, they ſhall 
ſtand tyed to yonder Alder-trees, which grow by the banke, remote from any 
high-way. c 

hie they deſcend, and as yet ſeatefull, conclude of nothing, Gzranok 
xy 5, hauing tyed vp his horſes, was come to them. Where, when they had 
receyued him, they put the ſtone to the Canes mouth againe, and faſten ir 
with the barres, betaking themſelues to counſell. Portrancavs the it 
beſt to ſend his ſeruant abroad for diſcouery, to heare what crime was layde 
to his charge, what ſuddaine cruelty had poſſeſt the King, and whether his 
friends did ſticke to him in this aduerfity « You fay well, Porranxcars, 
(quoth Tuo) if you did not know, that euery mans firſt | 
would be to him, where you did conceale yeur ſelfe. I doubt not his fidelity, 
but if hee light vpon enemies. — — would wreſt the truth from him 
by torture. Gzraxorvs ſcornefully anſwers, That for his Maſters fafety 
neyther racke nor torture ſhould force any thing from him : and that he had 
a deuice to delude his enemies: he would goe like one amazed; and, if any vn- 
knowne or ſuſpected perſon enquired of Porraxcavs , with a countenance 
fitting his griefe, he would tell them, Pot in cuvs had left this light: ney- 
ther is this tale vntrue; beeing hid in a Caue where hee ſees no Sunne: If 
they inquited what kinde of death, hee would frame this lye, That his 
Maſter had falne from his Horſe into the Riuer Hymers ;, tor flying af- 
frighted at the Kings Edict, entring by night the Riuer, and miſſing the 
paſſage, heauy with his Armour, and loſing his Horſes backe, hee was 
ſwallowed vp. (And then fitly for this purpoſe , it happened that Hyme- 
74 was high ſwolne.) I will fay farther, that there was no, helpe in 
mee, when I aw my Maſter by the ſtrong torrent carryed 3 
| 5 D y 
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this fiction the report of your death ſhall bee ſpred abroad, then which no- 
at aibee core emer — For it will glut your ene- 
mies, and draw pitty from other men; whoalwayes loue to Fake moſt glo- 
riouſly of deccaſed vertue. The watch alſo ſhall bee broken vp, which guard 
the Ports and Sca-rownes : and the ſearch for you beeing ſtayed ; you may 
with greatereaſe lye concealed,or flye. Neither can we faine any ſaler kinde 
of death, then this that leaues nothing of you: and then will I let your horſe 
runne at randome, as if his Maſters death had given him this liberty, 

This invention of Gr 1axonvs pleaſed rhEall:but Po la cus told him, 
if hee ſhould meere with AA Das, of whom he had moſt confidence among 
the Siciliens, he ſhuuld not ſticke to tell the truth, and entreat him in his name, 
not to feare to viſite one ſo wrongtully oppreſt: or if he could not, he ſhould 
leave to his truſt what were beſt to be done. Ax cn Orrs allo aduiſed 
Gertaxonvs, that having done his buſineſſe, he ſhould nor preſently returne 
to the Caue (for neither could they well heare him knocke, and it might make 
the place ſuſpiciops, if any body ſhould paſſe that way) but comming to T- 
uod houſe, he ſhould vic the ſame diſſimulation to her ſeruants, where- 
with hc had decciued others; and lament his maſters fate, with as much ſorrow 
as he could cxpreſſe: and fo ſecretly, by Trwocr x a's helpe, be brought to 


Portiancuvs. 

They conſulted further, how to diſpoſe of Portran-nvs his houſe and fa- 
mily : for hee had furniſhe a houſe not vnbeſeeming a man neete the King: 
neither had hee any confidence in his houſhold ſcruants ; for he had but onely 
this Grtanorys of his one Kin ; the reſt were foraigners and ſtran- 

ts to him + neither trooke hee much care for his goods; as vſing to carry a- 
_- him Iewels of exceeding valew, and ſome gold in a ptiuate pocket, not 
knowing to what extremity he might be driuen. Whether therefore M » i- 
a # Þ x x ſhould confiſcate them as the goods of a condemned man, or his 
ſervants and hirclings purloine them away; he ſhould ſay nothing, but with- 
draw himſclfe, as from the ruines ofa falling houſe. With theſe inſtructions 
they ſcat him away: neither could Ancyousnorys or Tivoct za make 
any long ſtay with Portaxcuvs ; fearing the ſuſpition of the ſetuants, riſing 
to their morning atrendance, who (as ferrune commonly will haue it)are then 
moſt diligent, when you leaſt defire it: for theſe to finde out their Ladies 


care of Pottancuvs, might proouc both their ruines. They entreate him 
therefore to make vertue his companion; which can neither deſerue affliftion, 


nor be daunted with it vaiuſtly happening. They promiſe him their company 
and diſcourſe at all fitting opportunities. Mo A then ſhews him a couch 
tolye on, and deliuers him lights (for ſhe had brought many in) which done, 
they both returne to their owne chambers. How Potriancavs minde was 
now troubled, and how farre he-gaue himſelfe over to anger and complaints, 
being alone, you may heere vnderſtand, that he did not more thinke vpon life, 


than a noble way of dyiag : and he knew that ſome, whom hee eſteemed a- 
bouc himſelſe, depcaded vpon his ſafety .

Fall him leaue to know himſclfe maſterles by the Rroke ofa Rod, 
5 4 he mounts his ewn,& lets on his appointed way: and forward 

NR 7 becing almoſt come to the wood, where Porrancuys the 
day before had fought, he might perceiue there Litters carri- 

* ed, and men on horſebacke attending them, after whom fol- 
lawed a troupe of foote. Hee much defired to know what this ſolemnity 
might bee: and comming neerer, he perceived the Litters were for a Func- 
rall, and the men mourners. Affrighted with this tragicke omen; he deman- 
ded of one of the hindmoſt, whoſe Funcrals thoſe ſhould be? Hee anſwered, 
that they were going to the bodies of the Embaſſadours, whom Po i 1arcuys 

the day before, againſt the Law of Nations, had ſlaine. GI IA NOR Was a- 

ſloniſhed, and to himſclfe admiring what Funcrall, or rather what ſtaud this 

might bee; and deſirous to knowe the certainety, he joyned himſclfe to the 
troupe, vntill he perceiued the dead of him whom Por AA ens had 
ſlaine, lying at the wood ſide, to be t into one of the mourning Litters. 

Then plainly appeared it, that thoſe Tueeues that had light on Po LIAN 15 

were Lycocunss his Embaſſadours to Ma T AAN DAA. But why ſhould the 

reucnge bee ſo ſuddaine? Why ſhould not Po tas en haue a day of hea- 
ring? Shall then Embaſſadours haue a priuiledge to be Theeues :? Ot ſhould 
the King be more fauourable to his enemies then to his friends The reward 
of his valout ſhould haue bin giuen to the Conqueror; and a Gibbet, in ſtead 
of honourable Funerall, to Embaſſadours — their owne villany. 
While he was pondcting theſe things in a confuſed and zealous ducty to 
his Maſter, his Cholerdid ſo abound, that hardly could hee containe either 
his tongue or countenance. Hee thought it beſtro forſake that ſpectacle 
that did ſo much offend him. Curling therefore thoſe enemies, he rooke his 
ncercſt way to the Court ; being come to the other fide of the wood, about 
noone, he met many in the way: fot that way was much frequented by ſoul- 
diets, by reaſon of the neeteneſſe of the Campe Royall. Among others; he 
met Tiz0810x5, 4 man of no ſmall note in the Kings Houſhold. Hee, care- 
fullforP o x 1 a & © þ v S, Was to that purpoſe come abroad to learne what 
vad be falae him. And therefore, knowing Cr L4n0xvs; Oh happily mer! 
quoth hee, tell me where, in this great tumult, is POI IAI n 
remembring hat face hee was to put on, ſcarce lifting vp bis ces to T 1 

WON 1 Þ x 5,t014 him hee was dead. But then loue and piety in Tuns, 

ouercame all politique feare : and ſtanding like one in a diuinipg fury, with 

ſighes he broke into theſe words: Oh vahappy Mz4 8 ax #x{-vnbappy g. 

cry ! and, turning his reynes, parted, It afforded no ſmall comfort to G 

L480x v5, thathis Maſters faigacd death ſhayld finde ſuch true and opeg 
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lamentation. T10n1Drs had not redefarre, but he returnes againe : And 
whar, quoth he, Gu 1 av 0xvs, was the manner of that Worthies death? by 
what accident, or by whom was he ſlaine? Aﬀrighted with the Kings Pro- 
clamation (anſwered Gi 1 ano xvs) he ventured by darke to find the foord of 
the River Himers: but the Riuer ſwelling with late raince, was too rough for 
kim; and, as farre as I by ſtarre-light could coniecture, rowled him into 
the adioyning Sea. T190n1D 3 $ againe fell into and full of this 
heauy newwes, returneth ſtraight toward the Court. Not farre off he met Ax- 
31485, to whom alone Portancuvs commanded Gziamonrs to reucale 
this ſecret: whom preſently Trxox1D filleth with the horrour of this 
mournfull newes. Ans: pas demanding where Grtanonvs Was, he ſhew- 
ed him comming - but himſclfe, as before hee intended, went toward the 
Court. Ax$1Das going to G IAN s, and ſaluting him, enquired pre- 
ſently of his Maſter. He told him that hee brought a ſecrer, for which this 
publi wes not ſo fit : if it pleaſed him to walke aſide, hee, when none 
ebſcrued, would follow after. An 5148s was ruled by him, and now enter- 
tained comfortable hope, becauſe G tax on had as yet expreſt no token of 
his Maſters death. There was not farre off a ſolitary valley; whither when 
they were both mer, Gar anxonvs thus began: Portancuvs, © Arsibas, 
is aliue; but he deſires you onely ſhould be priuy to it. A Vault there is vn- 
der TiMoctnas where by the Lady hee is conceal'd : but he 
ſent mee to you, to learne what wind had ſtirr d this tempeſt againſt him: 
and, if you diſdaine not a man in affliction, hee defires your company. A- 
$1Dastold him, he feared uo in that behalfe : deſiring onely Gr x a- 
nos to lead him to the Caue, Bd hew him his wiſht for Por lac. 
Nay, quoth Gs 1 axoxvs, we muſt vic ſome plot to deceiue Tĩuoc 11458 Fa- 
mily, leſt they ſhould vnderſtand Po x 1azc urs concealement there; and the 
fate of ſo noble a man ſhould come vader the girdle of baſe Peaſants. I will 
goc firft, and forcning teares, as Idid with TIN, will lament his faig- 
ned death: and you, Ans DS, whomſoeuer you meete, may to good pur- 
pole ſo delude. His life will bee more ſecure, beeing thought dead. You, at 
noone, may come to Trmoctu 4's houſe, as to refreſh you from the heate 
of the day : neither can it be ſuſpicious for you to turne into the houſe of 2 
Lady ſo well and long knowne to you. I muſt tell you one thing beſides: 
There is a young man that came but yeſterday into Sicily: vnleſſe he difſem- 
ble, he comes from Affrice : you will admire his preſence, and (when you 
heare him ſpeakc) his wiſdome. His loue to Por ran cuvs is great: to whom, 
n one daics acquaintance, he clcaues moſt firmely in this great extremity, 
tis cotriane, neither from you nor my Maſter, can deſerue the leaſt ſuſpition. 
Theſe things ſo appointed, they take ſeuerall wayecs : CI LANs coaſteth 
the readieft way to TIu oc houſe ; but Ans 1D 45 bauing more leaſure, 
goeth ſoftly into the Rode. Now T1xo 1 ps, being deceived, ſpreads 2- 
—— this tragicall newes : for to whomſocuer hee met of his acquaintance, 
he preſcatly relates Por 1 anc uvs his death. The report then began to ſpread 
barre, and was receiued, according to the conditions pf men, with ſeuerall af 
fections, but in all extreme. Mz 1 AAN EA had thit day determined, croſ- 
ling the River Hypſe, to goe to Atagella; whither, by his appointment, his 
Daughter Az G2 x 15 was returned from Syracaſe. And now, the iourney ap- 
pointed, the Guard make ready; and the King, till the tinie of going 2 
,

thoughts, ſtood in a maze : the loſſe and death of this braue Young man did 
the more ſting him, by reaſon that the cauſe would ſeeme to haue him 
the originall : and now teares beganneto fall from him, as a mournfull 
ſage of All fortune : bur hee t it not then ſafe ro lament publikely, 
many of Lycocrnns his friends had their eyes vpon him, to obſerue each 
looke, word, and geſture. With a ſettled countenance therefore, bewraying 
neither griefe nor ioy, he demanded ſomewhat of his death, and returned in- 
to his Tent, certainely affured that none reioyced at Po rancuvsdeath,bur 
thoſe which defired his one ruine. The Kings preſence hindred many of 
the Soldiers from preſent lamentation. The faithfulleſt Nobles, not able to 
containe their ſighes, bewailed his death: or elſe with greater anger in their 
ordinary diſcourſes, complained of the Fates, and the times iniury. Thoſe, the 
King with a c remembrance diſtinguiſhed from the reſt, as only deſer. 
uing his truſt : neither did hee behold them without bluſhing, fearing their 
rr LARCHYS, It was a ſtrange thing, that 
one ſhouid be ſo bold, out of a ſudden heate, to make theſe Verſes, and lay 
them in the entry of the Tent, where the King muſt needes paſſe, |

Hile they arc now preparing for the Progreſſe, the rumour

L1ancavs and brought it to Magella. Ax ais by chance 
6 | was then ſitting in her Bed- chamber, dreſſing her ſelte a- 
At | monegſt her Maids ; though not ſo as in better times, yet fat- 
tig — ſtate, Szrux155,a was Nurſe to Axon. 
x18, and priuy to all her ſecrets ;and was then binding vp her haire, when one 
of the Maids paſſing thorow the Court- yard, returnes with repott of Pox 1an- 
cnvs death. The newes entered norfirſt the eares of Ax r, being in an 
carncſt diſcourſe with S2 1 x1 55 a, about the firing of the Beacons, and Po. 
ac avs his enemies: but the Maids voice comming to SzLEx1 Ss a, fil- 
led het mind with great aſtoniſhment ; and ſecretly becking and * on 
the Maids, ſhe bade them ſpeake ſoklier. But their whiſpering had filled the 
Chamber t and Ar 62x 11S, aſtoniſhed with ſudden feare, enquired what ill 
newesthey muttered among themſelues: for as yet ſhe knew not what the 
Maid had ſaid. Sr IIVISs a preuents their anſwere, telling Az ox x15, that 
a Glaſſe whichthe King her Father had 2 her vpon her birth-daꝝ, had by 
misſorrune falne out of one of her Maids hands; and that feare of their Ladies 
anger made that 3 But Ax out, now apt to feare, could not bee 
ſo ſatisſicd: leaping therefore from her ſeate, and catching her next Maid 
by the hand, viewing her with ſparkling eyes; If now, quoth ſhee, thou 
date lye to mee, know, thou ſhalt neuer againe looke mee in the face. Tell 
me therefore truely, if you haue heard any ill newes of the King. She, to ex- 
pell farte that fcate of Metz NDR, and willing to giue her comfort; No, 
Madam, quoth ſhee; well heate all wee of the King, beeing in health, and a 
Conquerour : but a ſinall mis fortune hath ſeaſoned this felicity; POI 1 a x- 
cuvsisdead, Ancn wr s was neuer more then now abaſhed; yer ſtrongly 
ſhe call'd bac he her fainting ſpirits, at one inſtant determining and deferring 
death. And becatiſe thre would not giue her Maids occaſion of ſuſpecting a- 
ny thing; I doubt nor, quoth ſhee, but the gods take care of the King, who 
will giuca juſt end to theſe broyles. She feared to ſpeake of Pola VSG, 
leſt ſhee ſhould faulter in his very name, beeing — vanquiſht with her 
now collected gricte, And when ſhe could no longer diſſemble her ſorrow, 
ſhe runnes haſtily into her priuate Cloſer, as vpon ſome ſudden buſineſſe; and 
then bolts the doore, that none ſhould preuent her to breathe her laſt. But that 
fury deceiued not Su 1 281254; who following neere the ſteps of An 0 » x 15, 
(that was lawfull for her Nurlc)ſhe held with her hanꝗ the ſhutting doorc,and 
vader colour of ſeruice, followed her Ladies priuacy? 
Then at length, Ax ois free to hergricfe, when the doore was bolted, 
' melts into teares; and rending her haire, throwes her ſcattercd attire on 


the ground : a low Couch ſhee had of Iuory, couered with purple for 5 
repoſe 
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2 long ſteele inſtrument, that was ſbarpned for divers v- 
c leaped to her in this agony : and holding her arme, chat 
was now almoſt her Executioner , in her trembling hands, ſhee laboured to 
giue deſcrued reproofe to her Ladies fury; for griefe had ſtopped her thickeſt 
ſighs. Long did the wofull couple ſtrive in this fort, being both now ſo 
weake ; the one not able to vſe the knife, nor the other to wreſt it from her ; 
both reſolute, and fixing their eyes each on other. An 0x13 eſpecially caſting 
her necke on her ſhoulder, with a breathleſſe careleſneſſe viewing Str x1 5+ 
4: Thou laboureſt, quoth ſhee, in vaine, Sz 18x21 $34 ; for all thy bindrance 
I can dye. Hitherto thou haſt well taught me to be conſtant, thankefull, and 
religious. Why doeſt thou new change thoſe precepts to a new religion: 
it ſhall be both ro my ſelfe and thee a comfort, that I goe to my with 
vnſpotted chaſtiry. Thinks thou I can our-live Potrancuvs? hee deliue- 
red mee from Lx co; his rape; and I will deliver him my life, which is 
leſſe than my chaſtity which hee preſerued, or the reward which he deſerued. 
I, Sz. »x1554, (if thou knoweſt it not) kill'd Por 1akcuvs : I cannot expiate 
that offence, vnleſſe in mine owne bloud. What had he to doe in Sicily, but 
for Ax dN ſake? Ouerwhelmed with gric fe in this diſcourſe,ſhee fayned ; 
the knife falls out of her hand, and ſhee on Sera 54, beeing then very 
weake. 

But now ſhe was not onely carefull for Ax ox mrs ſake, but for her one, 
applying all poſſible remedy to her that ſcarce heard her, ſometimes beway- 
ling eythers condition, and verily beleeuing that thoſe griefes would ſudden- 
ly vaniſh, if they were let fully looſe : ſometimes againe 22 onely her 
nurſe-childes grieſe: ſometimes ſhee puts her in minde of her father; whom 
her death muſt needes kill, already broken with publique tebellions. She tells 
her that ſhe is as her fathers purple and farall locke: which if ſhe ſhould pluck, 
as Sc vl did forthe loue of Mix os, with a double parricide ſhee would ru- : 
ine both her ſelfe and her father : ot, could ſhee thinke that the common api- 
nion, which of it ſelfe is ill inclinable, could be eaſily perſwaded. chat chaſtity 
could out- liue a loue ſo violent? but this ſhe ſpake to deafe cares. Then, ſee- 
ing Axc «x15 obſtinate, ſhe growes rough her ſelfe, and tells her, ſhee will 
not ſee it, and vnleſſe ſhee would ptomiſe te liue, ſhee would call for helpe ; 
and with that, ſcemed to goe to the doore; when Ax cs, laying hold os 
the skirt of her garment, pulling her backe to embrace her; O Mother (quoth 
ſhe) hy doe you let mee from enioying ſo true a ſorrow ? Doe you thinke 
Porttancays would haue out- liued mee, if I had dyed ? Thou doeſt not de- 
ceiue mee, O Sz 1551588 a: Ihaue from my infancy vnderſtood what did be- 
long to my yeeres, what thou diddeſt command mee, and commend to mee: 
and what thou doſt now totbid mee to doe, being once by mine one hand 
done, thou thy ſelte wilt chiefly commend: if ought remaine of the dead, 
Por 1an c urs yet loues mee. I will goc happily to my Spouſe, and without 
enuy enioy his chaſte imbraces. But if wee dye all 4 ſoule x 

ning, yet with my liſe I ſhall eſcape this miſchuefe,] ſhall not (I dread e 
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it) reverence the Murderer of my Po ria cus. Thou knoweft by whoſe 
command the Beacons yeſterday were fired; and doubt you that from 
thence came his deſtruction? But hee is my „ and twere impietie in 
mee to hate him. So, berweene Por 1ancuvs and my father, I will divide my 
love, and laying downe my life, which I haue receyued from both their 
hands, I will neyther favour nor hate eyther of them. 

Againe, Sz1.x+155 4 inſiſteth on the reproach of murder proceeding from 
loye, and at length lighting on more happy counſell : Why, quoth ſhee, doe

Anon: with this obict put in minde of her misfortune , whileſt the 
King ſtayed with ſuch as met him, fed her ſelfe with ſolitary gricfe : Shee 
ſeemed to her ſelfe Gar ar & a, and lamented a better Acts: but who ſhould 
be che Giant PotYru nant though ſhee had poynted Lycoorms for that 
compariſon , yet her fathers — her will, comes into her minde. Now 
wete they entred the Chamber of Preſence , when the Nobility ſtepping a- 
ſide about their ſeuerall occaſions, almoſt oncly the houſhold ſeruants were 
about Mzi2:axpsx. The King, glad of this privacy, and turning from thoſe 
alſo with A xcex:s, Thy age Daughter,quoch he, might excuſe thee 
f:om publique affaires, vnleſſe thy education and ſpirit had fitted thee for great 
matters; and that although thou att a woman, the fortune of all Sicily lyes 
vpon thee, and thou art to reigne ouer men.

She ſtaid for their conſent, but preſentiy went out of the Caiit, and — 
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theſe double countertcirs of youth and old age. 
one of them ypon Por 1rancurs, chafing that hee ſhould 
iſpuiſes ro ſaue hi became preſently fo trans formed, 


that An ox x18 her ſelſe would not haue knowne him. , for good 
ſucceſſe to this fit deceit, they entreated him to make vie of it. Timoctsa 
alſo promiſed at the beginning of night to bring him fitting apparell. For it 
behoucd Pot raxcuvs, euen in that Cave, to bee in an vaknowae habit; that 
if fortune ſhould bring thither any inquiſitive eye, being confident of his diſ- 
guiſe, he might fly to the adioyning Ficlds. They were now vpon departure, 
when Potrtancuvs cals Ar$1pas apart; excuſing hiniſclfe to Az cnou- 
znorys and Trxoctr a, that he was private with him. The reaſon, of his 
ralke was, becauſe Ans1 Þ as, his moſt inward friend, knew the louc berweene 

himſclfe and Azoznis : he did therefore carneſtly catreate him, not to faile to 
to AA sas ſoone as hee could; as being much more g rieued for her 
e then for his owne : for he knew how heauily fhe would lament his fate: 

but how, when ſhe ſhould heare he was dead? the errour of that {ad report 
might drive her louing ſoule ro moſt cruell and deadly teſolutions: that ther- 
ſore Anta would goc and comfort her, leſt ſhee ſhould weepe for him 
being late : if the gods gaue him ſaſe paſſage, hee would ſtay on the ſhore of 
Italy, expecting hat (hee would com him; or if it pleaſed her, he would 
euen then ſtcale a viſit through any danger. 

Time would giue leaue to ſpeake no mote, neither would hee commit any 
mote to AA 5; who hauing made large ptomiſes of his aſſiſtance, yer 
becauſe it was now night, Truoc ts catreating, and Por ia cus not 
difſwading, he deferred his iourney till the next morning: when they had ſup. 
— they were to teturne to Pol iaa cus with the clothes which the Lady 
promiſed. 

He ia the meane time fed lightly of ſuch meat as Tiuoc i s a brought him. 
And then Ax 51 vas ieſting with him, to auert him from the ſenſe of his ill; 
A= hee, valiant Sir, are you gtieued, that a Caue or borrowed ha- 
bit d keepe you from your enemies: You beeing but one, fly from ma- 
ny; but all the gods were not aſhamed to fly, when Try « £15 alone purſucd 
them: neither 7 they eſcaped egypt had not hid tbem vnder

baſc and bruitiſh ſhapes. Heare with what boldneſſe your familiar friend Ni- 
corovPY3, acquainted with their feates, had put on 1awes of beaſts, and bills 
of Fowles me their diuine countenances. He gaue him thea the booke, in 
which was Poetry of diuers ſubicRs - and going from him, he markt out with 
his nayle theſe Verſes for him to reade, |

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CHAT. XIII. 
A diſcourſe of the ability of ſome men. How bard they are to be found 


and of the difference of deſerning ſpirits. 


WAN the meanc time Ax cwomnnorySand AD, in Tluo- 
W N c 1+ a's Garden the euening ayre beeing yer x holſome, run 
W tchoro diuers diſcourſes : and by teaſon of Pot 1ancurs, 
Yaſh they fell into diſpute of thoſe that excelled in vertue and dil- 
poſition: what rare ornaments they are in men, and how con- 
remned by diſpoſitions made for ſeruitude; yet often bearing 
rule ouet free men. While they thus diſcourle, the loue of vettue, and lothing 
of the preſent ſtate, ſo far tranſported Ans1 vas, that with vehemence he began 
2 to ſhew, how worthy men, without iniuſtice and danger, could not be ſligh- 
ted : That it is the moſt pernitious kind of inhumanity, not to advance worth, 
and rewardit in the cyc of the world. Now, faith he, ſortune hath taken ſuch 
a prepoſterous courſe, that ig many Lands, it is almoſt taken for a roken of 
worthineſſe, to bee driven from Court, or there neglected; the cowardly or 
barbarous vices of great men doe ſo loue to diſarme vertue; as if they thought 
to raiſe themſelues aboue her, by proudly trampling vpon her pouerty and 
low cſtate. Axcnomnnorys, Whether defirous to draw AIDA, his wiſ⸗ 
dome to his own inſtruſtion , or wherher he tooke vpon him the defence of 
Kings, ſaid, that for as much as belonged to Por1ancnays, he did abhorre fo 
proud a licence of fottuge. But it is no wonder that Kings ſhould lomerimes o- 
ucr-(lip ſuch good parts, being tyted fo much with cares and coſts: and it were 
not correſpondent, it excellent men ſhould be a burden to the reſt,and the beſt 
pit:s of Nature bee hyred by the common treaſury; and oftentimes thoſe 
minds which we ſo much admire, are not profitabletor Kings vies, or fit for 
employment in buſineſſe: as ſome fruites are pleaſant to the eye, which if you 
plrate to rafte, they prooue vaſauouricor yawholfome. AD delayed 
to anſwete, content with a little ſmile roreic his defence of ſo ill a fate; 
til he Perce wed by Ancnowurrotyshis countenance. (for he look't wiſtly On 
him)that he was willing to be refuted, Do you obie the care of Kings, quoth 
he ? as it it ought not to be their chiete care, to haue ſuch men about them, 
as thc age has but fe, that thou mayſt condemne him that brought his lant- 
horn into the open Market place, to find out one. But you will ſay, the Comon. 
wealth cannot ſuſtaine the charge: Oh minds too ſollicitouſly wife / therfore 

to be ſparing in the charges of Hawking;not to haue the ſtables full of dancin 
horſes, as in the Sybaritamian Army ; not to fill vp the Kennell; if the Boare 
chance to kill one of their hunting es they count it hathous, I ſay, ro 
omit any of theſe, not more for the vie and pleaſure ot the Prince, then for 
the fare of his Maieſty. They can giue way that their gold ſhould be waſted; 
and that the vileſt men ſhould live ypon the Treaſury: but thinke it very bur- 
ccniome,to haue a ſelect company of great ſpirits : then, they rcmember 
trite: then, their treaſure will faile. No, Ancu0wnnors, tis their goodneſſe 
tales. Suppoſe, the King do not loue their ſociety: do we only pu fuch things 
| | in 
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in our treaſutie as we naturally fancie, and not things deſeruing by their owne 
worth ? Neither doe Kings liue fo ſtraited, but that, if they miſlike or feare 
the preſence of ſuch men, they may lay them vp as ptouiſion in another 
ce. 

Naber ncede you complaine of the multitude, Ax cn own norrs;though 
you chooſe never ſo curiouſly, you may make but few. What ſort, quorh 
Arcnowrnorvs, vill you place in that rowle ? Then ſaid Ans10as, If we 
weigh the whole matter at large, not teflecting vpon Porta cu his miſ- 
fortune, I would chooſe thither none out of the eminent Arts and diſciplines; 
one is excellent in Horſmanſhip ; another at his Weapons; ſome famous for 
Limming; ſome for Muſicke : he curious for Architecture; this for Water- 
workes, or any other Art, which either for its one or the times Genius; is ac. 
ceptable: let them ſtraight be bought, euen at what price they will ſer vpon 
themſelues, if cheaper they cannot be had: the greatneſſe of the price will 
commend the Artificer, and the magnificence of the purchaſer : but I would 
haue excellent ones, and ſuch as are rarely found. Now what ſhould let vs to 
ſet a higher price vpon higher things, the Artes of warre and peace? that is, 
men eminent in valour and learning. Neither would I thus prize mcere taſſ- 
neſſe in Armes or vulgar Muſes ; but thoſe Captaines, whoſe warlike ſpirits 
are ſeaſoned with reaſon, and bleſt by fortune; and thoſe eſpecially whom 
fame has markt out, which often with light winds giues great auaile to matter 
of warre. Now the chiefe of learned men are ſo eminent, that they are often- 
times fewer in the world then the number of the Muſes; and their ſplendour 
hidden from none but blinde men. Some of them are fit tor publike employs 
ments: but becauſe the Common-wealth knowes not how to vic fo grear 2 
bleſſing of the gods, they oft grow ruſtic in private diſcontents, not poli- 
ſhed with vic and buſineſſe: others, that ſeeme borne only for their bookes ; 
yet how great their power is, both in the preſent and ſucceeding Ages; when 
according to their fauour or diſpleaſure, they beſtowe fame on men; when 
they can make Sects, and change the iudgements of other men: this power, 
I ſay, he that will be ignorant of, deſerues to feele by his one infamy. 

Wi• are ſo by nature, Ax cuomnnrorys, that euery man- delights in ſome- 
what, and thoſe that excell in the thing we loue, wee moſt admire, Imagine 
therefore, that the moſt excellent in Watte, Learning, and all manuall Arts, 
(for theſe muſt needes moue all mindes) were met together vnder ane Prince, 
like many Starrcs in one heauen: What would the whole world eſteeme of 
ſuch a Court? Who would not know it? nay, who would not (ſince his god 
is there) both feare and honour that place as a Temple? Bur to the Prince 
himſelfe, how great a reward ſhall follow his endeuour? Hee ſhall exceede 
the happineſſe of mortality, and finde himſelſe alrcady deified, though aliue 
and fate : with more certaine and noble ſignes, then the perfume of Frank- 
incenſe, or an Eagle flying from his funcrall pile: there ſhalt bee triumph 
in true applauſe : theſe men ſhall bee his triumphant Pageants, and the beſt 
ſpoilc of all nations; whom he from them all has gathered, like flow ies, to a- 
ee his owne Garland. It were agood wiſh, quoth Az cuomnnorvs,itche 
multitude of buſineſſes, or the diverſity of affections in them that ate about 
Kings, could giue hope to compaſſe it. Euen thoſe excellent men, of whom 
you ſpeake, ate not all to bee purchaſcd; and many of them (as it ſhould bee, 
and you would haue it) arc gracious in Kings Courts : that thoſe that 
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ſuch happineſle, may iuſtlicr complaine of fortune then of Kings. 
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miſſe of iuſtlicr c ine of fortunc hen of Kings. 
Then, quoth Az: D did not thinke it poſſible, Anc uournrorvs,that the 
height ot what our defires fancie, can indeed bee brought to abſolute and 
happy eſſect: but as other wiſedome is proſitable, though it bee leſſe exact 
in the cout ſe ofour actions, then in the ſingle contemplation of the ſoule: 
ſo in this matter it will much auaile, where fortune and occaſion will giue 
leaue, not to neglect ſo greate happineſſe: ſo that if all cannot bee bad; yet 
as many as can, ſhould be drawne by promotion to the Court. 


Whereas you ſay that Kings Palaces are not altogether empty of worthy 
men; I doe not dilagree but heate mee, AnxcuomuBnnortyY $, there 1s 
a 


le order of wile men, and fit for employment, as Gentry is in honour) 
which yet reach not to that height wee now {peake of. Ot theſe men, there 
is more plenty; and that theſe come oft to Court, I deny not; and when they 
are aduanced, ſhine ſo bright with the borrowed rayes of dignity, that men 
thinke it the worke of exact nature: as meaner gemmes ſometimes by cunning 
workemanſhip or the gold they are ſet in, recciue a luſtre equall to the beſt. 
To be diligent, to ſpeake nothing raſhly, to take paincs, ro imitate wile pat- 
teracs, to hide the defects of their one wit: — things, as they doc not 
neceſlatily make an excellent man; ſo they ate ſlometimcs all that you ſhall 
finde in a prailed great man: ſa that the abſence of vice is called vertue; or 
that a ſmall ſtreame of wiſdome ſhould grow in fame equall to the Ocean: 
whileſt moſt doe conceiue that agility and practice, whereby they doe enable 
themſclues in ciuill buſineſſe, to bee the greatneſſe and peiſcction of their 
iudgement, Neither doe I grudge theſe their praiſe: it is a great matter for 
a ian to be raiſed to that height, and grow by his employment. But theſe arc 
not they, Aschen tors i, of whom we ſpeake. 

Beſides theſe therefore, (as you (aid) I haue yet knowne ſometimes ſome 
of thoſe prime wits of greateſt note, to come to Court, and haue employ- 
ment. ForPottancnvs liued at Court: and your ſelfe, rare Young-man, 
doc not doubt but I may name among thoſe maſter· pieces ot Nature. Mr - 
1A hasalloCrieorviys, he has Evxturbes ; nothing is worthicr 
then thoſe men: but I doe not therefore account Kings Palaces iuſt or hap- 
y, becauſe they doe ſometimes entei taine ſome few of the number of excel- 
— men: you may name many more deſpis d, or, which is worſe, violated. 
That I may haue a wt ground for my complaints: The fault is ſometimes in 
the Kings, when they will not be admoniſhed, ot feate vertue : ſometimes in 
their followers, when nature has made them barbarous, too much happineſſe 
carclc{lc, or fortune proud. Beſides, many great meonthinke, it is their loſſc, 
when any man, beſides themſelues and their followers; grow richer by the 
Court, So vertuc beeing neglected, they diſpoſe of the Kings affeRion, per. 
chance bcing ignorant, among their one followers. They would doe tarre 
otherwilc, it they lou'd their King lincerely; nay in good faith, if they loud 
themſc lues wiſcly. For what were more glorious, then by the publike purſe 
to make thoſe men deuoted to them, that were borne to be the ornament of 
the Age: who would ſcarce know whether they owed more to the King, or to 
thole chat were the meanes of their tiſing. I cannot but laugh at their blindnes, 
that cate not to obtain from learned pennes, that ptaiſe, that ſhal out. liue their 
wealth and pleaſures: and that falls to none, but thoſe that rrucly ſeeke it. 
Tor as Luke not lcatned men, who will for hire praiſc the vadeſeruing ; fo l 
thinke 
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thinke thoſe moſt juſt, that cone —— —̃ ee 

oud vertue ; or ſuch à yes does n the fauout that by 
caracd pennes is done to he- i Does 7 0m b 

Bur if the Honey of theſe Bets pleals you not, yet doc not by ininy or 
come mpt provoke their ſliags; how oſten has one man, cycher icr or 
Scholler, tor a private iniuy taken a publique teuenge ? how oſten hathane 
maus valout f waycdan Aimy 70 ſuch men arc many people oftent ics ſlaine 
as ſacrifices. God forbid that Fialy ſeclt not Pos 1 ax ciny his For he 
came voluntarily to the King, and ihe fault will lye the heavier, that wee did 
not oncly not ſecke, but not entertaine (0 vertue vyhen we had it. True. 
ly Iknow not how Ms x 8 av DER wil eacuſeqimſelſe to the beſt of his Peeres; 
and eſpecially to IavAAνs, who (they ſay) comes to day ; for hee will be 
bold to lay this crrour to the · Kings charge, being 2 Stranget, and beſides a Man 
of great eſtecme, and eſpeciall fauour wirh him. i 
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CAP. XIIII. 
A company of ruſlicks enter by force Timo CLE A's houſe, and de- 
mand Þ O LLARCHYS: the occafionof thu vprore : they appre hend 
AxCHOMBROTVS for PO LYARCHYS. 


EZ FRI Hongh Ascuous rorvs allowed all this, yet hee was for. 
y chat Axs: » as had dwelt ſo ng vpon this diſcourſe; 
AY as rather deſirous to haue heard from him, vnder what 
Lawes the Sicilians lived, and what were the chiefe exer- 
ciſes of the Court: for,hauing heard of Po t1ancenvs,the 
names of thoſe , that eyther for vertue ot vice were no- 
— fC4ble, hee deſired to inquire of ſome of them. Taking 
therefore occaſion vpon Ax si his naming of Izvazxaxzs; Who is that 
Is vaxax xs, quoth hee, and what vertues firſt commended bim ro you? Then 
ſaid Axs DAS, hee was borne in Lydia, and linkt to vs onely in the band of 
friendſhip, which MIA x xs courteſie hath moſt inviolably tyed. But 
2 man ſo worthy , that all Nations would defire to naturalize him for their 
owne Citizen. He is of the old Nobility of Lydia, and being broughe vp in 
imployments, hee hath furniſhed his checretull and actiue breſt with know- 
ledge and dexreriry. And when he came to that wealth , which might ſup- 
port any dignity ; he began, being but young, ro performe thoſe Offices that 
belong to the ſeruice of the gods. He came to places of State, not fo ſoone as 
his friends hoped ; for the opinion of many thought him worthy of ir in his 
youngeſt man- hood: but it was more for glory to deſcrue dignity before 
he had ir. Since has he executed places of l ,Ambaſſages, and governed 
Prouinces; (aske not with what ſufficiency:) purchaſing every-where alike re- 
pute of iuſtice and mercy. And although his great hoſvitakcy and bounty to 
the poore, had ſome what decayed his cftate ; yet ſuch was his vprightneſſe, 
that he did neythet rob the Treaſury, nor ſell Tuſtice (from which to abſtaine, 
is now counted a great matter ;) nor yet would ſell himfelfe in receiving gifrs 


from the King; which others moſt hunt aftet. His tninde was both —_— 
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and ſcucre, as he found occaſion towards vertue or vice : and in his greateſt 
tortunc, he is ſo farre from defpiſing the Muſes, becauſe they loue him, that 
he often admits them into his greateſt privacy, and can with a moſt delight- 
full wit rehearſe their ſtudics : therefore to him, as to Aro, reſort all 
thoſe, whom Ichty and innocent P has lifred vp aboue the baſe cares of 
mortality. And leſt the gods ſhould ſeeme to deny him any thing, hey haue 
ioyned all his kindted in ſuch a harmony of Religion according to his exam- 
ple, that you would thinke his whole houſe a Temple. So that not without 
a preſage did his Anceſtours give the Bees for their Armes: from whence 
may be had, according to deſert and time, both ſtings and hony. But theſe 
three dayes he has beene treating of the condirions of peace with Lycos. 
x x s : which being donc he is this day expected by the King. 

The pleaſantneſſe of their diſcourſe had ſomewhat ſpent the night; when 
Supper being made ready , they entted and fate downe : and now at Table, 
thinking all well (for they doubred not Potran cav s his ſafe departure) they 
began to lay aſide cato. Bur they were not out of their Muſcadell, when a 
company of Countrey-tcllowes with a moſt dangerous rudeneſſe thundred at 
the doore of the houſe. The Porter intreated their fury to giue him leaue 
fitſt to tell his Lady. But they, with a ſtubborne pride, demanding entrance, 
told him, they came with authority. And with theſe words running at the 
doore, they breake it dow uc piece · meale; they had every one ſuch weapons 
as his condition allowed, or he had light vpon by fortunc: for none of them 
were compleatly armed. But when they came into the Dining-roome, 
Trust With a ſuddaine feate fainted: but AxcHournxorys and Arsi- 
» 4 s, lcaping from the boord, drew their {words , which the ſeruants had 
brought them, as te ſoluing, it they were aſſaulted by that rabble, to ſell theic 
liues at a dcate tate. 

But the origicall of this tumult was this; A woman of the next Towne, 
ha@ing bcenc that day in Trwocriza's houſe, when thee ſaw Grit axonrs, 
a ſtranger to her, asked, what he was, and hcard that hee was Porttazcuys 
his man, There was then a feſtiuall kept to CAA, and many Husband- 
men from the neighbouring Villages were met in the Towne called Prhinthia, 
Thith-r when the woman came, and found ſome of them fitting idly toge- 
ther, ſhce told them ſhe had ſeene Pottancays his man. Preſently, quorh 
one of them, hearing that, What if Porrancuy s himſclte be privily hid 
theres I hen ſtarts vp another, torward enough to any raſh counſell, who with 
a grauc looke tells them, ſo ſerious a matter was not to be {lighted and that the 
wholc Towne would be taxed, if Pot tanc avs thould be concealed in their 
precincts. And now the lame opinion had poſſeſt many, wnen the report in- 
creating, and ſuppoſing greater matters, they now, not as a thing doubt full 
2nd — s +, but certainly report, that Tixoc ti xa hatboured Potras- 
cuvs. And t:om thence it were fit hee ſhould be drawne to his publique tri- 
all : that ir was a falſe report they had heard of his death. Vpon what ground 
they ſhould belecue it, or who was their Author, they knew not, nor they 
cared not. And it the gods had not hindered it, theſe mad mens coniecture 

had not becne vaine. So oftentimes raſhaeſſe and fortune doe more happi- 
ly iudge, than doubtfull and laborious induſtry ypon the beſt grounds of 
wdgement, 

The multitude were violent, and had filled the Market-place with a tumul- 

tuous 
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tuous noiſe, ready to follow any head ring - leader: and whenbne vut, 
it muſt not be delayed, they all runne, — — ky rea 
could finde, they breake open T1 0 cura's doores, and thut they haue 
light vpon Po r1an cay s. For being ovne to none of them hee was re- 
ported to be a young man of good ſtature , and a pleaſing cuuntenance : all 
which was found in Ax caounnorrs whom alſo his forreine arryre made 
more ſuſpitious: for ſuch attyre they thought Po : 14x cars , being a forrei= 
ner, wore. Confident vpon theſe tokens, they make a ſhout : ani. it they had 
not defired to take him — oppreſt by the multitude, her had beene lie to 
haue paid another mans ſcore, and when both in countenance, and with his 
ſword drawne, he addteſt himſelte to fight.

ſen Captaine, comming neere the Table, which was berwrene them and the 
Gueſts, ſaith: Now thou art a Villaine the ſecond time, Poritancirs; firſt 
deſcruing the Kings diſpleaſure, and nom drawing thy ſword againſt his Off- 
cers. Lay dene thy weapons preſently, and yceld thy ſelfe to priſun. Tr- 
MocLta ſhall ſuffer the ſame puniſhment , who bath preſumed thus long to 
conceale thee. When he had ſpoken, the reſt ſet vpa throat, and with a con- 
fuſed noyſe bid him doe it preſently. Ac uo ui Rxor s, though he vaderſtood 
Grecke, yet in their clownith ſpecch perceyued nothing; but that they would 
haue him to priſon. He had no time to wonder, or in that inſtant 2 „to 
aske what was his fault: but onely, moued with a youthfull cuutage, hee de- 
tetmined among their ſlaughters to dye, But Arb, borne in Si And 
skilled ia their Countrey Language, held him, ruſting on them. Hold, had 
thy hand, Ac uv omrroTvs, quoth hee, why wilt thou loſe thy valout among 
theſe, in ſo vnequall and vnneceſſaty a ght : Shall they be thy Cbnquerots, 
which ate vnworthy to be conquered by chee * and wilt thou ſtaine by the 
ignobleneſſe of the skirmiſh, eyther thyideath or victory? nor is theit fury 
bent againſt thee, it is PoL1ancave whom they ſceke. Then turning ro- 
ward him, who proud of his ſuddaine governement, led this tabble: hee toli⸗ 
him, nothing could be well done in atumult. Why ſhould they be angry, be- 
fore they found themſelues or the King wronged ? Hee added beſides Hire 
words, that he did not doubt but by his leaſt word, to whom hee then ſpakes 
all would be pacified. And it it pleaſed him to command them awhile to be 
quiet, they would all obey. The Clowaes minde was much triooued with 
this vnaccuſtomed honour done to him, and more like a Cryer than a Cap- 
taine, he commanded ſilence. | 

The noyſe of the people turned to a hemming ; when ARA, demgns 
ded what cauſe had drawne to armes ſo ꝑteat a mtltieude, The ting-ledder 
anſwered, they came to apptchend Por tancnrs, Wherchpohy Art ba 
toołe a deepe oath,that Pot rare ns was not there, nor, fo he kw, 
did inioy the light: that they ſhould quict their mindes , carryed to doe the 
King ſeruice with a good, but a blinde and raſh loyaley.

zxotTvYs and Tuo came not. He relues to him the fury of the Clownes, 
and the of Azcuomznorys ; who trembled at euery word, vntill he 
heard that Axcuounznxorvs was ſafe. Then, putting on the cloathes which 


Tisoc tt had ſent, hee intreated Ans1 vas carly in the morning ꝛorning to doe to 


Axctx1s.; and from her, with the ſame truſt and diligence, to teturne tothe 
Cave with her commands. 

When they had ſpent a great part of the night in theſe diſcourſes, Az 1- 
pas goes to bed, hoping to rake a little reſt : but the ſnoringand ſnorting of 
thoſe drunken Clownes did ſo diſturbe him, that at laſt, — — all hope 
of ſleepe, he, with an angry mirth, curſed thoſe ridiculous ers ; and cal- 
ling vp ſome of the chicfe , hee told them, hee was going to Court: that 
they, when it pleaſed them, might follow with their priſoner. The jour- 
ney was twelue miles, which having ſpeedily finiſhed, hee entred the Court, 
when very few of Az 6 z x15 her attendants were ſtirring. She had ſpent that 
night in troubleſome cogirations, not without S2 Ex1554's feare ; who, 
remembring her laſt dayes fury, and fearefull at each turning of her vnquiet 
body, aroſe from her Palate, and with a featefull icalouſie how ſhe did 
and what troubled her? Sa IAN SSA was thus doing ber {cruicet GEN I'S, 
when Ass calling vp the ſeruants, deſired to come to the ſpecch of Se. 
LEx15S$a, They deliuered the matter to the Maides ; and one of them, that 
might, opening Axctx1$s her Chamber-doore,in which Sz c xx 15 54 lay, told 
the old woman, that Ans D was wi d deſired to ſpeak with her. The 
time of the day, not yet fit for ſalutation, (eſpecially knowing Ans1»as to be 
an intimate friend to PoLianc HVS) eaſily perſwaded her, that lic was come to 
bring ſome newes, concerning thoſe things that ſo much had troubled them: 
but it hee brought ſad tidings, it was not fit for AxGzx1s to know it, Shee 
willed one therefore to leade Ans1 das into the next Chamber, whither her 
ſelfe comes, hauing onely put on an vnder- petticoate: and when they were 
alone, ſhee thus began : I know, Azs1nas, thou com ſt to bring ſome newes 
of Por 1an cvs : ſpeake,man, doe wee liue ? or ate wee dead in his death 
Ans t pas would not ſuffer her to be in ſuſſ any longer, but told her, 
that Por lAAc xs was in good health, and t he came from him to Aa d- 
„1s. Sn. £x1554 oucr-ioyed with the newes,drew Aus pas haſtily imo Ax. 
G xx 15 her bed-chamber. And when he was on his knees at her bed-.ſide, Sz. 
LEx 155A vſing no circumſtance (for her haſty ioy would not ſuffer her:) Ma- 
dam, quoth ſhe, Por 14x curs isaliue, and well: Ans vas is come to bring 


your Highneſſe health. Ax 6x15 was now almoſt —_ with teares, and euen 
then when Sz 1 ss came, lay languiſhing almoſt having forgot her gricſe; 


and now,ſtrooke with this vnlooF't-for comforr,ſhe was in more danger with 
this ſuddaine ioy, than before with grieſe: but when ſhe was come to her ſelſe 
againe, F Loganee to ſhe ſate vp in her bed; and looking 
carneftly on him, when ſhe heard him ſay, that Pot tancuvs remembred his 
ſcruice to her; and, hauing eſcaped his enemies hands, was concealed in a 
s her heart ſo leaped within her, that as yet not hauing ſhak' off 
her feare, ſhe compelled Ans: pas to tale an Oath, that thoſe things were true 
which hee had told her. | 40 4 

He affirmes, that Po t1anc xv s himſelfe, i pong her to command him, 
would wait vpon her; and to that diſguized himſclfe in an vn- 
knowne haite and Beard; and had himſelſe inthe habit of a Coun- 
trey Peaſant : neyther forgot hee „ 
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BarxcLar bueArgens. 
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which had diſturbed his laſt nighes Supper: bow furious they u ere, and how ac 
laſt ; and how they were bringii Court a gallant young-man, 
one that loved Po t1ancurs well, in ſtead of Pot aA cn. It was not 


enough to tell this once ouer to her: but at laſt ſhe bade Ax $1 5as goe to Ma- 
Lraxpar,and tell him of the comming of the Countrey „leſt An- 
cuous rortys ſhould ſuffer any iniury by the way : and when this was done, 
to rerurne againe to her; ſhe in the meane time would conſult, what was beſt 
for Po lic uv: to doe, and whither he ſhould goe. / 
Scarce was Azs1 vas diſmiſſed out of Au oi ber chamber, when thoſe 
rude country-fellowecs were entted into the City, ing AxcuounrortyYs 
in the midſt of them: and when the ſeuldiers of the Watch asked them, What 
they would? or, what they brought? They replyed, That they had taken Po- 
LIAAcuys, and brought him to the King. Being received within the walls, 
they came tothe from which being barred out, when Evarurpss 
asked, Who they were? or, whom they ſought? They anſwered with the fame 
errour, That they came to deliuer Pot1ancuvs to the King, Evaruzpas 
hearing this, being both glad that Por 1ancuys was alive , and grieued for 
his danger, deftred them to ſhew him Pot 1ancurs. They all together poyn- 
ted at Axcnomnrorys., The Goucrnournot looking long vpon the Stran- 
ger, told them, that was not he. And now were they d comman- 
ded to lay downe their weapons, Erxaruaps fearing leſt they might come 
by LycoGnx ns ſubornation : but looking ſpecially vpon Axcuown ROTYS, 
What dreame is this, quoth he, O y man? Why doſt thou faigne thy 
ſelſe to be Potacs : He — — he neucr tooke that name 
ypon him, neyther of his good will was hee 
Courr, and that the miſtake of theſe Clownes ſhould nor bee layde to his 
charge. While they ſpeake thus, An IDA came, and by Mzirax pers com- 
mand, brought them all into the Court- yard. There Ci zozvivs,Preſident 
of the Councell, in the Kings name,rhus ſpake to them, who now vnderſtood 
their errour, and promiſed that the King would be euer mindeful of their faith 
and loyalty, and aduiſed them to uy > all actions the ſame hearts & hands, 
tot 


which ought nothing to any, but gods, and the King. Then, as hee was 


com ed, he ht Axcuousnorvstothe Kings preſence. To whom 
Ancuouynro 


er due honour and obeyſance, thus ſpake : May it not be 
omineus, O King, that the firft time I ſee your face, I come in the nature of 2 
guilty man: it was the height of my defires to come to your Court, vpõ which 
purpoſe I left my Countrey,to ſecłe Sicidy, as the happicſt of all Lands in your 
oucrnament: and though I was vawilling to be ht into your Preſence by 
uch as thele ; yet I thinke it fell not out without a purpoſe of the gods. For as 
far, O King,as I can learne,no man was atruer feruant to your affaires than Po- 
LIAKcnvs; nor more valiant in the field. Why ſhould I not then glory that I 
was thought worthy to be brought in his ſtead? but though I would yeeld to 
him in worth, yet in bonoring your Maicſty, I will indeuour to compare with 
him: neithet am 1 mentioning Po 1 an c avs ; he is accuſed, l 
know ,but giue me lcaue to praiſe and defend his memory, not yet by you con- 
demned : but if it pleaſe you to vſe theſe armes and this hand, you ſhall know, 
my lite is not ſo deate to me, as your ſetuice. 
Whiles Axcu0mnnotvs thus ſpeaks, Mat IAN DA cics him with a con- 
ſtant look ; his youth, his countenance, his vigorous eyes, and his neither 
lad nor light behaviour did become his ſpeech : an. 
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brought chus attended to the 
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the King ge ——— that hee had choſen his Court : having 
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Countries y brought to Sicihj vertue. not natiue not obliged 
and then de liuered him his right hand: which hee raking in his ounne hand, 
bumbly kiſſed. The King then toobe him vp, and imbraced him (ft hee di. 
uined great matters of him:) but hee being wked of his linage and Countrey, 
anſweted nothing, only that he was borne in <{fftice:and M32 an 
vans deſite grew more and more to know it, yet could t ROY 
elſe from him. Being then asked more pcremprorily, how hee came fo 
acquainted with Po 1axcauvs ; whether they were country-men or kinſ- 
men, ot friends onely ; He told the whole ſtory without diſſunulation, excep- 
ting onely his concealement by Tiu oA. pol!

Mad when in icſtthey began to ſpeak of the Clownes violence; 
jen FS] Mn1»ax pz coniectured, that beſides the countenance 
SA youth of Ax cnowrnortvs, his forrcine habit alſo had cauſed 
N. heit miſtake; and the ignorant people thought, becauſe Po- 
n L148 CHVS Was a ſtranger, that he alwaies vicd a forreine ha- 
- bit. But hereafter , quoth Azxcyousrorvys; I will no more 
be puniſhed for this fault of my Countrey attyre: I will put on a cloake, and 
faſhion my ſelfe to their cuſtomes, for whole inſtructions I came hither. Nay, 
quoth the King, tarry till you like vs better: cuſtome will leſſen the ſtrange- 
neſſe of our attyre. It may be now, we ſeeme ſtrange to you: your thoughts are 
yet filled with repreſcntation of your old — your countries fafhion not 
yet wip't out of your mind: but when you are fully acquainted with our com- 
pany, you't wonder at the alteration, and not indute it. I my ſelſt remember, 
when trauelling, a yong· man, iato Africa, I laught at their faſtmon, ſo much dif- 
fring from ours; but when cuſtome had made them allowable to mee, and x 
returned into Sicih, I did no leſſe diſdaine the habit of my natiue ſoyle, vntill 
familiar fight of them had reconciled my liking againe to them: So that there 
is nothing more vniuſt, than to condemne thoſe things which our ſelues doe 
not, or ſee not: eſpecially when whole Nations agree in it. For when onely 
time makes them pleaſe vs, it is apparant, that in that they at firſt diſpleaſed 
vs, it was not their fault, but our 1 e. And it is to be thought, that all 
Countries haue both manners and habits agreeing to their clime ; which the 
genius of the Countrey will infuſe into you, it you haue ſtayed long enough to 
conceiue it. Let nothing therefore, but vertue ot vice ly moouc you cy- 
ther in your owne Countrey, or in a forteine. Bur I , kinde Stranger, 
that all things here may accord to yout cuftome and liking. 

While Mz. ſpeakes thus, and with an old mans ambition playes 
the Philoſopher, Ans Ip in the meane time caſily flips to Ax N,, and 
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Aucnoutzorvs, who in his firſt admixtance to the Kings : 
-— | Pe TIN te and her 
Norſe greedy m hearing Strangers reſolution, a ſuddain report Came 
—— nor alkighted , —— 
the King. Ano is not affri „and thinking they i nt 
— nor vs, ſmiled at it, and bade them not be deceiued, for it was ano- 
ther that was he in ſicad of Pol la cuvs. One of her Maides anſwe- 
red, and told het, it was farre otherwiſe than ſhee thought: every body knew 
that the young-man,whom the Clownes had brought, was not Po- 
LIAR CHVS, now it is euident by a more certaine report, that Por IAN. 
cuvs,taken by other Peaſants out of a Caue, in which he had hid himſclfe, and 
changed his cloathes, was brought to the King; and that ſome were ſent be- 
fore to the Court to certifie the ncwes. An G6 # x 15 was ſtrooke dead with 
this thunder bolt, and yer not more than A x$1Das and Stix 54. Serif 
x15 $4 now held her peace , but Az$1 vas whiſpering in the cate of AAG 
„s, O Madam, faith he, Fortunes ſpite has gone beyond all our cunning. We 
are yndone, Madame, vnleſſe you now dare openly defend Poriancguys, Af. 
ter I heard of the Caue, and the changed Apparrell, I make no doubt but the 
mis fortune is too true. And thee feeming to bee hearrned with the laſt and 
worſt of cuils; When, quoth ſbee,newes was tvs of Pol las his 
death, it ſeemed to want both hope and comfort; then onely ſorrow could 
anſwere thoſe fad ridings : now, when hee may live, and his death is feared ; 
let all p tal on me, if eyther I procure not his life by my diligence; or die 
in his ſuffring. I will goc to my father: my ſilence would be now a ſinne. He 
ſhall at length vnderſtand how much hee is indebted to Pot1ancuvs, The 
comfort ſhall be, if the gods will haue vs dye, we haue omitted no vertue toa- 
uoid ruine. Ss: 1x 14 $4 was affrightcd at her bold teſolution, tearing the Kings 
anger, if what the ſo long had concealed from him, A ct « 1s her ſelſe would 
now contfeſſe. But there was neyther place nor reaſon now to difiwade her, 
all muſt be leſt to the hands of Fortune. For Ar ozx was now haſting to 
Mert; a few of her traine following her at firſt, as in a ſuddaine buſi- 
nefle , and preſently after followed Sz tnx 1554. 

The King was then in his Garden; caretull himſelfe for Por 1an- avs, who 
was certaincly reported to be in hold. Vahappy old man, and neuet quiet from 
Fortunes vexation! What ſhould he ſay or doe ? all things crolle, all things 
tut nd into new ſorrowes? It is now almoſt two dayes, ſince hee had ſo wept 
for Por 1 anc avs his death, that he ſeemed to have done his laſt friendly of- 
fice, and waſht away his faults in teares. Now the Fates had brought it againe 
in queſtion , and whether ſhould he now offend againſt the young man, ot by 
an vnſafe iuſtice, vndoc the now-begun peace in Seuly? And now thoſe that 
deadly hated Por iax c avs, were all aſſembled, and ſaid, While chat young- 
man liucd, no peace could be firme in Sicily. Axcuomenrortvs was by, and 
no leſſe pitty ing the King than Por ia cus, expected till mens deſites btea- 
king forth, hee might know Pol iA ,s his friends from his enemies. A 
litile before was IVAA s come, and with DSA ius, a Pricſt of like dig. 
nity, who was then in Court, had conſulted how to defend Por iaenxs; 
when luddainely , all men giuing way, Azxc»x15 came to the King: her 
wiſdome ſo farte gouerning her griefe , that ſhec would rot * 


her caulc, before need required it. Her reſolued death, vnleſſe the prevayled, 


made 


made her confident ; —— Te 
enemies, ſhe was incenſed ond emulation it ſelſe.

They all burſting-our in laughter, the King asked Erarun, 
px if this were done in carneſt orinieſt:Then ſaid Evaruzvs s,Asl 
at the Caſtle gate, by your command, there to receiue Por raxeuvs, it hee 
were brought, I ſaw a great — whe of husbandmen cnuironing'Hzxa tov : 
hee that ſeemed ro be the Rin attributed much to his one fidelity, 
chat they had ſafely bound Peichzeae, but Poi1axcnuvs was Haxai non, 
I containing my — demanded by what happineſſe they had light vpon 
this prey Thoſe ot our neighbours, quoth hee, chat did yo rife this mor- 
ning to their dayes worke, wondring that this man ſhould tide through vn- 
couth wayes, and ſtriue to teach the top of a troubleſome hill,determined firſt 
to tell him he was our of his way, and after,vpon ſuſpition to follow him. He, 
2s if he had ſhun'd all men, whereſocuer he met any body, turn d away his 
horſe, whom with often winding he had at length tyred; and hee bimſclte, 
now afoore, had runne headlong into an adioyning Caue, — hid himſelfe. 
Now many of vs were gathered together to this ſight, .andi ioyning forces, we 
entred the Caue ; and when we had brought him forth, and crying 
out, and asked who he was, and why he concealed himſclſe? he told vs of his 
owne accord, that he was Portancnvs, His garments were too baſe for 
Pottaxcuvs ; but we were eaſily induced to belceue, that hee in 2 
habit had made an eſcape : we ſtaid not, but bound him, though he ; 
and, as you i haue brought him to the King. When the C made 
this Oration, I prais'd their fidelity, and ſent them all home * and this _ 
$ King. I heere fer before you:doome him as it pleaſe you 
Whilcſt Evarme pes thus ff thoſe e ——— 
fraine laughter at this accident. For they knew He nA t ts bee ſo fate 
gone in his diſtraction; that he commonly boaſted wr ‚— 
cuvs. Au cu on x07 1.5 wasthe onely man char knew nothing ol this 
conceit: 
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conceit ! whom Ma: 2axvax calls to him, 2 ber was coquiring of thoſe 
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that Rood by him, what the matter was, and thus of Hznatzox. Tha 
thou maiſt the more wonder, Ax cuore, hee is not fo mad in other 
things : he governes his houſhold wiſely : hee remembers his buſineſſe: in 
bis actions and diſcourſes not fooliſh, vnleſſe the ſpeech tend to Po x rt a n+ 
Cuvs: then, as if ſtung with a gad. Bee his madueſſe ſcizes him: then his 
name is Pottancuys, and the prai due to that name are his, and moſt vn- 
iaſtly transferred to another. It is more then ſixe moneths agoe,fince his mind 
was troubled with this Goblin : and perchance, when the Beacons were fi- 
red for Pot1ancnavs, hee, thinking the enquiry for himſelte, fled away af- 
frighted ; and theſe ignorant men, hauing no conſideration of his lookes or 
madneſſc, haue thus puniſhed him for the man whom he named himſelſe. Bur 
if you will let vs heare him anſwere; tell mee therefore, Pot 1a nc avs, hat 
cauſe made thee fly ? Nay, anſweres Ha n a1 r 08, What made thee, © King, 
force mee to fly: Of my acquaintance, and others, there was none but gate 
me counſell ro hide my (fe and vnder this coorſe habit I thought I might 
haue hid my flight. Oh that I had ncuet been Pottancuvs! MirtaN RR, 
about to laugh, turned aſide, but by and by moued witha ſudden commiſcra- 
tion of mans nature, which ſo many euils afflict in the beſt part of it, beſides 
the iniurics of fottune, and the body too weałe to beare his own miſcrics, The 
Kings Phiſician was by, named Pur Ii : hee being asked, ſuperciliouſly de- 
ſcribed the diſtemper of the braine; which did as it were leaue the chicfe part 
of the mind vncorrup:ed, and inſect with madneſſe onely one part: and all 
did wonder how this ſhould happen to H- AAk ZO. The diuiſions of the 
braine, quoth he, arc looſe in ſuch men, and too apt by their own thinneſſe, to 
receive the images of things whictiwee call phantaſics ; theſe being once 
imprinted in that thinne ſubſtance, and obnoxious to them by its owne light- 
neſſe, whit hetſocuet it be moued, it is therefore hard to blot out againe, be- 
cauſe fot the moſt part they delight with a kinde of ſweetneſſe, and doe 
morcouer giue as it were a tincture tothe mind, not otherwiſe changed into o- 
ther colours but by violent ſucceeding ſhapes of ſeuetal things. It is impoſſible 
therefore that ſuch btaincs ſhould be cuer idle, being alwaycs immoderate- 
ly cuher {ad or merry, by the violence of intruding thoughts. But it theſe 
men encline eſpecially to any one affection, they till haue it in their minde, 
and (till teede it with delight, beeing preſent before the eyes of theit vnder- 
ſtanding ; whether it be pride, or couctouſneſle, or impatience of rcuenge,or 
whatſocuet our troubled deſites lay before vs. And being this way — 
ſelues enclined, if any thing touch them on that part, they arc preſently diſtur- 
bed; that what they haue a long time defired to be, they belceuc is ſo indeed: 
neither now doc theit imaginations (fince their minds by cuſtome are ouer- 
come) preſent that thing, as wiſh: for, but as true and preſent, But this great 
change, is either from a habit increafing, and every day more afflicting; or 
trom ſome ſudden violence, which comming vnawares, and ſtrongl v, bills, a3 
it were a whirk wind, the troubled imagination. But why, will ſome ſay, doe 
not minds ſo affected, in ſuch ſtotmes altogethet periſh * They doe often- 
times, yer ſometimes, oncly the contemplation of that thing that was too 
much in the mind, growes ill. For as one member of the body, beeing ill-af- 
tected, drawes oftrimes to it ſelſe the corruption of all following humours , 
ſo thatnothing ul remaines to inteR the ſound parts; ſo in this Hs Io,

For hee had an Vncle 
that was chieſe Prieſt , whom, being about to aduance his deſeruing kindred, 
an Ague tooke ſo ſuddenly away, that the Torches of his Inauguration gaue 
el > with his fire. 

Deiected from this hope, and with new danger ſent abroad Embaſſadour,

But Ence,from the wickedneſle of men, ſo great happines 
cannot be hoped for,thar forme of gouerament comes neereſt nature, that for- 
bids men to wander from the rules of vertue, or of nature it ſelfe;that the mat- 
ter is not how many or how few are Couernours, but vnder what gouernment 
the people live beft. V ou haue played faft and looſe, in confounding Democra- 
cy and Ariſtocracy, which are far diſſetem from each other; for to enſnare vs 
with a ſhe of liberty, you mention the peoples & to ſhew vs the com- 
modity, you of the wiſdome of Senators. Bat if you ſpeak 


e of thoſe Cõ- 
monwealths in which the gouerne, what can the wiſdome of the Sena- 
tors doe theres when the pe 


leuity ſhall oft beſtow offices vpon men igno- 

rant & vaworthy, and their giddy heads carried away with enuy, violence, & 

faction; when oftentimes it ſhall be a ſigne of a great vertue, to be puniſſu by 

the iniudicious people. Bur if you inſiſt vpon an Ariſtocracy; for ſhame, Axax-

of the Common · wealth. But in an Ariſtocraty what hope is chere for induſtri 
ous men, which is not greater in a Monarchy ? there (as you know all power 

& offices ot ſtate are confined to certaine Families: ſo that nor deſert, but blood 

carries all dignities; except ſuch meane offices as cannot free them from the 

ſeruitude of the Nobility. And yet thoſe meane offices that may be gotten, are 
they beſtowed,thinke you, but on the friends or followers of thoſe great ment 
that you ſhould not thinke — 2 _ ſtares con beer — in Mo- 
narchies by eloquence ar Vertue; y ip & pri- 
uate de — Beſides, imagine, that both a Monarchy and an 25 
by <> of their Princes vices are diſeaſed: in which ſhall you finde the ca- 
ficr cure? A King, and his vices, death at the vttermoſt can rake away ; and 
better things may be hop't for from his ſucceſſor: but a corrupted Senate nor 
many deaths can purge; for theit matiers once tainted, grow (till worſe and 
worſe, till with their owne fall they cruſh in pieces the Commonwealth. 
Whileſt Nic oro mevs thus diſcourſed, Lrcoorwss teated enuy, becauſe 
the royall dignity had bin oppoſed eſpecially by his Nephew. Beſides, it was 
not profitable for his purpole,who did nor ſtrive ro aboliſh, bur to get a Ki 
dome. Another argument ſcemed fitter for his purpole · ſince the diſc 
was thus farre; to accuſe the cuſtome of thaſe nations which tyed rthemſclues 
to the ſeruice of one family; and extoll choſe that after the death of every 

King, choſe his Succeſſor. This beſt pleas d Ly cot ; for am- 

bitiouſly aiming at Ms 1s anvt x4 Sceprer, he thought by a tumultuary ele- 

Qion of the people, he might in ny artaine it; as allo, becauſe Dvxar.

whether the people were better tye their Allegiance to one family, or keepe in 
their owne hands, a power to elect whom they eſteeme of all the moſt worthy? 

For where the liberty of election is, thoſe that are borne of Royall blood, wil 

better addict all their ſtudies, as being certaine that they cannot ſucceed their 

Anceſtots in their ers, vnleſſe they imitate them in thoſe vertues, fot 

which they were choſen Kings. And thoſe Kings will be euer thankfull to the 

people, as mindfull that they teceiued the Crowne from them: and vſe their 
authority with greater =; But if as borne ſlaues, we oc the yoke, 
we are not at all reſpected : and if wee refuſe it, it is called treaſon. Beſides, 
when forrune, as it were in a ieſt, ſhall caſt the Soueraignety an infanr, 
ora foole, en be more 2 — _ kes elle uct the 
wickedneſſe of the great Ones will neuer ſtay ti 2 e; but 
when his yeercs are ignorant and vnprofitable,are — milchiefes 
are oft done, as many yeeres of happineſſe cannot repaire; For then all officers 
reigne: all ſpoile the people; who now trod not by the King — 
by others, want this comfort in their miſery, chacchey ar not thus by 
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by men honourable enough. And if when the Maſtcr of a Stup dies, though 

race fo deſerving, we doe net chooleinco his place his ignorant ſonne, leſt 
he ſhould caſt away whom the other has ſaued: and if in a Schoole of Philo- 
ſophy, when the Maſter dyes, not the next, bur the wiſeſt is choſen into his 
roome ; why ſhould we put into a childs hand this taske of goterning, the 
hardeſt of all other, and whoſe 'crrours cauſe a publike ruine? So that if to 
reigne,be their inheritance, it is our inheritance to be vndone. Bur I ſhould 
better giue allowance to this cuſtome, if I did thinke that Cities were built, 
endpcople creed enaly ior Kings 19:95 3 for then let them deſtroy what is 
their one, and let the people endure that fortune which the gods haue al- 
lotted them. But if we confeſſe that this dignity was found out to preſerue 
the people, I wonder our Anceſtors did not take care, that our of it a greater 
calamity might not ariſe, then by it can be prevented. But theſe things, Dv. 
x 4 1»1v8,l leaue to you to determine of. You, as a religious Author, ſhall ap- 
proue to vs this cuſtome of clection in Princes, which you in your holy Con- 
ſiſtories obſerue in chooſing your high-Pricſts. 

Dyxatzirs, though euer ſparing of ſpeech publikely, was now brought 
to that paſſe, that he muſt cither agtee to Ly c © 6x35, ot argue the caſe againſt 
him be ſides, ſceing all mens lookes vpon him, eſpecially Nicoroweys: mo- 
deſlly therfote denying that he was of LYco ons his opiniõ, when al mens 
intent filence invited him to ſpeake, he thus began: I know, LycoG xx25, you 
hauc ſpoke this,more to ſhew yourtelfen Philoſopher, then to expreſſe your 
true opinion. Vnleſſe picty to our profeſſion ſo tartranſport you, that becauſe 
we by voyces chooſe our high-Pzieſtyou would in all caſes haue the ſame cu- 
ſtome obſerued, but confound not the Laws of the Scepter & the Pricſthood, 
you may obſerue many differences in the courſes of them. For ſecing a Law 
of ſacred antiquity hath forbid vs to marry, how ſhall we leaue our robes of 
Prieſthood to out children, hauing none at all: There are beſides, many things 
in our Sacrifices, which we in our own —— muſt doe, and not command o- 
thers,if therfore this office ſhould by inheritance deſcend vpon a child, what 
would become of the altars,the temples, and worthip of the gods? which muſt 
neither be c6mited to prophane perſons, ot ſuch as ate not enrer'd in holy rites. 
do likewiſcare we raughr,not to labour in geting riches,or encumber our ſelues 
in any morrall cares; but to account heauen our houſe, our family and poſte- 
rity : nor that thoſe things are ours, but the gods; which ler vs vſe them, but 
not lcaue them to our poſterity. But if the Robes of the Prieſthood ſhould 
belong to one Family, how long, thinke you, would they make account that 
they recciued this greatneſle ftom the gods? or raigned not to themſclues, but 
to the gods? or that the King or people could endure the pride of ſuch a kin- 
dred: who now, without any emulation, or ſuſpition of ſerwliry, ſubiet them- 
ſelues not as to any race of men, or rather, not as to men ? Bur in civill go- 
uetnments, which conſiſt of riches and ſtrength ; whoſe end is to keepe the 
people in peace, and curbe the boldneſſe of wicked men by armed Lawes; 
there are many things that declare the benefit of ſucceſſion : of which the 
chicfc almoſt, is to diſarme the ambition of great men, wha in hope of the 
Crowne, would make combuſtions, and afſauk the Kings perſon. 

Imagine therefore, that cuſtome of cleQion(which you ſo ptaiſe) ſhould be 
among thoſe noble and ſtirring nations, which now quietly obey hereditary 
Crowns; what think you, would the Pceres do, who can now hardly endure a 
Soucraiene ? 
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Soueraigne? Euery man would conce Ic , 1 1 0

Kings; and without doubt, ſome what gr

For certainely the long cu- 
ſtome of being honoured, takes — ys rg taſte of pride ; and 
2 ſtrong confidence of commanding, is nouriſhed in , which, fac the 
part, as it is not contemptible, ſo it growes not hatefull; being commonly ac 
companied with a courteous nature, and familiar among the Peeres; to w 
he need not bluſh, in —— of any ae eſtate that hee ever hereto- 
fore has liu'd in,hauing beene alwayes at the ſame height; their thoughts ure 
accuſtomed to great matters, and they labout forthe good of their Kingdome; 
as being the patrimony of their owne children. Burke that by lection tay- 
ſed to this top of honour,cannot forget his former meanc eſtate, into which 
his children muſt againe fall. Thereforc, from he well adminiſtring of the 
Common-wealth, he is called aſide hy a neeret gare ; that to his ſonne or his 
neereſt kinſman hee may-procure rhe four of in whoſe power the e- 
lection is: or at leaſt ſo ſarre inrich his Family, cat all men may rake notice 
that one of that Houſe had reigned 5fothe publi 
the publique 
lies; and what the deuotion of old times did oruayne for p 
and ſplendor, is olulcly wakes, op a moſt {ad ertour,to ſeta gflolle vpon an 
vnknowyne Houſe ; neyther doe ſuch Kings hurt the C onel 
by their owne miſdeeds, but by the offences of the Great men, whoſe friend. 
ſhip they ſceke by all pernicious fauours, that they may elect their children 
after them. They feare not to be profuſe in gifts, and fearefull to wrong the 


next King (for who ſhall be hee, among ſo many cannortell) 
who hier thei deceaſe may reuenge it vpon their — an. there 
fore, if it pleaſe you, the wiſdome of election, which euery 
new Families, to be. as it were, fatted with the loſſes of the Common- wealth. 
The Aquilij themſelues choſen out of diuers Families and Nations, how oft 
haue they loſt ſome w hat of the ſtrength of their Maieſty, being betrayed by 
ſuch cares? Among them, hee that was Author of the Golden Sanctions, to 
tocure the Crowne for his Sonne, at what price did Hee not purchaſe the E- 
ors voyces? and with what inconuenicuce to the Empire hen he could 
not pay it, did he leaſe out the tributes of the Crowne? Thoſe that held them, 
firſt receyuing them in the nature of a Morgage; afterwards , by the weake- 
neſſe or folly of the ſucceeding Princes, they turned them to their oe la-

beritance. Beſides, there are many things, workes, and intention which can- 
not, as ſoone as they are conceived, profit the Comm .

mon- wealth, doe oft deterre the mindes of ſuch Kings from great and mag- 
But, hom ſoeuet, with leſſe miſchieſe to the Common. wealth, elected Kings 
may — — than they can ax firſt be choſen. For in actiue Nations, ſwelling 
with a ſubtile though ficrco ambition, hat hope is there of quiet Parliaments 
at ſuch elections: be free from bribery or open force, where many 
equall in wealth; birth, anu courage, can neyther yeeld each to other, nor all 
reigne ? Bur when the ſuffrages are diuided betweene two candidates; both 
clayming the Throne, and hone knowing whoſe election is good; whar 
troubles ariſe from hence? What long bloudy warres haue hence enſu- 
ed : Beſides, I might here adde, that à people which is accuſtomed by Law 
to make their King, will oft preſume vniuſtly to depoſe him; nor need I ſearch 
old Hiſtories Behold Aqyrtiys clefted in two Diots into two Kingdomes ; 
afterwards, by the reuolt of the ſame perſons, loſt them both; they ſay hee 
Was not rightly inaugurated; fo that now by warre, death, and deſelation of 
bis Land, he muſt ſec ke his one again. Againe,Pzxaxr yi evs at one fide v- 
ſurping one of his Kingdomes; and Dz x » x1c vs the other: who in ſtead of 
doing his Officr, in bringing meat to Adv, his Table, had almoſt robb'd 
him both of Meat and Table. Thinke you not theſe the greateſt of miſchiefes: 
and worſe than thoſe which the infancy of our hereditary Kings doe ſome- 
times ſuffer * I doe not deny, but that the infancy, folly , or ſloth of a King, 
is preiudiciall oft-times to the Common-wealth, (for what among men was 
cuet inuented, that was euery way beneficiall 2) but they bring with them a 
milder tempeſt , than thoſe which boyle out of the Sea of a troubled Par- 
lament. | 

Neuber doe you thinke that the beſt, and fitteſt man to reigne, is alwayes 
choſen in thoſe Parliaments. How many faRtions are there ? that oft- times 
hee that in birth and power, is moſt eminent, in gifts of the minde is moſt de- 
foctiue: as if the Fates fcared,thar if on one man they ſhould beſtow the excel- 
lency both of minde and fortune, they ſhould of a mortall, make him a god. He 
then that in thoſe Parliaments is ſaluted King, ſhall not be the moſt worthy, 
but the moſt powerfull, or moſt fortunate; both which may want much to

She hcld a Speare, which the people oft thought the g 
defſe had ſhaken, being deceived by the diverſity of raycs te flecting from the 
golds brighineſſe. V pon her Shield the Paintcr had bgured MzbDvsatxs head, 
expreſſing all the various colours of Serpents ſcales, She ſtood as if prepared 
for the combate her left Legge fo farte fer out, that the whole Image ſtood 
a little at one ſide. At her feet, Exicunrazy s, ina Scrpeats thape , twini 
himſclfc about the lower end of het ſpeare. But the choſen facrifices wit 
their garlands, and all other ceremonies, except the Water, they bring to the 
Temple doore to be ſlaine (for within the Temple it was vnlawfull to ſhead 
bloud:) when water was ſet vnder the facrifice , Au came in glorious 
attyre, beſceming both a Princefle and a Pricſt. A long robe the wore, curi.. 
ouſly weucn with various imagery, amongſt which was figured the birth of 
Pair outof Iverrexs btaine; her inuenting the Olive, and triumph ouer 
Narr. This be ing her traine, and wondtous long, leſt it ſhould ſweepe 
the ground, was borne vp by fixe Virgins. Her hayte was bound with pur- 
= hllers, ſer with ſprigs of Oliue · trees, and vpon the top of her head, they 
et a garland of Oliue branches. Thus attyred, and comming to the ſacrifices, 
ſhece coucrs her head with a Vaile ; and having laid prayers proper to that ſer- 
vice, and ſprinkling the dedicated ſacrifices with water and flower, with 2 
womaniſh ſtroke ſhee hits their forcheads with her Silucr clubbe. But the 
Prieſts ready at hand, teceyued the facrifices with more crucll w 
cutting their throats, hoped in their entrayles to finde the Fates and decrees 
of the gods. Then Axis cntring the Temple, offered in a Siluer Cen- 
ſer, the vſuall Incenſe to the gods; who comming to the Altar, and taking the 
Crowne from off her owne head , ſhee humbly places it at the foor of the 
armed Image, Then, while the Frankincenſc and other Odours ate ſprin- 
kled 4 the Boxe, and heated with new fires , the Virgins that were 
necte, and as many of the people as were perteR in it, ſung this follow.

After that, followed all mens prayers; in which openly they prayed for 
the Kings Gbry; forwholcſome weather; ani & ood bead for uirs of 


the earth: and in their priuate prayers,cuery man begg'd happy ſucceſſe to his 
owne family. Then, at the right hand of the Altar, Az ozn11 ſitting in an 
higher ſcat , held in her a wreathed bough, which bedewed with the 
bloud of the ſlaine Sacrifice, they ſprinkled ouer with holy. water, thinking it 
a perſwaſion firong enough, if my man toucht it with his face. The armed 
Guard ſtood in two rankes,on each fide of Ax cn «ts,leauing diſtance for two

a lamentable eye her, ſhe was ſo fired, berweene piety and anger, that, 
halte franticke, ſhe had almoſt ſorgotten her deuotion: but, how ſocuer, ſhee 
went forward to the Altar; and lodking toward the Image of the goddeſſe, 


whilcſt others ſung their ſolemne Anthemes, ſhee, to her ſelſe, powres our 
her ſectet ſorrowes : She appcales to the goodneſſe of che gods, and with a ſi- 
lent exprobration puts them in minde, which knew before, of her vnſſ | 
innocenc, and piety ; that now was the time ſhee needed their helpe, if euer 
they would ſend it; it they regard or gouerne the affaires of mortals, why is 
there no reward for vertue © Why were they ſo crucll ro her ſelſe, & Por lau- 
curs, ho neuer had prophaned them? They did well know how maidenly 
and vnſpotted a loue ſhe bare that worthy man; and could now wiſh, if the 
Lawes of Nature could make it ſo, that he were her owne Brother. At leaſt, 
quoth ſhe, helpe mec in this his flight; and if you haue decreed miſchiefe to 
vs, let him goe free, and lay all vpon my head. 

From theſe prayers, though ſhce were ſeruent in them, a ſuddaine guſt of 
thought carryed her away; ſometimes bewayling her ſelſe, ſometimes her 
deare Spouſe ; ſometimes a moſt inexpiable hatred to Lycoctx Zs poſſeſſed 
her; but as otr as ſhe remembred her Fathers guilt, who was ſo eaſily drawne 
to conſent to Pola us his ruine z lying from thoſe dangerous thoughts 
that might haue wronged her piety, (hce turnes againe to the gods, and ſtan- 
ding amazed, ſilently lamenting her ſorrowes pray more than het words pray- 
ed for her. Bur hauing her teares ſo fatre in her power, her modeſty thought 
that place vnfit for them; perchance the weight of het calamity being ſo great, 
that it Could finde a way to teares. 

Neither did Pot1ancuvs fecle leſle griefe and conflict in himſelfe ; he muſt 
now lcauc the place that pleaſed him, and fly in the nature of a Traytor; how 
ill did this fortune agree eythet with his birth er minde © and whatſoeuer be- 
forc had pleaſed him, did now torture his diſtracted breft, All the excellencies 
and yertucs of Az ois came no into his minde; and what before he had a 
leſſe eſteeme of, being now to leaue, ſcemes greater in his thoughts. Among 
ſo many, nothing ſcem'd greater to himghan that he ſhould be 8 cauſe of gric- 
ving Axczx15,; neither did leſſe feare invade bis refiſting thoughts, leſt all 
the yowes of loue betwecne him and the Princeſſe, might now by time and ab- 
ſence be 1 rgotten ; and that any thing which Ax ois loued, ſhould be ha- 
ted by him; ſometimes in anger, hee determined by Armes to inuade Sicily : 
but then againe he was afraid to hurt the Father or Countrey of Az cut; 
and his anger, mixt withgricte in different conceiis, wanders or ſhes, 

While bis thoughss are thus at warte, the Anthems three times publiquel 
were ſung, and the muſicke ceaſed ; when AAN not farre from the 5 
late dow ae, holding out to all commers her ſacred bough. Sr LAS, and the 
choy ſeſt Virgins, ſtood behinde the where ſhee late: EM Yun pas and 
Ex 1STHEx x8, 4 payte of men farre ſtood at each ſide af her. From 
them, te ſouldiets reached to the doore ofthe Temple in two rankes, limiti 
the way to them that came to the Princeſſe. When Eure had obſerved 
in the countcnance of AA 98 x1 $, oſten diſtempert, whiſpering in ber care,

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whoſe offices or other greatneſſe was eminent. The pompe was filled by a 
r e ere Geneey The preaſe of people 
| rang to ng he cager of ſeeing, and then moſt , hen moſt 
forbidden. high and long continued Title of a King, the reuerend 
age of Mz1nanpsn ; his milde aſpect betokening a nature, and a Ma- 
icſty not mis · beſceming the height it bore, turned the eyes of all vpon him. 
Neither were his loyall Subiects moued with this ſight, but even thoſe 
amongſt his enemies, whoſe reuolt had rather beene raſh then wicked. That 
dayes worke therefore the — — ona which made ſome a- 
ſhamed, and others gricued, to ſce a King forced to ach agreements. Shall 
then the =. ſweate ro Eee ? ls 1 —— 
League with his Subiect? and that publikely: the people bee witneſ- 
ſes, as to a lau full action : What more coulda forraigne Prince, euery way 
his equall, by a iuſt warte get from him? But thoſe that had a deeper reach, 
and cither through hope or feare more ſubtill; ſearched further in the bufines; 
that this day was not to be honoured as a peace-bringer, worſe things were 
yet behind: for that cannot be firme, which a King vpon compulſion coue- 
nants with a Subic : for Princes doe often ſecke by iniurious force, what 
was iniurjouſly forced from them. Either therefore, the King, when he ſces 
his time, will be revenged ; or if hee fir ſtill, ſuffer from Lycooasnns. By 
chance an old man that had beene brought vp at Court, to a companion of 
his, chat asked him if he had ever ſeene a countenance milder then the Kings: 
anſwered, ſo tha: the King heard him; I ſhould thinke him more mild, fellow 
Souldier, it by chis mildneſſe he were notatyrant to himſelfe. When Ma ta- 
Ax Þ 4 x heard this ſpeech ſpoken by an honeſt man, and being before troubled 
about thoſe ſpeeches, which he had heard Lc oo xx g the day before had 
vttered, dyning with Ev = ru 2pxs, concerning the {ucceſſioa of Kings; ſtum- 
bled ſo vpn a ſtone that ſtood a little higher then his fellows,that he ſtroke 
his hand againſt the ground. The ſuddaine outcry of thoſe that faw it, made 
the fare generall. They that were nerte to him, ranne to helpe the King; 
thoſc that were further off, were more fearefull, by reaſon of their ignotrance 
vntill it was y knowne that the fall was without hurt, and accidentall. 
The King humſclfe with a ieſt put it off: that he was much bchelding to that 
earth for honouring her King ; who, becauſe ſhe could not riſe to kiſſe her 
Soucraigne, had drawne him downe to her : adding, that hee willingly em- 
braccd that carth as his owne., But for all that, the ſtanders by, as euery one 
ſtood affected to the King or LYrcoxonmns, iudged of this, as a good or fad 
rtent. For what could it portend, that the King ſhould fall at Lycos 
is feete ? that going to offer ſacrifice, himſelſe ſhould fall like an Offering : 
How caſily, how ſuddenly was he downe ? 

While they are in theſe * the foremoſt of their traine were come 
to the Court of the Temple; where the Sacrifices crowned with gat lands, 
and the Prieſts ſtood prepared, expectiag till An o with the accuſtomed 
inuocations had beſought the gods to be preſent at the offerings. Bur ſhe now 
more and mote vanquiſhed by encroaching grieſe; willing the reſt a while to 
leaue her, in a ſecret corner of the Temple thus communes with her ſelſe: 
What art thou, wretched Ass : the cauſe of all that Worthies ſuffe- 
ring: What haſt thou ſerne : What miſchiefes art thou reſerued to? Por 1- 
axcurs baniſkment, Lyco Gans s his triumphs Canſt thou ſuffer this, a 
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Kings Hire, and borne toa Scepter? If chou inceſſe, 

why keepeſt thou not thy Por 1a xcursheeret᷑ It thou att his: is 
hee alone baniſhed 4 Bur alas, this 

muſt be the Herauld ro make peace

why ſtay I heere in vaine © Prayers are prophane: the Temple is cure 
of a goddeſſe. I know no better courſe, then to counterfeir a Pro and 
that the goddeſſe forbids me ro miniſter intheſe ſacrifices : fo ſhall I auoyde 
the miſchicfc of making ſuch a peace, and giue my thoughts more freedome 
for great determinations, When ſhe had reſolued on that way, as ſhee was of 
2 moſt happy wit, and then vehement, ſhe began to ſuch a ſpcech as 
Propheteſſes vie. Her countenance and eyes, ſince ſhe had nouriſhed that Fu- 
ry which Por 1axc avs his departure put into her, would well fit the device 
that ſhe intended. While ſhe thus thought, ſome came to her, and told her, 
ſhe was expected to conſecrate the Sacritices : for the King was at hand, and 
by the Cryer had commanded ſilence. Ax cn 15s was now more cheerefull, 
as having fully teſolued to reſt in this determination. She anſwered therefore, 
that ſhe would come, compoling her pace and thoughts to het reſolued Stra- 
tagem. And now the King and Lrc o czxes had the Sacrifice between them: 
and the Nobles about them, in agreeing filence, coueted theit diſagreeing 
thoughts. The people flocking at cuery fide, enuironed them; and the ap- 
pointed Soldiers could hardly make good ſufficient roome for the Sacrifice. 
But Ax is being come to the Temple, lookr prodigioufly, her cycs wan. 
di ing, and her haire horridly hanging about her ſhoulders, ſhe ſtamped vp and 
downe : her lookes ſhewed a diſtraction, which ſeemed in the firſt fir — — 
againſt the motion of the gods, not firmely ſettled in her breſt. Met 2anD nn 
was amazed at it, wondting what chance, what fury, or which of the gods 
did ſo vexe his Daughter, Bur ſhe rowling her eyes more terribly, began her 


ſpecch, not in Meeter, (tor ſhe could not fo ſuddenly ſe it) but from 
the way of humane diſcourſes, and like a divine rapture; ſo that it was calic for 
Nicorourys, not much changing the words, to put chem into Vetſe.

When ſhe had vrrered many things in this Propheticke fury, falling ro a 
lamentable ſhreiking, ſhe reſcmbled a true poſſeſt Propheteſſe: and a ſtrange 
amazement had ſerrled all mens eyes vpon her: but Mi IZA bs thoughts 
runne vpon that, that Ol acle- wiſe was vttered by her; That Patt « s by com- 
mand was baniſht. and departing, was full of threats; laſt, that a heinous of- 
fence was committed. The lefle he vnderſtood theſe things, the more feare 

eſt him. But As © » «1 + as if the ſtrength of the ſpirit, which raging in her 

reſt forced her to this P. opheſie, were now ſpent, pulling her Pricftly orna- 
ments from off her head, came humbly to her Father, and entteated him that 
ſhe might abſtaine from this Sacrifice: for ſhe was aſhamed of that vnuſuall 
rapture, and could not ſuddenly endure the peoples fight. The King, troubled 
with ſo many ominous accidents, pawſeth a while, fearing, aboue all things, 
that Ly coc, ſhould be icalous, that hee had purpolcly appointed theſe 
ſtrange cuenrs to diſturbe the entended peace. 

Az 32x14, while ber father thus muſeth, gocs directly to the Palace with 
her accuſtomed guard of Soldiers: and Axs1 vas, as of duty following, re- 
ceiuing his commands to Por1anxcays, preſently Icaues the caſtle. 

A — noiſe and free murmur runnes preſently through the people. Some 
ſay, this peace, by a moſt apparent manifeſtation of the goddeſſe, was diſallow- 
ed, others referred tis prodigy to the enſuing calamities of Sicily , and deſire 
thc Prieſts ſhould go forward with the Sacrifices,and expiate the offence, what 
ere it be.

ax p#« therefore, to appeaſe all differences of opinions; There is no aiffe. 
rence, quoth he, whether thoſe agreements that are made ſincetely berweene 
honeſt men, be ratified by the authotity ofPatrtasorlverres R. Come 
theretore, thou Herauld of Sieh, and vndertake theic lawfull Rites. 

Ihe Herauld in his purple robe, rehearſes a long prayer, contayning many 
curſes againſt Truce-breakers. The Sacrifice then being ſlaine; the King and 
Lyco x23 held the entrailes. From thence they entred into the Temple, 
and couchung the Altar and bed wheie the Image s, they againe ſealed theit

much aduantaged the Kings part by the great- 
neſſe of his ſpirit, and he being dead, or at leaſt 
abſent, their factious plors might be more faci- 
litated. For the report of his death did not long

ſage. A gteat comfort alſo it js to the Eiperitans, that about all their houſes. 
they have plentifull foode for their cattell. And that they ſhould acknow- 
ledge this to bee the meere gift of the gods, the many ſprings and wholſome 
ayrc, was the cauſe that no venemous creature did liue there. In the entrance 
of the way which aſcended from the Hauen, the Image of CI, with a 
Crowne of wheaten carcs, anda nimble yoke of Serpents, put thoſe chat en- 
tred in minde of their deuotions, that they ſhould not forward wichour 
worſh'p to the goddefle, not neglect the ſtone, which in old Charracters fig- 
nificd her thus to ſpeale:

Hen they came to Ferie, the Towne was full of Noble. 
men, that came to giue thankes to the gods tor the Kirgs 
ſafety, MIIAN Di hiding bis purpoſes, and forcin 
bimſelſe to all manner of mirth. The chicfe friends of 
Lycos, were Otoopenys and Exrsratrxas, by 
him ray ſed to eminent degrees of power. For, Mz 1rran- 
v had truſted Exrsrusass with treaſure, being aſſured 
hee had conlerred ſo much ſtrength vpon his enemy: but ſo the times, and 
the double viſage he had now put on, would haue ir. Otobpasuys had the 
gouernment of all the Country adiacent to the Promor:tory Packyuwe. Theſe, 
diuiding the managing of the buſineſſe berweene them, tooke ſeuerall cout- 
ſes. OtLoODBMYS was abſent from the Court with Lycoor NES, tO ſeduce 
the Siciliaas. Entsruan®s, vndet colour of his Office, was preſent at the 
Kings Councels, In theſe three, it was knowne, the chicte power of the Con- 
ſpiratots did conſiſt, The King, though now ſettled in reſolution, yet deſired 
ro

to know Ct oH his opinion 
pr3;&XAncnonrorys Wasin ſpeciall fauout with him. Having called rheſe 
three together priuatly, and Ax ot being with him, in ſuch manner ſpoke 
at firſt to them, as he might not ſhew his owne minde, leſt, after ſuch preiudice, 
they would hardly vſe ſree liberty of ſpecch, fearing ro deliver their opinion 
contrary to the Kings, or beleeuing they ſhould diſſwade in vaine. He ſhewed, 
in what ſtate Sicily now ſtood : That this peace was more incommodiqus,than 
the former warre : That having ere while fore-ſcene this, he had fortified Ei. 
perdte : that he knew, the of this fearefull Rebellion depended but 
on few heads. None oſ them, in fo great affaires, durſt offer to ſpeake firſt, 
till the King, in reverence <1 wiſdome, commanded Cn - 
os to begin. We muſt, ſaid he,goe ſtrongly about it, O King, or expect 
ſpeedy ruine, as it were, offeting our one heads. A meane courage in you, will 
be held a vice : neyther doe you wrongeirher your owne fame, or the gods, in 
reuenging your ſelfe ypon theſe enemies. For, Ly c o 6x x25 himſelf firſt broke 
the league; and by his puniſhment, they which contemne or hate you, will be 
changed. We know that diuers cities are ſollicited_that their companies are al- 
moſt ynder their colours. Why doe you delay, till there be no ſound part left 
of Sicily: Arc you in feare to breake off their yet vnripe preparations ? or doe 
you piouſly expect, till you be commanded to berake you to the ſword? E- 
R15TXENES YOU haue here. Call Oro us & Lycos it were to 
Councel vpon ſome ſudden accident. It they come, let them be preſently con · 
demned of treaſon, and cut off: but if they refuſe, purſue them as Rebels, while 
yet they arc too weake, with an open and ſpeedy war. To theſe words of Ci - 
osrLvs, Evirutopis added, that he would vndertake for 60co. foot, & 500, 
horſe,to be alwaics both loyal & ready; ſome of thẽ of the Pretorien: ; ſome of 


them in the garriſon of Eipercte; others, ſeuerally quartered at Paneormee, and 


the Caſtle of Epipels, Such a ſmall company of old ſouldiers, will be able to 
make theit party good againſt all the freſh troups LycoGcrnis can raiſe. And 
where the Standard-royall ſhall be aduanced, no doubt, but many will offer 
themſelues to the bettet fide. 

During this conſultation, Ax caounnxorvs grown mertiet ypon the men- 
tion of warre, and concciuing he had new opportunity to aduenture ſomc what 
for Pot1ancuvs : I, ſaid he, a ſtranger here, and of young yeetes, offet not to 
queſtion the maine of your affaires. But if you agree vpon warte, why doe you 
reiect your one aides? Why doe yeuweałken your one ſtrength before the 
danger: There is as yet not one of the ſouldiets that would not wiſh Po l iAA- 
cus reſtored, being driuen away meerely by the enuy of Lycoganus, Be- 
ſides, in that he is fo well ſcene in martiall affaires, & his very hame formidable 
to his enemics: Know ye further, that at his rerurne,and at his ſight, as a preſage 
of ſafety, the whole Army would be more ready for any attempt. Certainely I 
hold it meet, he ſhould be ſought out, and (the neceſſity of the times excuſed, 
that drouc him hence) to invite him backe againe to a new victory. 

Ax cart eyed him thus boldly plcading for Po 11 x cur s,glad chiefly in 
this, that the King did fo attentiuely hearken to him: And that none might 
diſturbe theſe 3 and likely beginnings; ſhe added hat Anz 1 vas was 
in the ſame caſe with Po 11 ancuvs,whom all men giue out to houet in ltuh, 
as baniſhed from his owne Counttey: and yet, that he cannot be charged with

That the gods, ſaid the King, haue a care of our eſtate, euen by this I percriue 

it, in that with wonderfull conſent in opinion, you haue all perſwaded mee to 
that, which I had before determined. creed therefore (with the fauout of 
the gods) be the warre againſt Lycocanrs, if he cannot be taken without 
tumult, and cut off without due puniſhment of Traytors. Pot 1anxcuvs and 
Art I had long agoe in mine oe hearrabſolocd, It refts ro aduiſe,by 
what meanes we may win them both back againe. They were all of opinion, 
to ſend ſome one of approued truſt with pteſents to Po t1ancuys, and to in- 
treat him, that as ſoone as the btoy le ſhal begin againſt Lc o 03 x.» he would 
returne to Sic. V pon this teſolution, the King broke vp the Councell, char- 
ging them all to keep cloſe, harſocuer they knew, or thought. But As, 
after the manner of Louets, alwaics immoderately rcioycing, or penſiue, did 
now viſibly enioy het mirth ſo hapning beyond hope. And her father igno- 
rant of the cauſe, told her, I imbtace, daughter, this preſage of good fortunc; 
That from the beginning of theſe mileries which are falne vpon vs, this is the 
firſt time I haue ſecne you — or of a cheetefull countenance. 
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CHAP. IV. 
ARCHOMBROTYS falletb in loue with ARG ENIS. LI codk- 
NES bu Way to Win the people, 


He evening came on, and Axcnowmetorys, as hee was wont, 
went into the Kings garden. There, as he was walking alone, 2 
mong the rankes of Trees, hee fell into teme mbrance of that 
night, when Po 1 jaxcuvs and he were gueſts at Tivoctsa's 
houſe. Among other things, it came to his minde, how Pori- 
an nv Changed his lookes and [prech, being queſtioned any thin oof Ancz- 
1s. For, when Ancnomnnortys had drawne that to a ſigne of ole, pteſent- 
ly, wich the weight of infuing thoughts, he forgets it; and ſo much the caſlier, 
becauſe he did nor imagine it mutuall loue but rather a youthfull madneſſe in 
Pottaxcnvs.

Ex1sr1nx:s hadapoyſon at his houſe, which they had conſected moſt 
deadly for the cutting offof their enemies. The Ephyr cans, acunning pcople 
in mingling poyſon with drinke, or infecting of dares, when they brought hi- 
ther their Colonies, and built Syraciſa, had long agoc taught the Sicillans this 
baſe Art. And Ms is an vx himſclfe hauing been often this way layed for, 
had, by the moſt diligent care of his ſeruants, that had the charge of his dyet 
and clothes, beene preſerued. Vet the poyſon was of ſuch force, that it did 
not onely kill with the taſte, but with the dayly touch, it would conuey the 
venom thorow the skinne, when the pores were opened with heate. Ex1s- 
11 x5 truſted none with this ſectet; but hee himſelſe dipped the infide of 
the Bracelet into the diſſolued poyſon, being lined with a filken quilt, next to 
his arme; and when he thought hohad-infuſed enough of the iuyce, he carri- 


ed it to the King in a boxe: ho, nothing knowing of this horrible wicked- 


neſſe commanding all, ſaue Ax 6x «48,togdepart, he priuately calles LIM o- 
x104s, and willcs him faithfully to Akane that truſt, whereof hee was 
thought worthy, Then ſhewes he him to what affaire he is deſigned, and 
giues him a Letter to Ax s 1 Das, written with his owne hand, to this eſſect:

Mi they ſtruggle againſt the wind, ſaue that by the cunning and 
SLAC ftrength ofthe Oares they kept the Boat vpright. So, beeing 
carried about the next Promontorie, they loſt the fight of the Ship, whoſe tu- 
ine they had eſcaped. Afterwards, the winds growing tiller, when they had 
long beene toſſed vp and downe, the Boat daſhed vpon a Rocke, covered hut 
with ſhallow waters, and there forſooke her paſſengers. Then leaped rh 
into the ſea, where they were vpon the firme,but vn-cuen Rockes fo received, 
as none of them ſtood in leſſe water than vp to his knees, nor any of them 
were wet to the middle. It was farre to the ſhore, no ſhip within kenne, and 
the greatneſſe of the danger had quite raken away all hope. P 6 tiancuvs 
would haue ended his miſery by the Word: Gzrixonvs choſe rather to 
dye by the waues: and the Mariners, not out of hope of life, but rhe horrout 
of death, ſaid, they were beſt vpon thoſe etugges to the helpe of Na- 
ture, or fortune. Whileſt they ate thus debating of their fate, they might 
diſcerne a farre off, a ſhip toſſed with the waves ,and by little and little com- 
ming neeter to them. It was a Pirates Barke, well trimmed and rigged againſt 
ſtormes, and ſo had eſcaped the Sea's cruelty : and now the growing 
gentler, begun againe to be ſteered by the Rudder. The Pilot very well knew 
of the Rockes that lay vnder water in that Coaſt, whom the Sea's thicke 
foame, and the lowd roaring of the waues about the ſhelues,did now diſcouer, 
was therefore ſteering his Barke another way, when on the ſuddaine hee per- 
cciucs ſome pieces of the Boat, which had carried Pot tax cut and with. 
all, ſome men cd from the next Rockes, with hands held vp, pittifully 
requeſting the ſudcour of the paſſers by. The Pirates made a doubt to rake 
them in: For, what reward they haue for their kindneſſe ? or what 
prey was to be from ſhipwrack'd men? And the cruelty of their pro. 
feſſion had quite blotted all humanity out of their hearts. Vet, becauſe ma-

Ex axo x vs for faſhions ſake commending the 
Verſes, left that which he had heard of his Ma- 
ſters houſhold-ſtuffe, and cuenofArtvrxa, 
ſhould ſceme to trouble his minde, or put any 
ominous thoughts in his head, turnes to other 
diſcourſe : I am glad, my friends, ſaid he, that 
Sicily is in that ſtate, as there is Iciſure fo to 
grieue or write for a poore Bitch. From hence, 
UAV 4 Igueſſe, you are now free from your former 
D BY broyles and ciuill diſſenſion. Nay , anſwered 
* Nicor ours, this is but a truce, wherewith 
ſometimes we beguile our common grictes, that we may gather more ſtrength 
to beate the burdens impoſed by the Fates.

Then Nicorou PYS, whether more eager with the heat of yourh, or whe- 
ther the often ſight of ſo many miſchicfes at Court, had filled him with in- 
dignation, began with many words to accuſe not onely Fortune, but the King 
410 and Ly cocxntes, How long ſhall our paſſions ſtand for reaſon? and wee 
by our Anceſtors, and our owne ſucceſſes, neuet meaſure our counſels and de- 
ſignes? How much better had it beene (I ſpeake the plainlier amongſt my 
friends) for the King to looke backe vpon his Anceſtors, and to preuent mil- 
chiefes by the example eyther of their wiſer reſolutions, or their errours , 
then after the wound receiued, to ſtand in need of phyſicke?

It will perchance make them aſhamed longer to play 
thoſe parts vpon the ſtage ofthis life for which they muſt confeſſe rhemſclucs 
iuſtly taxed ina fable. And that they not ſay, they are traduced; no mans 
Character ſhall be ſimply ſet downe: l finde many things to conceale 
them, which would not well agree with them, if they were made knowne. 
For, I, that binde not my ſelſe religiouſly to the writing of a tꝛue Hiſtory, may 
take this liberty, So ſhall the vices, not the men, be ſtruck: ncither can any 
man take cxceptions, but ſuch as ſhall wich a moſt ſhamefull confeſſion diſcs- 
ver his one naughtineſſe, Beſides, I will haue heere and there imagi 
names, to ſigniſie ſcuerall vices and vertues; ſo that he may be as much de. 
cciued, that would draw all in my writing, as he that would nothing, to the 
trut h of any late or pte ſent paſſage of State. 2 
Axrzx0 x 1vs was much taken with this new kind of writing, and merrily 
rubbing both his hands, ſaid, Beſtow, I pray you, this — the Com. 
moa· wealth: you are bound to it, if you reſpect either your ſelſe, or this age. 
Such a Boołe would weare out many ages, and make his Author glorious to 
all poſterity, beſides the infinite profir, in laying open and confounding the

S ILAR ORS preſentetbh to the King, Ly COG EX ES bis Letter 
ſent to PoOLIAMRACHVSs. MgLEANDER diſcouereth by the 


tounſellofC1 to Þv L VS the Author of the poyſon ; the exami- 
nation of Ex15TH ENESa1dO LOODE M vs, their guiltineſſe 
and death. 


STELaxoryvs was not a little pleaſed with this. For, what ſhould 
Nicoro uss write of Pottancavs,but high and excellent; 
being of old his friend, and a heauy enemy to Lycocrnns ? 
The next day, Hir ol A ND, after hee had moſt happily 
ſacrificed, left Nicorousvs, who was to ſtay longer with 
" Axrzx0x1vsinthe Temple: hee, with Grtaxonrys in his 
company, went to Eiperdte, And as he was merrily telling A x s, that 
Ar ol ro out of the happy entrailes had promiled all proſperous ſucceſſe; he 
added, that he had met with Por 1ancuvs his ſeruant at the Temple Gate, & 
that he was now in the Citie; little knowing how much the Ladies thoughts 
would be troubled with this newes. She _ apprehended, that the gods, 
by their proſperous Auguries at the Sacrifice, approued the comming of Gz- 
ANON: yet ſuddenly one doubt abared fomewhar of her gladneſſe; Whe- 
ther Gz 1 axonxvs was come without Pot 1ancuvs; or rather, whether hee 
conccaled himſelfe, ſeeking meanes to ſpeake with her by ſtealth. She had 
hope to heare from Gui anonys,atleaft, where he was, how he did, what he 
would haue her to doe, or what himſelfe was about. No leſſe defire had G x- 
LANO xxs to meete with the Lady : bur as hee happened vpon Evaruepes 
by chance, and could not conceale his being ſent to the King; being preſent- 


ly brought to him, with a countenance, as became him, neither too low, nor 


too lofty, ſaid briefely thus; Pot1ancavs, O King, wiſheth you health, and 
hath purpoſcly ſent theſe Letters, written to him by Lycooexes, vnto your 
Nachy, that you may neither thinke him ignorant, or to [wn credit to what 
is repotted of your intent towards him.

For Lycocunn s, after 
the taking of Otoo d us and Exisrunsnss,hadnot yet bro- 
ken out into force; ſtanding oncly vpon his one ſtrength, 
with a guard of Soldiers about him: oftentimes labouring a ny, poor 
that he might, by meancs ofa Truce, either get the prifoners from the Ki 
or otherwiſe — — haue colour to make the Ki odious, as a cruell and moſl 
implacableTyrant.And that he might the better be belecucd really ro ſeek for 
peace, he ſollicits Dvx ALA by Letter, rodiſſwade the King from any ris 
gorous procecding, and to moue him to ſet the priſoners at liberty: and 
what ſuſpition or hatred there was, he ſhould forget it for the publique quiet- 
neſſe ſake. Dy NAT 1vs, while he makes a ſhew to give credit to his Lettet, nd 
ſeemes to negotiate his requeſts with the King, ouet- reaches Lycoonnue 
with his owne ſubtilty. For he, in hope of decciuing the King, and recouc- 
ring his friends out of priſon, was ſo flow in making preparations, as the King 
in the meanc while had time enough to looke to his awn affaires. But at thus 
time, when the King had ſent to take him, there wanted not ſome of his Con- 
federates, who preuenred the comming of Ev = tut vt, bringing him newes 
of his friends death, and his one danger.

from the enemy, or the darkneſſe of the night hindred him. 

There were not many ſlaine in this nights bickcring : but Lycoognnas 
ſc emed to haue the bettet; who being much cheered at his Soldiers cagernes, 
ſends every way for his friends, armeth them, as they come, with armour be- 
fore made ready, and after one faſhion writes to the Magiſtrates of Cities, to 
giue him their beſt aſſiſtance, as the Author of the publike liberty. And there 
were many not ſlow to teuolt from their good and gracious King, that had 
before growne great vader his milde gouernement. A good document for 
mortall men, that what high or excellent vertue ſoeuer bee in a King, yet vn- 
leſſe hee haue the fame of Fortitude, hee ſhall bee condemned: and that no 
Princes are more ſauhfully beloucd of their people, then ſuch as haue deſer- 
ued to be feared. 

Sicily now offers a ſad ſpectacle to all men: Religion is baniſhed , and the 
Lawes neglecied: the wayes dangerous for Traucllirs , houſes and ſtreetes 
eucry where afflicicd with Rapine, Fire, and Fury: onely the Tents in the 
forlorne Fieldes, ſhew glorious with bright Armour. Neither were the peo- 
ple in the firſt rage ſenſible, how they ſuffered farre more affliction vnder fo 
many Tyrants, then that which they ſought torcucnge vpon MIA; 
betrayers of themſelues, and the byre ot their owne treaſon, Vet were not 
many carried away with this torrent. Foure Cities, beſide Eipercte, were kept 


in with the awtull reverence of Maieſty; Meſſane, Panormw, Cataxeca, and (in 
the heart of the Iland) Erna.

a great and choice company of men. Eiperdte being well ſtored with victuall 
and munition, was choſen for the chiefe ſeate of the warte. Into that Port were 
brought as many of the Kings Gallies as had continued in their loyalty. The 
King im ſelfe, both of his one natuer, and eſpecially now in this vncerrai 
of his cſtate, was molt intentiue to the ſeruice of the gods; and becauſe this 
wicked Rebellion did, like a diſeaſe, ouer-ſpreadall Sicily ; as it he rather aſcri- 
bed their fault to the Fates, or to madneſſe, than torheir malice.

ly plays, in whoſe pries the benefits of the gods towards Sicily ſhould bee 
carucd. 

While he is offering theſe vowes, the ſacrifices fall: andthe Sooth · ſayer 
came to vic the cntrailes yet breathing. Hee; when hee iued the Liver 
found, bur ſtiffely incloſed with a thickeskinne , af „that queſtionleſſe 
the inwards were good, and promiſed happy ſucceſſe, but it would come 
ſlowly, and coſt much labour. Afterwards the Souldiers, practiſing their Po- 
ſtures, and ſometimes ſhaking their Speares in warlike manner, and giuing 
ſhouts as if the enemy were pteſent, made a ſhew of a ſet · battell and ſo aſter a 
harmcleſſe skirmiſh, returned into their Tents.

— what diſcipline, or power, he was able to pierce ſo farre in- 
to the darke myſt of future euents, thus anſwered :{It is not that ſpirit (6 King) 
by which we arc led to propheſic ; which the Fortune-rcllers vie to call vp 
our ofthe chinkes of the carth, to fill their mindes with diuine fury: neyther 
indeed doe wee, as they doe, gull ſuch as aduiſe with vs, with confuſed and 
| anſwers. The ſcarch of the influence of the heauens onely , and 
re of the Srarres, is the ſtudy oſ our Nation. We firſt found out the 
courſe of the Sunne: we firſt diſcovered the clcere and vntrackt wayes ot the 
heavenly lights, and diſtinguiſſit them by their ſcucrall orbes and names; our 
contemplation being free in a cleare Ayre vntroubled with cloudes : For, in 
Affyria,there is ſeldome any Froſt, or Windes with thicke cloudes, to take the 


ſight of the slie from vs. | 
While we arc in this contemplation, wee finde by experience, that all hu- 
mane things are gouerned by the motions of the Starres: her are there a- 


ny other Deſtinics, which haue rule ouet our births. For, it by their mutuall 
intercourſe rhe whole Earth receiuerh changes, and is forced eyther tOplenty 
or ſcarcity: if that power giues limits to yeeres & ages, why ſhould we maruel, 
that naturall bodies doe from them derive their life, deſires, ioyes, and griefes? 
Let me onely know that minute, wherein your mother brought you forth: I 
will in a Table draw the whole face of the heauens, and make houſes for all 
the Planets : In them will I place thoſe which had rule at your birth; Try y 1- 
1, Sor, and Vaxvs,the beſt of the Planets: then Sarvs the worſt of 
all, with Mans; and Myxcvx and Lyx A, euer variable, according to the 
places they hold : which of them ruled , when you entred into the World, 
and in what degree and with what aſpect the reſt then tempered, or crof-- 
ſed him. There ſhall I clearely reade, doubt it not, whatiocuer is decreed 
of you. 

The ſpeakers confidence, and the eſſe of the promiſe much inflamed

Starres ſo mighty power ouer our bodies; nay ,cuen our mindes * Shall I from 
them expect my, happincſlc,and await from them the ordering of my 
whole life, and manner of my death? Such then, as goe ro warre, and there 
arc ſlaine were they therefore all borne the ſame courſc of the 
heauens . If a Ship put to Sea. that ſhall be caſt away; will ſhe take in no paſ- 
ſengers, but ſuch onely,as the Stars had at their births deſtin d forſhipwrack* 
Nay, men that arc born vndet all rhe ſeuerall Planets, goe together to the 
watres, together in a Ship, and haue like deaths, though their births were ne- 
ver fo different. And againe , not all that were borne vader the ſame con- 
iunction of the Planers , doe live and dye of equall fate. You ſee the King 
here: Doe you thinke , all that were borne vnder the ſame Starre with him, 
haue Kingdomes alſo; or wealth at leaft, to giue vs knowledge, that the Stars 
were then richly and har pily placed? See Crnonyriys : fee your ſelfe. Such 
as were borne with him are they all as wiſe as he, and ſo gracious with Kings? 
or thoſe that were borne with you, are they all (not to ſpeake worſe,) Mathe- 
maticians e Bur what, if a man ha vpon a T hicfe £ You ſay, it was fatall, 
that that Thiefe ſhould kill him. Did then thoſe ſame Starres, which had ap- 
poynted that traveller at his birth to dye by the {word of that Thiefe , giue 
the fame Thicfe alſo both the minde and the meanes, that hee ſhould at ſome 
time both dcfirc and be able to kill him? For, certainely you affirme it no 
leſſe to come from the Starres, that one ſhould kill, then that the other ſhould 
be killed. And when any man is ſlaine with the fall of his houſe, did the wall 
therefore ſall, becauſe it was in the Starres, that his owne houſe ſhould bury 
him: No, doubtleſſe: the wall being ruinous, oppreſſed him becing vnde t it 
with the weight. The ſame may be ſaid ot ſuch dignitics as are acquired by 
voyces: For, whether were thoſe Starres, that ruled at ſuch a mans birth, and 
(as you hold) promiſed him ſuch a dignity, able to inforce other men , Which 
were not borne vnder them, and yet whole voyces mult of neceſſity be had, to 
conterre this dignity vpon him? 

This vanity ſhould I chiefly condemne of folly and ignorance, but that theſe 
titles are too ſhort to expteſſe the heynouſneſſe of it. It is an inuention of 
moſt exectable ſuperſtition : For, to what end is the freedome of man, if hee 
cannot auoid the dererminate order of the Stattes? Shall I rake care, and bu- 
ſie my ſelfe in purſuit ot honor, ſhall I labour to flye from vice, and apply my 


ſhould become ot mec ? Doe I onely bewayle the loſſe of humane liberty: 
Nay, the gitr of the gods is alſo loſt.I will hercafter caſt away no mote Frank- 
incenſc: I will neither fare the gods, nor fecke their fauour ; if they cannot, 
or will not alter, what is be fore decreed ofme. But yct for ſooth,we may pray 
tor our children in their Mothers bellies, that they may haue proſperous — 
at their birth, I will tell you, hat I ſaw once in Mer7o4ns There was a man 
much addicted to this ſuperſtition:ſo much. as he would not lye with his wiſe, 
bur he would firſt ſce, how the Planets ſtood affected. It cyther the Dragons 
tayle were wound about the Stars, or the Scorpion corrupted them by laying 
his armes about them, or any other danger was threatned from the heavens, he 
was ſure to lye alone.

heauens haue power ouer vs in ſuch things as theſo. I will not therefore much 
gain- ſay, if you ſuppoſe, that ſuch, as from milder Planeis haue teceiued a na- 
turall meekneſſe, liue in a different cſtare from ſuch,whoſe angry and turbulent 
Plancts haue induced them with a more vialtardiſpaſition 2 Or chat thoſe, in; 
to whom the gentler heauen hath infuſed mirth are of fare ore pleaſant 
and ſweet conuerſation, then ſuch, ouer whom S 4+-r x n x(predominates, 
who are cuer of a ſullen and lowly diſpoſition.

iect to them ? And, ſince this quality of the powerfull heauens infuſes it ſelſe, 


ſomerimes more, ſometimes leſſe, out of diuers cauſes, into the minde of man 
at his birth; why you thinke this influence ro worke vpon all with like 
effect, which had not the vpon all? 


I added, that it could not 2 certainely knowne, what was the coniuncti- 
on or di betwrene the Startes, that infuſe into young Infants the 
ſeedes ot their inclinations to come. You onely haue regard to that at their 
very birth. And why nat as well to that, at the quickening in the Mothers 
wombe £ Why not to the other Conſlellations, while yer the body being 
tender , and the ſoule not knowing of it, was making ready in the Mothers 
belly, for the patience of liuing in this World? I ſhuuld verily thinke, the 
Childe ſhould no lefle depend vpon the condition of thoſe Stattes, then vpon 
their nativity. 

What 1 laſt alledged ; namely, that eyther things free or caſuall, could not 
bee aſcribed to the Srarres without factiledge , I ſhould now 
vrge the more vehemently , bur that I feare by my tediouſneſſe ro make the 
King thinke better of you. Yet this will I fay, that both all of youſothinke, © 
and that you cannot thinke ſo without impicty, or folly. What is more free, 
then to marry a wife: to take this or that courſc of life? Or what is more caſu- 
all, then for a man to dye vpon a Sword, to be drowned in the warer, to haue 
a quarrell, to be ſicbe in ſome yeere of his life, to be fauoured of Princes, or to 
be famed for ſome great honour, or diſgrace © Vet you Mathematicians vic 
to giue anſweres of ſuch things as theſe.

LANORY 5 takzth bu leaue. The taking of Enna, The artificiall 


= Nicorourrs wasgoing on, the King, leaning 
oh CI os, left him. The reſt merrily follo- 
wed, BurC1n20zv tvs aduiſod the King, that 
though he were an idle Gueſt, yet he was dange- 
"Tous, and therefore not to be ſent away in diſcon- 
tent. He was like enough, being angred, to giue 
out, the Startes threarned danger; and the Soul- 
diets apt enough to hearken to his ſuperſtitions, 
They therefore call him, being now very penſiue, 
and give him thankes tor his promiſed paincs : bur 
the times would not permit them now to make vic. of him. Neither did it 
ſtand with the Maicſty of the King, to make a curious enquiry into the fate of 
his Nativity, as if he doubted of the victory: yet hee ſhould receiue reward 
for his off-red ſetuice. And without further ſtay, they ſend the Iuggler halfe 
a Talent, ro redeeme the wrong they feared from him. 

From this, they betake themſeluesrowaightyer affaires ; new Meſſengers 
eucr and anon bringing vnwelcome newes of Lycoonxns his preparations, 
For, in the Kings Army there were not aboue ten thouſand foote compleatly 
armed: their number of Horſe, two thouſand : Archers and Slingers, three 
thouſand ſiue hundred: thirty hooked Waggons: renne Ships, fully armed 
and manned : and of other ſhipping fit for Watte, double the number. The 
Hy erepbanian: reuolted not by any publike Dectee: but cuery one, as his 
affection was, fought either with the King, or for the enemy. But this ſtorme 
had helped Ly coor toa farre greater ſtrength of men and turniture, Not 
far, from Syracuſs, he diſtributed his muſtered men vndet their Commanders, 
Thirty thouſand Foot, and ſixe thouſand Horſe, had entted their names in his 
Muſter-booke : and that he ſhould not be without ſome ominous prefage of 
good ſucceſſe, the firſt man in his booke was called Nico: which the com-. 
mon peoples ſupetſtit ion (it happening ſo by chance) receiued as an auſpicious 
ligne. Lycocrrss was lure, he ſhould no longer haue command, then they 
continued their raging madneſſe. While 1 therefore were in this heat, 
he (ct forward againſt the King, with the whole body of his Army. The 
King oa the other fide marcheth to a ſmall River, which hauing worne deepe 
and hollow the Channell by the beaddy tortents of water, on 
cach ſide with exceeding high bankes. The naturall moiſtneſſe of the carth, 


and the water having lately oucr-lwolne his bankeg, had made the ground a- 
boor

this wer and da lace, fought 
de River, ehe Kings ſoldiers oppoſed and ſtopped him. Bur hee; len 
meane ſpace he ſhould loſe time, ſends Ava x 1» an x, his fiſters ſorme,and 
Msmxo0crryvs, brotherto Orobdsuvs, with ſume bands of Soldiers, to be- 
ficge EA and Catans. And many out of his Tents and the Kings, had daily 
Skirmiſhes, with variable ſucceſſes. But theſe light bickerings betweene 
private men, abated little of the maine ſtrength of either fide. 

Who would thinke, that amidſt ſach horrible broyles, and euen vnder the 
ſtroke of danger, any other buſineſſe or paſſions ſhould bee entertained ? Yer 
wereAncyounrrotvsand Arc f more heavily oppreſſed with ſecret 
cares, then with thoſe which were openly perceived. Sher, hauing her minde 
wholly fixed on the vertues of Por iA, after the ſpirits of her minde 
ſpent in ſolitary teares, her body alſo waſted away : and (he often would ſay, 
That Lycos his ancient Enemy, that had beene fo accuſtomed to tri. 
umph ouer him, ought to be preſently called backe. But Ax cnounnoryy 
had farre other thoughts: Diſquicted with the bitter ſweerneſle of vncer- 
taine hope, he ſometimes curſed rhe warre, for that among the Tents he could 
not haue leiſure to ref lue vpon a fir courſe to diſcover his love : ſometimes 
he reioyced, that now he. had mranes to ſhew his valour; and out of both 
theſe teſpects, grew more enraged againſt the enemy. Yet did he often blame 
himſelfe, in that hee alone was preſenin fo great danger of Mzx1nanpnn and 
An cus. For, indeed, hee oughe to haue an Army on foote, and fo, by the 
greatneſſe of the benefit, to haue ſhewne the greatneſſe both of his loue, and 
of his birth. And ſurely he had not ftiled in all this; but the affaires required 
much time, to ſend newes of the tare of Sicily into his owne Countrey; then, 
to take vp Soldiers there; and after, to tranſport the Army.” But the immi- 
nent danger from LycoGrnts was then at and could not await ſo flow 
reliefe. Neither was his care leſſe about Pot1xncuvs : whom, his raging 
iealouſie cuery where offering to his wounded mind, he begun to ſlight to the 
King, yet euer ſo diſſembled his hatred, as he was not diſcovered to worke 
his owne ends. He aſcribes it to a pecuiſh ſtubbornnes, that when he ſent Lx- 
coGExss his Lettet, he did not write himſelſe to the King. That he had for. 
gotten both the King and himſelfe : whether it were out of negligence, or 
pride : and that the King ſhould wrong his owne Maieſty, if he wrore firſt, 
So by little and little the Kings cares were dayly accuſtomed to ſuch vnkind, 
yet cunningly-deliuered language; and ſo much the eaſliet, for that hee ſul. 
pected no difference berweene Axncyownrnorys and Potacs Guia 
xoxvs alſo perceiued, that AA cyomrnortys had now a farre other mind 
then Por ia cuvs had left him in at his departure. But ſeeing him growne 
gracious in Court, he eaſily imputed this ſtrangeneſſe ro fortune : which is of- 
ten afraid to acknowledge former friendſhip, as vnworthy of a mans preſent 
grearneſſe, or at leaſt troubleſome; In the meane while, by An632x1s her 
direction, he ſets in order his Maſters houſe and family, (for hee had now re- 
ceived poſſeſſion thereof from the Ouerſcers, by the Kings command) ſo as 
all men gheſſed, he would ſhortly be there. 7 36 
But he made ſpeed to teturne into Aſics ; and was Jong put off by delaies. 
At laſt, the King hearkeningeo Az cx ono rv his ſpeeches, without be- 
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ſowing cither reward or kind looke ypon him, bids him tell Porttancurs 
that hee is a King, not a Poiſoner : that Or 00pzmYs and Ertiruenss had 
by their deaths quitted him of that aſperſion: Neither could he ſee any cauſe, 
why Potilaxcuvs might not aſwell haue written to him, as LYco oz Es fo 
Porttancnys, Gr riaxonys, much mooued with this vnexpected birternes, 
could hardly keepe in his 5 2 he ſpake to the King, and 
that he could not bee ſo ready to ſpeake, as the King would be to revenge, re- 
plye d onely thus; That Po IA cuys would not oncly write, but with all 
ſpeede be there, that if hee had in any thing offended, it might be examined. 
Withtheſe words, putting MAI AAN DEA, that now of himſelſe feared all 
things, into diuerſi:y of thoughts, he left him; and told An cz x15, how dif. 
coutteouſly the King had ſpoken of Por ancuys, But ſhe hardly tefraining 
from teares; The gods, Giitaxonrs, {aid ſhee, haue left nothing now vn. 
done,tohurtPortrtancyy $and my ſelfe. We are ſundred each from o- 
ther, and therefore, miſe table wee, are either of vs pyning away with the o. 
then gricfe. To this is added danger to me-ward from LycoGrnes, of lo- 
' ſing this Kingdome; which, I know, becauſe hee loues me, will be the grea- 

ff arieferoPe Llancuvs, What will it doe him good to bee oucr-loden 
with more ſotrowes, by hauing knowledge of my Fathers anger toward him, 
whom, I verily thinke, no ill intent, but onely calamity, hath changed? 1t 1 
may requeſt any thing at your hands, Ger ax 0xvs, both for my owne ſake, 
and * he ſhall not know of this: I will ſce to it, that my 
Father ſhall repent his fault, and loue Ppitancuvrs: you ſhall have what re- 
ward of your Hence ſoeuet your condition can be capable of: but in vaine 
is your hope, it you tell your Maſter this. that I ſhalt not know of it. Though 
he ſhould ptomiſe you to keepe it ſecret, yet, if the Fates ſhal ever bring me him 
backe againe, I ſhall winne it from him, and know how much you haue decei- 
ucd me: what power I haue with him, no man knowes better then your ſelſe. 
CrnlLanNoOnyYsS proteſting tO obey Anis N ſhe delwers him Letters to Po- 
LIancuys,in which ſhe catneſtly entteates him with all haſte to come ouer in- 
to Sicily. It it were Lic his fate to be conqueted, ſhe chiefly withed, 
he might be the Conqueror : but it the gods had decreed harder fortune, hee 
ſhould helpe to defend them in their flight. And then ſhee lends him, laden 
with rewards, to the Ship. 

Now were two moneths paſſed ſince the Siege of Enna: their victuals failed 
them, and they had no hope of ſuccouts from the King. Hauing therfore lpent 
all things, but their loyalty, they ſend Embaſladours to LycoGorxrs, totteat 
of yeclding. He, exceeding glad to haue meanes to ſhe his victory and mer- 
cy at once, anſweted, He deſired nothing at their hands, but that they would 
be happy : That to that end onely, he had {crit his forces againſt them: They 
ſhould rerurne into the whole body of Sei, to whele generall voice againſt 
Ms 1zaxnrn they had ynwilely oppoſed. But many of them deſited, that 
they might haue late paſſe to the Kings Army : which being granted, _ 

broveht more feare then helpe to Mztzanmzn's Souldiers ; as t 1 
courled the miſetics ot EH, and the ſtrength of the beſiegers, in excuſe of 
thcir giuing it vp. 

After the taking of Fu, Lycos xns vaunted himſelſe boldlier then be- 
fore, and many waycs attempted the paſſages, to get ouer the Riuer & Mariſh 
holden by the King. And Ma 123axD + x,tcating the place could not be longer

kept, about the firſt watch makes grear fires thorow all his Tents, thut the - 
nemy might not perceiue he raiſed his Campe, and without ſeund of Drum 
or Trumpet, retires his Army to the Field vnder Eipertte. Lyoognxs s the 
next day purſuing him, ſpreads his triumphing Army ouer all the Fields, with 
a terrible ſhew ; his Souldiers vuciuilly expreſſing their confidence with towd

The -onſettled reſolutions of ME LE AND E R. The King of Sardinia 
comes to his ayde and under what colour be then arrined in Sicily. 


He King, not able to ſleepe, perplexed with ſo many 
cates, ſometimes hath a mind to try it out by barrell;fome- 
times, to defend himſelfe within the Walls and Forts of 
the Citie; and ſometimes, as if all were loſt, he thought 
to fly into Africa, It chanced, that negleRing his reſt, 
1c walked alone one morning by day- break into the Gar- 
6 — dea It was a high place, and had a large proſpect into the 
Sea vnderneath it. Reuoluing with himſelſe, what were his moſt honourable 
courſe in theſe extremities, ſometimes a braue reſolution of fighting came 
into his head: but by and by, conſidering himſclfe to bee both an old man 
and a Father, the care of his Daughter drawes him to more aduiſed deliberaci- 
ons: Should then that young Virgin be the Conquerours prey and ſhould 
ſhee, that was borne to a Scepter, now become a ſlaue : Then againe come 
into his thought, the inconueniences of flight, the wrath of the , and 
(which moſt goes to the heart in vnde ſerued calamity) his happineſſe in times 
paſt. In this heate of diſquiet paſhons, he caſterh his amazed eyes toward the 
Sea. But the Cloudes that couered it from the neighbouring Mountaines, be- 
ing diſſolued by the Sunne, did by little and little diſcouer a fraretull forme of 
things to an amazed and diſtracted mind. For, the Sea was couered with 
Ships, not farre from the Port, with ſayles ſpred, ſeeming to bring new warte 
and new feares vpon him. A mighty Nauy, proudly comming on with fayles, 
made a glorious thew, with the brightneſlc of their Armour, and the multi- 
tude of men. And when the Ships came within ſomething more then a Gun- 
ſhot, the whole Nauie, with loud ſhouts of the Mariners, ſuddcaly-caſt Au- 
chor. Neither was the King long in thinking, who they ſhould bee, or from 
whence they ſhould come: but giuing ouer himſelfe to feare the worſt, and 
often ſtamping on the ground; Alas, ſaid hee, and will not then the Fates 
leaue me meanes to eſcape by flight? Lo, a Nauic from Lyco cans Lo, 
an Army to watch the mouth of the Ports. But indeed, this falls not our vn- 
deſeruedly. This accident will enforce thee, dull old man, to a iuſt and man- 
ly fortitude: and what thou oughteſt to haue done of thine one accord, 
now, ſee, thy foes haue taught thee. Shall I aduance my ſmall Nauic againſt 
them, being ſo farre inferiour in my eſtate, ſhipping, and power? Or ſhall I, 
leauing that courſe, take a berter way ; turne 
battell, and ſo, at leaſt, dye in my — ? 


againſt Lx c o'or x15 ina Land- 
Thus 
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Thus diſtracted, and now ſeeking no more but ro dyc with honour, he calls 
to him thoſe that were neereſt him: To them he ſhewes the fearctull fight ar 
Sea, and commands a Pinnace to be ſent out, to diſcouer and bring backe cer- 
raine newes of the ſuſpected Nauy. Ancuownnortys, aducntrous on any 
danger, deſired, this vnſaſe charge of diſcouery might be committed to him. 
But the King willed him, (being through his youth and valout exceeding ca- 
ger) to expect worthier dangers. In the meane while, they perce iue a [mall 
Ship rowing towards them the oppoſite Nauy : and Tim oN vs being 
ſent to entertaine them at their comming, and to demaund what was fit to be 
knowae, firſt reccived the good ſigne of better fortune than was expected. In 
the Barge was a Herald : and becauſe he ſhould not be thought to come of 
an vnfriendly meſſage, his head and his ſtaffe were wound about with Oliue. 
But not conteſſing to T1zo x1 D2s vbo he was, or what meſſage he brought, 
when he deſired to ſpeake to the King, MID (his feares hauing now 
almoſt left him )preſently admitted him to his preſence. I hen ſaid the Herald: 


Raptor, King of Sardinia, and of the Hands Maiorca and Minorca, 
ſends thu Token io es, MutnanDin, King of Sicily, bis Noble and ancient friend 
and entertainer: If it ſhall pleaſe yow to compare it, you ſhall finde it to bee the ſame 
that was mutually v/cd berweene bu and your Anceſtors. 


And withall, he delivers him a halſe Ring, in the out-fide whereof was a 
little hand of gold, which if it were ioyned tothe other halfe, it met alſo with 
the like hand in like ſort held our, as if it offcred it ſelfe ro bind a hearty league 
and friendſhip. Once againe, Doe you entertaine this friendſhip, © King 
ſaid the Herauld. And the King acknowledging it, for that the other part of 
the Ring was in his cuſtody ; Heere is, ſaid hee, at hand vpon your Seas, your 
friend RADIO, with the chiefe forces of his Dominion, which he hath 
brought in his Nauie. And the cauſe of his bringing them, was, for that when 
he heard it reported, that you were embroyled with a rebellion of your diſ- 
loyall Subiects, he could not endure, eſpecially being your friend, to haue ſo 
vile an example giuen againſt Kings. Mztr ANI held his peace, not eaſily 
apprehending ſo ſudden a heneſit from the gods : yer ſhewed his conſtancy 
well, in that his countenance was not changed. You ſhall tell your King, 6 
Herald, ſaid hee, that I now pardon the rage of my people, whom ſome 
friendly god hath ſtirred vp to this action, that I might ſo haue meanes to en- 
ioy the helpe and ſight of ſo great a friend. Let him now enter Szcily , and yn. 
derſtand that we will not be more flow in honouring him, then he hath beene 
in deſeruing. . 

With thele words, the Herald was led aſide to take a ſhort refeQion : and 
in the meanctimeMatinznanopuy calling a Councell of the chiefe about 
him, began to aske, whether it were fit, he ſhould goc to RA Di, or to 
try by fome of his chieſe Nobility, how to get ſurer pledges of his truſt. They 
were of ſeuerall opinions, not dating to truſt, or diſtruſt ſo gteat and happy a 
fortune. For,why ſhould Ravinor aus be at that coſt and paines for an- 
others benefit ? eſpecially, not beeing requeſted, not formerly acquainted? 
All r00-exceeding fauours are ſuſpitious. It was ſcarce credible, he ſhould 
rigge out ſuch a Navy for Mz ts ax» » good, more then his owne, 
For, laid the King, there were many differences betweene my Father

and his, and agreements afrer,with a ſhzw of friendſhip both ſides, indeed be. 

ing rathertyrcd with the warte, then laying afide their hatred, Now, what I

But Ci 20»v1»s aflirmed, thete was no doubt to bee made, but the King 
ſhould goetoRavinozanss. For, if he came as a friend,cerrainely his help 
camc in ſeaſon, and no humanity could bee thought too much towards him. 
But if he already were the Kings enemy, ot a friend to Lx co, Mit- 
D Was not able to reſiſt a Conſpiracy both by Sca and Land : and it 
would bettet ſute with the Majeſtic of a King, tather to be deceiued with a 
ſhew of loue and ttuſt, than to be conquered with open hoſtility. But from 
whence, you may ſay, ptoceedes this loue of Raninozanys towards Mer 2- 
n:? I am cither deceiued, or he, being a young King, and (as I heare) ex- 
ceſſiuely deſirous of glory, hath taken this occaſioa; which, beſides honour to 
be got in the wars, might giue him way, Sir, wich his good deſetts toward you, 
to the mattiage ot your Daughter. And ſo he will fight, as it were, for himſellſe; 
being ſo much the more 2 friend to Sialy,and the more reſpectiue to your Ma- 
ieſtie, the greater his hopes ſhall be to be adopted into your Throne. 

And certainely, CI o was in the right, For the fame of AN Gανẽj6⁊, 
and his deſire to obtaine the Kingdome of Sicily, which belonged to her, had 
civenRavixonanuys this teſolution. He had made ready his thipping before, 
for an expedition, which he ſecretly intended againſt the (MH anritentians, Bur 
newes, being brought him of the Sicilias war, hee let Africa alone for a while, 
and with a more laudable reſolution, ſay led towards Ms trans.

But then were the benches couered with purple Tapeſtry;and in the Sterne 
was a place like a I hrone, which would hold two.Evarusoss was left to keep 
the Caſtle; and An Ds ſent before in a little Boat, to giue notice to Rav1- 
1o0»avrsof the comming of Mat ian The news was quickly ſpred over 
all Feri le, that the Sardinians were come with ſtrong forces, to the ſuccour of 
their friends, the Sicilia. Neither was it lowly beleeued. So as this ſudden 
mirth, and not hope only, but aſſurance of victory, now heartened thoſe that 
were a little before deieed. They throng all over the Market place; and as 
cuety man came, with clapping of hands, gratulated to cach S = their pre- 
{cruation. Neither was their ioy lefle, who had the guard of the Walls. But 
when the King went downe to the Hauen, they ſo filled the Skies with the ac- 
clamations of the people, and then with Trumpets, and all other Inſtruments 
vicd in time of wat. as the noiſe was carried into the enemies Tents. And be- 
caulc it was a war-like found, Lycocrnes Was ſo bold tobelecue, that the 
Kings Army, hauing loſt all hope, would deſperately hazzard their laſt for- 
tune, and ſcełe their deaths in aſſailing him. He vſed therefore theſe words 
to thoſe about him: This day is out laſt of trauell; ſo as we doe but only giue 
them meancs to dyc, tom whom we haue taken away the meanes to liue. Go, 
and call the old and now ptiuiledged Soldiers to this ſpoile. All the gods, 
that this victory might be the more pleaſant, haue haſtened it vnlooked for. 
Thus ſpeaking, while he putteth them in aray, and is, both by his lookes and 
language, an Aut hot & example of courage to them all: he ſends forth Scowts 
in the meane time, to bring him cettaine notice of their comming. And thoſe, 
having viewed all the places betweene them and their enemies, and meeting 
with no ſigne of hoſtility; rerurned backe totheit Tents, bringing word, that 
certainely no armed men appeared in the Fields, but they might heare a rowr, 
a5 it were, of mad ten from the walls, and that a noyſe of Drums and Trum- 
pets tung ouet the whole Countrey round about. LycoGgxss, appalled,and 
not vnworthily, with theſe preſages of Forrune's forſaking him, yet neuerthe- 
leſſe puts his Army in teadineſſe; and ſends others priuily, not in Souldicrs 
habit. bur as Countrey people out of the next Villages, the more fatcly 0 


diſcouct all attempts.

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By this time Au 18 ſpeaking with Ravrnozaxas ud ſhewed him the 
ſhips wherein Mn 1z ax xx was comming towards him: Fot many Barges 
attended him into the Maine, and with their multitude and in ſo 
ſudden a ioy, they made a loud noyſe. R avritozan is, his Admirall, was 
moſt royally and magnificently adorned, and ſtood faſtene d with three An- 
chors. The Streamers vnuſefull to the Sailes, and onely hanging tor bravery, 
with the quicke ſnatches of the changing winde,wantonly in the ayte. 
The Lantcrnes alſo, and the Say le- lightly followed the winde; while 
that was helping the — 4 to diſplay themſelues. And the ma- 
ny Ropes that were faſtened from the three Maſts to the ſides of the Ship, 
made ſlx wo the beholders a farre off, as it were of a large Net, or a faire 
Tent halfe open. Hz 1:2 a and her Brethren, with three ſtartes of Gold, ſet 
forth the Sterne. And the Mariners that day handſome, were in blue attyte: 
and eyther plyed their feuerall Offices, or elſe were, as with wings the 
Ropes and Sayle-yards, to ſhew their skill. The Rowers ypon their ſeats had 
the like Suites. The Souldiers had on the richeſt of their Armour and Cal. 
ſocks. The King alſo having often beene in Liguria, had learned from the 114. 
lian, the markes and ornaments of Maiefty, and had his Lictots in the fore. 
decke of his Ship, with their rods and faſces, as if they would keepe backe the 
waters. From the Ship ribbes to the Sca, were woodden ſtaites, coucred with 
blue Tapiſtry; on the * which, Ravizozanas Rood to receiue Ms 18. 
ax vin, clad in a kingly Robe, gyrt about him with a wouen Girdle of Gold, 
and fine Linnen. His Sword hung in it, making an excellent ſhew with the 
woikemanſhip of the grauen d. Ne let his hayre hang downe vpon his 
ſhoulders, ſomewhat more curioufly anoynted, then became a Souldicr. Hee 
had then moſt inward with him, an old Man of Liguria, to whoſe charge hee 
was committed being a Childe; and now grownea Man, he did not much 
follow his counſell, but ſuffered him onely to know, hat hee before had re- 
ſolued to doc : hee was called Vixrican®s. The King at this time in talle 
with him and AA D, looked towards the Coaſt of Sicily, and with a ſu- 
perfluous complement fell into commendation of the ſite, and yet vnknowne 
riches of the Counttrey. 

At length, Msz1zaxprr's Boat comes to the Ship : and hee, with A- 
cunoMBRoOTYS his hclpe, laboured to get vp the Staires, till hee was come ſo 
high, as Ravizozanss might giue him his hand. But then they ſeemed to 
grow each to other with imbraces, as if they had beene familiar before : and 
Ms:2ax DA giuing him thankes, that hee was fo lovingly bent to ſuccout 
him, bec againe with words extenuating the benchit,made it ſo much the grea- 
ter. Aftcrdome little conterence berweene them, one admits the Noble men 
of Sicilj ro ſalute him: the other, thoſe of Sardinia, Preſently allo, Ra bi- 
» a+ vnrequeſted, vent downe into MIT IAN DIA“ Boat, who had firſt 
put himſelfe into his power, by comming into his Ship. The harmony was 
heard both ouer all the ſhore, and the Nauy : and ſo was the ſhouting and ap- 
plauſe of the Souldicrs and Mariners, extolling the muruall Jouc and truſt of 
both the Kings. They did not truſt their ſaſeties to the ſword, to fortreſſes, or 
their guard; but with ſimple integrity, and right of hoſpitality , ſweetly en- 
ioy each others conuerſation. O, often miſerable greataefſe ! wherein it is a 
rare happineſſe to attaine to the true comfort of priuate man, and cnioy vn- 
ſuſpected friendſhip. At their landing, they againe ſell to imbraces and 

com- 
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complement; From thence, Mi 12 ax un; giying Rarinoraxss the bet - 
ter hand, brought him having firſt the adored the gods of Sicily ) 
to theit Horſes, which nor farre off ready for them: and ſo, attended by 
their Nobles and people, they ſer forward firft to the City, and then to the 
Caftle. It was M»12avnrn's Noblemens charge, for that night to giue 
good welcome to the Peeres of Sardinia. They ſtroue who —— 
them; which they all did with ſuch affections and offices of humani- 
ty , as it ſcemed by their preſent cheateſulneſſe, they had forgotten the dan- 
ger of the warte now preſſing hard vpon them. 
But An cxoutnorys tooks little pleaſure in this, conceiting now, he had 
ſuch a Riuall come, as it were heynous both in the King and An cxx15 not 
to louc him. Whites therefore others entertaine Ravinorarts his fricnds, 
he, as hauing more care of the more profitable buſineſſe, poes to the walls, as 
with c inthe Kings name to the Wartch-men, through all the Watch- 
towers, that they ſhould not, vpon confidence of theſe ſuccours , breake vp 
their watch: For, often had ſuch ſudden ioy and ſecurity made way for the 
enemy to doe ſome miſchiefe. As foone as hee was got out of the throng, 
whereof he had long beene weary, hee begun to walke in a long and empry 
Rampire, careleſly hanging his head, folding his armes, and knocking his 
breſt. One while he was halfe mad and amazed: another while, many confu- 
ſed reſolutions offered themſc lues all at once vnto him, not knowing what to 
thinke, or where to begin his moanes. O you rcuenging gods, ſaid hee ! for, 
thou hatodſt Porrancurs, thou hindred(t the returne of a man whom once 
thon dearly louedſt, to gaine a more dangerous Riuall. How vahappily hath 
Ravinoraxss ſucceeded Port anc uv S, whole cquall,at leaſt, this breft, 
theſe hands, but chiefly my loue would. haue made me. But what force, what 
vertue is of power to equall mee with Ravinozatss ? He, not truſting to 
himſclfc, but the whole eſtate and force of his Dominions, comes into the 
Field more truely againſt mee, then eyther for MILITAN DIA, ot againſt Ly. 
cor. But, loue IAA d never fo dearcly,yer (0 griefe !) againſt this 
man that brings ſo needtull and timely ſuccours, I may not oppoſe. Thou, 
dull ſtupid Loger, knoweſt not how to defcruc what thou deſiteſt: hee hath 
found the way to beſtow a blefling, before he aske one. 

Here, in a myſt of doubts, fiercely ſtamping as he went, for a good ſpace he 
ſtaycd ſilent , vntill, renewing his chiding with Fortune, with a diſcontented 
ſmile: Lo, now (ſaid he) three of vs labour for Az cz x15 : three of vs ate in 
purſuit of that happineſſe, which one onely muſt enioy; I my ſelfe, Po riAA- 
cnVs,and Ram N; to let paſſe others, that, for ought I know, may 
be in as bad calc as my ſelfe. Wretch ! doſt thou imagine, that there will 
not daily more and more haue the ſame deſites and hopes; vnleſſe ſhe be vn- 
worthy to be loued, or thou alone haſt-cycs ? Bur theie will be time enough 
to keepe off the teſt. Looke thou now to this encly, that this ſtotme from Ra- 
„nora {inke not thy ſhip. While LYcocanrs lives, it will not bee 
time to have difference with him. No doubt, hee will not beate away the 
reward bcfore the victory: yet how many turnes are there in the warres? In 
how ſmall time hath Fortune changed her ſelte into feucrall ſhapes * What if 
this boaſter of his valour be ſlaine in the Field? What, it the oucr-grcarncile 
of this benefit make him ſuſpected by Mir,? Cate muſt be had, that 


thelc warres againſt Li co INE, be to my honour with MLT IAN DUH And 
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2 rudiment againſt Ra vin oz 4x25. In the meane time, all heat and violence 
muſt be forborne, and thou muſt live at peace withrhim, with hom in thy 
heart, thou wiſheſt mortall warre. Framing himſelfe, as well as hee could, to 
this reſolution, he goes backe to the Watch, and charges them, not be ſo farre 
carryed away with their minth , as to neglect the care of their places, The 
like command Ev «x Yuspxs , and the reſt of the Commanders gaue them. 
Bur the ſecure ſouldiers, though neuer ſo moch reproued, would not abſtaine 
in their Watch from their Cups and Garlards. 

The ncxt morning, the Kings had conſultation with their chicfe men about 
the manner of the warte: Rattzozavs x his Legions were yet in the Ships. 
And he, not well knowing it would be ſuſpitious, if hee ſhould deſire to haue 
his ſtrongeſt troupes brought into the Towne , prevented the ſhamefaſtneſſe 
ofMntzaxnpe A, who wile, concealed his feare of ſuch a thing, with theſe 
words: In this Nauy which lyeth at Anchor, I haue —_— thouſand 
men in compleat Armes; _— and bow-men ; about thouſand. I 
haue alſo young and able horſe- men: but I ſhipped bur few horſes, in regard 
of their weight, and lengthof the voyage. It you can helpe vs to more, they 
ſhall haue Riders of my people. But, that Lycoos#» 45 may no longer eſ- 
cape his puniſhment, we will, if you pleaſe, land the Army. And becauſe the 
craggy ſhore, inuiroacd with Rockes, affords onely oge way into the City, 
through the Greene, the Companies ſhall be reccivedone after another, with- 
in the walls: and when they out at another Gate be paſſed beyond the 
Forrs of the City, to the Tents, which wee will pirch for them at the foor of 
the Hill; then ſhall more and more Companies in hike manner como vp to the 
City. There ſhall be a Guard of yourowne Souldiers in both the Gates ; as 
well in that, where the forces ſhall enter, as in that, out of which they ſhall be 
ſent into the field. Mer = xx vz x anſwered, there would be no need of ſuch 
trouble : neyther was any thing to be feared from thoſe Souldiers , that had 
beene vnder the diſcipline of R a tod. IF R a vinozanrs would 
haue a Guard in the Gates, hee ſhould ſet ſome there of his one Souldiers : 
and that hee ſhould never thinke himſelfe in more ſafety then amongſt the 
troupes. With fuch ſpeeches as theſe, the Kings had a great contention, who 
ſhould exceed cach other in humanity. 

But as the Sardinians and Balcarcans were ſet on Land, they both went on 
horſc-backe to the Marker-place, to ſee and encourage the Souldiets. R a v1- 
102 as in golden Armour, almoſt all couered with a purple Caſſock: 
his head bare, ſaue for a wreathe about it. Me1tnanoax allo was armed him. 
felfe, and with a farre more ſettled Maieſty, drew all mens cyes and aſſection 
to him. The lingers firſt entted the City: Theſe were Baleareans, each one 
armed with three flings. No Nation at that time had moic skill in this En- 
gine: which indeed = all practized from their Cradles. They were repor- 
ted to kill Birds in the Ayre: and ir was counted a Thame for any to miſle. 
The $Sardinians Enſignes followed, who, armed after the manner of theit 
neighbours the Africans, were couered with ſmoorband huge ſhields : ſhort 
{words hanging at their Girdles, which they vicd after their Darts were ſpent: 
their Helmets, for the moſt part, of Braflc, with creſts,making a terrible ſhew 
cngrauen with the iawes of Beares and Lyons. That great Army was hardly 
paſſed in the whole day, Ancnomrnxorys and Ions werein Mi- 


:taxD23x3 Tents, to receiue the Strangers comming downe from the City 
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into the trenches for them. ray ſed a new Rampire, and with 
the trenches, which Mz 1 zax ſouldiem had made, enuironed their in- 
creaſed Campe. They had large allowance from Mz zaun, and the 
Sicilians were commanded, ſome of them to ſup with the Sardiziavs , and o- 
thets, to inuite them to feaſt with them in their one Tents. 
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CHAT. XXI. 

LyYCOGENES hu Army affrighted ; bu Oration to by Sonldiers : the 
order of bu Army. MELEANDER pardoneth all that will lay 
downe their Armes, and come to bim ; whereupon , many of the Re- 
bels runne to the Kings fide. 


Hevn far different ſhew in Lycocrxr his 
* Campe: For, when it was credibly reported, 
* that Ravinozanns was come with freſh ſuc- 
' I cours, their fearc cured many of them of their 
madneſſe. Then, at laſt, they ſaw , how hai- 

noufly they had dated to diſobey the King. 

| CY , They begun now with much penſiueneſſe to 
: thinkeythe gods were preſent to revenge wron- 
n ged Maieſty : and their deicction of minde 
Amade them fancy to themſclues, out of all, cucn 

5 common and dayly accidents, ominous ſignes 

of bad fucceſſe. Theſe feares were increaſed , by the chearcfulneſſe of the 
Kings, who were very confident in their owne forces: for, they were aſha- 
— to ſtay, as bekeged,, in the Towne. They therefore aduanced their 
Campe from the foot of the Mountaine, nectet the Enemy; that it he could 
not be drawne to fight, they might eyther force him out of his trenches, or 
they would beleaguer him. The goodnefle of the caule , and Maicſty of the 
Generalls, are often of great imporrance in warre. The two Kings Campe 
tound an awfull reverence, with their more auſpitious beginnings ; the Paui- 
lions of Matzaxpun and Rabironaxts, were high and large, making a 
glorious ſhew with Enſignes of both Kingdomes, So, were their Souldiers 
more animated with hope: and the enemies on the other fide, with now de- 
iected ſpitits, look't into the baſeneſſe of their one cauſe, Lxc os al- 
ſo well knew, he had no way left, but to put it to a tryall by battell, before his 
Souldiers feare had too deepely wrought vpon them : and was glad the 
Kings had the fame deſire. It was yet ſcarce light day, when his Scouts 
brought him notice, that the Kings Army was drawne out of the Campe, and 
made ready for the fight. Therefore, that this fierce Generall might nor be 
too backward, hee hung vp in the top of his Tent, a red Flagge in ſigne of 
loyning battell. Then paſſed thorcw all his Campe; infuſing hope and 
courage, now into the Souldiers, then into the Captaines , with his _ 
ſyeech, and geſture, What ſhould they fearc, being renowned by ſs many 
victories © Was it M xtaaxDinx they feated, that was, as it were, pluckt 
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backe from flying away 3 or the pitaticall madneſſe of the Sardinians, that 
were come into Sicily, not fo much for Mzsizaxps xs good, as to ſeebe pil- 
lage and booty out of the warte? If the viRory ſhall happen to vs, ſaid hee, 
theſe goodly helpers of his will make all ſpeed to ſpoyle and robbe EiperFe_, 
and then taking ſhip againe, ſecke othet places to doe like miſchiete. Bur ſay, 
they meanc tauhtully , yet can you thinke, they will euer hearrily ſpend their 
blouds tor men vikaowne, and of another Nation; wee cipecially , againſt 
whom they are to fight, hauing by no iniury prouoked them? They will flye 
and leaue NMI AND to himſelfe, it they finde you play the men, if them- 
ſelucs begin to tecle what they threaten to vs; and rocenclude,it you ſhall but 
conlider, that in all bartels indeed there is danger, but ſeldome is matter of ſs 
great glory offered, as it is for a. Kings together to be ſlaine or taken priſoners, 
Hauing ended theſe ſpeeches, as the Souldiers paſſed out of their trenches, 
he ſacrificed a young Dogge, after the Spariane tue (fot, he would put his Soul- 
dicrs in mind trom whence they were deriued) to Man s the F, brother 
of B=x 1104; and the Augur, whom hee had hyred , gaue out amongſt the 
Souldiers, that the god was appeaſcd. But the battell was thus ordered: The 
right wing was led by Maxo cxitrvs,OLoo0pnwys his brother, a great enemy 
to the King, both by reaſon of the faction, and tor priuate grudge. In the left 
wing, which was backed with the Fennes,Lyrc ofs ranged his yeng Soul- 
dicrs,and ſuch as he ſuſpected of his mercenaries , vader Narives his com- 
mand: that having no meanes to flye, they might be the bettet incouraged to 
conquer. But he himſelfe, with his choyſeſt men, was in the main Army, moun- 
ted on hotſ back, witha ſtern viſage, as one whom ſo many all at once, 
in this tickle poynt of winning a Crowne, ot loſiag his life, had inflamed. He 
expected, the enemy ſhould come forward with his troupes all ready ,as appea- 
red, put in array, when a horſeman appeared comming from Mar nan vans At- 
my, whom, not far off, a few Souldicrs followed, as it ſeemed, tor his guard. Ha- 
uing come little more then the mid- way, beuveen both Armics, he ſtaicd alone 
ſome diſtance from the reſt, & by his geſture ſeemed to demand parley. Lx c o- 
or alſo ſent a like dumber, and one to go before them, fit either for patley, 
or fight. He imagined, it was ſome young man of Mzrsanmix's fide, that to 
prevent the battell, would proudly challenge ſome of equall degree to him, in 
lingle combat; when one of thoſc, whom he had ſent to know the truth,comes 
backe, and tels him aloud, that it was a Herald with a white wand, & his Coat 
of Armes ſent ſtõ Mas iran DR. The wholcArmy was a d with won- 
derful expe ctat ion, What the armed enemy would ſay; what what com- 
merce between thoſe that with weapons in hand threatned mutuall death cach 
to other, But the Herald, as ſoone as he had any to heare him; The King, ſaid 
he, freely pardons all vnaduiſed raſhnes paſt, if any of you repeating tiis reaole, 
ſhall before cuening come into his Campe,. Whatſocuet is yet oſſended, no 
Iuſtice, no Law thall puniſh. This pardon hee . vpon his faith and 
honour confirmes. Having thus ſpoken, he throwes them many ſcrols, where- 
in was written to the ſame effect, and turning his horſe, teturnes to his owrie 
company. More then twenty ſouldicrs heatd theſe wotds, ho being returned 
to their rankes, there preſently roſe a muttering thorow the trqupes ; ſome 
queſtioning, ſome reporting, what newes the Herald had brought, 
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he,6 my Souldiers, is to be obeyed. We muſt go to him, but yet go armed: and 
I rake this for a ſigne of good luck that he inuites our army to his Tents. There 
is hope, that this day we ſhall lye in them as Conquerours. Amidſt theſe ſpee- 
ches, while hee was incouraging his rankes, it was told him, that the Kings 
meant not that day to fight: but they had fer part of their Army vpon a li- 
tle Hill before their Campe, to teceiue ſuch as ſhould revolt from him. But, 
{aid hee, I will draw theſe that would attempt to corrupt our fidelities, to 
fight: and inforce them to try it out by ſtrength, and not by vadermining trea- 
chery. Go euery one to his colours, ge, Souldicrs, with the gods your tauou- 
rets, and ſũbdue thoſe men, that now by their owne confeſſion are too weake 
ſot you. 

Bur the Souldiers went faintly about this charge. He percciued them whiſ- 
pering amongſt themſclues ; and in moſt of them their Fries daunted; eſpe- 
cially after Ac® 00 n 44 had firſt made trial of the Kings promiſe by yeelding. 
This was a man of good repute, great in his birth and tollowers, and had fol- 
lowed LrcoGr tathet through the fault of the times, then his own:knoy- 
ing therefore, that now the way lay open both for pardon and fauour to him 
that would firſt ſecke it, he broke out with almoſt terty Souldiers, and ſome 
friends, and having got over the Field berweene the Campes, at the firſt 
Watch in Mz tsaxpix s Campe layde downe his weapons. And then 
being brought before the King , 1 feare not, Sir, ſaid hee, ro be taxed with 
reuolt for this act: for I depart from an vnlaw full warre , to put my ſelfe vn- 
der a iuſt command. And this comfort I haue of my offence againſt you, that 
being one of the laſt that ioyned with the enemy, I firſt returne to my due o- 
bedience. The King in few words praifing him, and willing him, in regard 
hee had ſhewed the way of duety to the reft, to expect his reward , ſcnds 
him to Ar cuomrrorys, He had charpe te ſce, that vnder colour of re- 
concihation, worle miſchiefe might not bee plotted. Hee therefore brings 
them into the Field, that lay vnder the command of the Kings Campe, 
and giuing them his faith for their ſafetie, places them there diſarmed. But 
to AcaGconras and two more, in teſpect of their noble birth, their 
weapons were teſtored, and themſclues placed with the Nobility , not farre 
from the King. 

But on LycoGm xt his party, all men now appearcd openly to ſtagger in 
thcir fidelity. Many on away vnſcene, by winding paſlages, a great way a- 
bout. Some followed their fellowes; others drew them with them. Arlaſt L- 
cot, taking aduice from his extremity, got vp on a little Hillock, ray ſed 
with Tutucs, and there prayed them aloud, that they would at leaft giue him 
the heat ing, to what he was to ſay vmto them: For, by what name, ſaid he pre- 
ſently, ſha!l I call you? my fellow Souldiers ? or, which I am aſhamed of for 
your owne ſakes, my enemies © yet by what title ſocuer it be fir to terme you; 
that no man may call you reuolters ot for ſakets of your Generall, I here dil- 
miſſe you: Throw away your obedience : get you home, Coumtey- men. 
Neyther came you to the warte for my fake, but to vic my helpe and coun- 
ell. But now I acquir you of your oath: I will no more rake you into my 
protection fince, to doe men good againſt their will, is often accounted ty- 
ranny. I would haue had you ſafe and Conquerours, and you were now 
vpon the poynt to be ſo, Now, by the baſe confeflion of your owne cowar- 
dizc, you doc as it were, offer your neckes to the vexed and incenſed Ent my. 
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What Par? what fury, ö Souldiers ! hath diſtraught you of your wits: your 
moſt iuſt cauſe before abſolued you, whom now your vr elled iepentance 
makes guilty. I pitty your eſtate much more then I am of your le- 
uity. Goe then, goe like ſacrifices; whether Ms xa will have you die 
now in his heat of anger, or teſerue you to a more ſecure puni « I my 
ſelſe, with others of vnſtayned fidelity , will not yet forſake the Common- 
wealth: and forgetting how ill you haue this day deſerued ar my hands, will 
be reuenged on Mnizaxpan for his falſe dealing with you. And ttuely l 
giue thankes to the gods, that they haue beene pleaſed before the fight, to 
diſcerne ſuch fickle and waucring men, from true and valiant Souldiers. You 
might otherwiſe, in the midſt of the battell, haue diſheartened the good Soul- 
dicrs , whom now by your departure you ſhall make more famous. For, 
farre bee it, that the gods ſhould rake fo little care of Sicily, but that many 
ſhould ſtill remaine found and true to their Countrey. And theſe doe I c- 
ven now diſcerne from the teſt, by their cager and cheerefull countenances : 
and perceiue them to be more moued with indignation at your folly , then 
with the loſſe of ſuch companions, 

With theſe ſpeeches , he came downe from the Standing, and againe gaue 
leaue to thoſe that would, to depart. This free ſpeech of their late-beloued 
Generall, made many of them aſhamed. Many therefore kept firme to his 
party, Eſpecially ſuch , as beſides this falling from their Prince, knew them- 
{clues guilty of other offences : or ſuch, whoſe pouertie made them feare a 


beggerly peace, as their greateſt puniſhment, Others, in the meane time, 
departed from him by teane in a company, and ſometimes by by.wayes, 
ſometimes openly, and the neereſt way, went to the Kings Campe. No 
leſſe then fifreene thouſand yeelded themſelues; MT AAN DIA often affir- 
ming, that the would haue beene loth to haue ht the victory with the 
— 4 of ſo many Subiects, as that day had reſtored him. 

LycoG ans, ſtrucke to the heart with this great loſſe, returnes to his Tent 
with thoſe, whole fidelity the detection of the reſt had giuen him prooſe of. 
But the Kings hauing thus quickly gotten ſuch faire ſucceſſe without bloud, 
were ſcarcely able to receiue ſuch as came with gratulations , all ſorts of 
ple with exceeding ioy, deſiring to kiſſe their Hands,their Clokes, their Hor- 
ſs, and cucn the Ground they went on. 
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CHAT. XXII.

Hey were intertained alſo into the Campe, with a moſt auſpi- 
cions accident, which highly pleaſed the Southſayers: for, as 
Metzaxp+rn's ſeruants were removing his Tent from an in- 
conuentent- place, where it was pitched before, to higher 
ground, and were making little Dirches, to ſet vp the Poles in, 

whereunto the Ropes of the Tent were to be tyed; there were 
found ſome bones of a body, as it ſeemed of a man, but farre ſurpaſſing the v- 
ſuall proportion of men in that age. And no doubt, ut it was the remainder 
of the ancient Race of the Cycrtores. Preſently the Augures made this in- 

terpretation, that the power of all Sicily ſhould be ſubiect to Mt IiIAN DIR, 

ſince there was nothing in that Countrey ſpoken of ſtronger then thoſe Gy- 


ants, who now found lying vnder the Kings Pauilion, did allo giue vp: them- 
ſelucs vnto him. 


Mitis aso and RDO As were hardly gotten within the Ram- 
pire, when the flattering Prophets ſhew them the pieces of thoſe huge and 
monſtrous bodies. R aninonaxts was more amazed hercat then M r 
aN Dt, who had betore this ſcene ſome of theſe Crcrores bones. But 
Riot, that before had eſteemed the report of theſe Crertoryes 
meercly fabulous, now that both hee hinifelte handled their bones, and ſaw 
Mitt x fcarce moned at this ſight, as if it were vſuall, began more 
cagerly ro queſtion, what Nation this was of the Cc torx what were their 
manners and cuſtomes, whence they were detiucd, and how cecaycd, And 
Miri Asp „ W 10 had layed the cate of rhe warre and OOUCTNEMECNT of the 
Campe vpon Eav ny s,tofhew 2 kingly magnanimiry, chcerefully apply. 
ed himſ{-lteto ſeuctill diſcourſes: and now eſpecially hau ing many Sardini- 
ans abour hun, and; lad to be queitioned ot the ancient monuments of his 
owne Sieh, as they went on towards the C 8 hus began: Some ns 
the wholc Race ot rhe ( lobt, WCre W e © * cd 1 n the Woods:

Caring to ſtay any conference with them, being terrified with the ſight of 
them, made all haſte fi _ ſhore. 


And, to omit other Arguments , the old Religion of the Greekes moucs 


mee, not to condemne their manners, with v 8 m the c Moa c was to ſacri- 


fice to the Cyc 1 , 28 to he eauenly g wers. at an old Altar in the Co- 
rinthian . W hencc they had thei: riginall I, what were their Lawes, 
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what their actions, the rude Age hath not leſt to poſtetity; ſaut ohely that 
they chieſely frequented the Caucs of tus and Le; nat they are 
ſaid to be begotten of Nx yry x », vpon whom, for themoſt part, our Ance. 
ſtors have fathered all the men of extraordinary huge Nature "And wonder 
not, that there are ſo few markes of them leſt vs by Antiquity.” For; they 
rar ned hevre before Sar, ſince whom have beene fo many Ages, that 
cuen the runes of Chamaſenum, which was the chiefe Towne he builr, arc not 
Jong agoec falne away. Oncly the ſepulehers of the Cyrlopey are lefr, but cuen 
thole, for the moſt part, in Caues, whoſe entries now are either changed ot 
ſunke wi h w hitlepooles, and ouer. flowings of watet; or elfe covered with 
heapes of ruincs : yet we haue often lighted vpon them vhawates. How huge 
were thoſe dead rrunkes 4 What a force appeared in thoſe dead foreheady? 
What viſages, to conclude, and how well worthy the fables vſed of them? 

Not farre from Syraceſa, as I went on hunting, when | came into the field 
which they call Gereates, a Hound, quicke of ſent, as if he had fd a Deere, 
ftaycd queſtine at the mouth of an vnknowne Cave : when he had drawne vs$ 
thither with his continuall barking, I perceived the horrour of rhe vnfrequen- 
ted Caue, at which, as at a ſacred place, I rrembled. Then my mind gaue me 
to {ce more of that, which the gods had offered: and cauſing the Brambles, 
as well as we could, to be plucked aſide, Tlooked in, as wall as the (mall lighr, 
and that taken onely at that little entrie, would give mee leaue. The place was 
of a great depth, and ſtony ſteps led to the bottome. Lights were brought vs 
and I, wirha ſmall company, went vnder the earth, which with the long cald 
and lonelyneſle, ſeemed to ſmell ſomething ranke. Having paſſed thorow the 
narrow entrance, we came at laſt into a larger Roome. The Cave was excee. 
ding wide and broad. There were high-grownegrauell-ſtones, and the hol- 
low Arch of the Caue, which ſeemed to ſWeate, ſhined like a gliſtering ſhell, 
and not vnlike water congealed to ice. In the midſt was a huge ſtone, there 
placed by Nature, as it ſeemed by the rootes-: but it was loaden with a moſt 
prodigious burden. Idare nor ſpeake it, my deare Gueſt : For,why ſhould T 


hope you will give mee credit, when I my ſelſe ſcarcely belceue theſe eyes and 


hands? Yet will Itell it, be it but ro perſwade my ſelſe ro that which I aw. 
There lay vpon the ſtone, a monſtrous huge thing faſhioned in all parts to the 
ſhape of a man; onely the greatneſſe would not ſuffer vs to belerue it a dead 
body. Weetherefore come but lowly to it, and long it was, before wee par 
our hands to it; not knowing, whether it were a Monſter, or ſome deiry. The 
head ſtill kept not oncly the haires,bur the viſage vnchanged. His grizly beard, 
hung downeto his breſt, and both his checkes halfe covered with equall locks 
of the haire of his head. What ſhall I ſay of his thighes ? what of his armes: 
what of his fecic ? It was a ſtature well made, ¶ thought) if the worke-man 
had fo fiſhioned it: but if it were the worke of Nature, how came wee ſo 
weake © how did we, Dwartcs, fall from that proportion ? My amazement; 
after a while, as it often falleth our, lcauing mee, I rooke heart to try what it 
was. But I ſaw, whatſocuer part of it came to the touch, fell to duſt. This 
rooke away our doubts, and affured vs, it was the body of a man; and, that 
the proporrion of it might not be defaced , before it ſhould fall in pieces with 
handling, we rooke exact mraſure how long it was. Wee all agreed, it was 
twenty C bits long. I would haue had it kept as a ſacred Relique of one of the 
old Hz 20 and lett jt ynviolarcd. Bur while I was in this thought, it fell in 
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a moment, with my peoples touching ir,all into aſhes. There remained onely 
the hinder ofa hed — cod the thighes, anſwerable to the 

weigh they had carried. Theſe I commanded to be preſetued, (my dea. 
my and to be hung vp at Syracaſe, before Nzervxzs Gate; which you 
will wonder at when you ſee them. I make no doubt, but it was one of the Cy- 
clopes, the rather,for the men doc ſometimes finde whole bo- 
dies of the ſame ſize in Caues, and ſamerimes digge vp ſuch bones out of the 
- But I had rather make relation to you, ot thoſe which my ſelfe haue 
Neither did my Siciliant as you may perhaps imagine, ſhew vs theſe 
boncs by them digged vp, as large as they were, as not knowing that I had of- 
ten, vpon diuets accidents, ſcene greater then theſe; but in regard the Au- 
teres took it for a moſt proſperous Omen, that they were found in that ground 
that was appointed for my Tenr. 

In this — they came to the place, here the ditchers had found the 
bones. Rapinorants fi that night with Mztrraxpux; and ſome of 
the chief of both their friends admitted to the Banquet. Bur lo, while they ſate 
diſcourſing of the penitence of fo many Subiccts that had returned to the 
King, and celebrating that daycs happincs,there enters a Soldier with Letters 
toMsizanvpri hee came from the Gouernour of Catana, with moſt ſtrange 
and happy newes. For, Anaxinan ban, LrcoGrnss his Nephew, had then 
bad Catana, one of the faithfulleſt Citics the King had. But as they were in 
moſt extremity of danger, A tna ſuddenly and turiouſly boyling vp, caſt out 
three ſtreames of light fire, beſide great numbers of ſtones, and heaps of aſhes; 
all which, as if they had beene hircd of purpoſe, were dircaly driuen into A- 
NaxlvanDairls Camp. This diſcomfiture happened by night: There lay men, 
and cattell, Engines, Tents,and Armour, and whatſocuer the torrent of the fire 
found in his way. Three hundred Soldiers were loſt in this: And, Anaxraan- 
der himſclfe, afrighted at this ſudden milchicfe, the next day, having lot all 
things neceſſarie tor his purpoſe, raiſcd the Siege; and as he was carricd backe 
toLrcoorxns in his Litter, the Catancans broke out, and killing as many as 
preſumed to teſiſt, they took him alſo. Now they ſent to be directed fromthe 
King, what he would haue them done withall.This newes was heard ouer and 
ouct; and as well the Gueſts, as thoſe that waited, ſo ouercome with ſuddaine 
ioy, abſtained not from lowd ſhouts and applauſcs : which licence the watch 
at the doote of the Tent follow ing, filled the whole Campe with the ſprea- 
ding gladneſſe. There was now no need of the {word, no need of forces; the 
gods themſc lues and the elements fought for the Kings. Then were Garlands 
eucry where put on the images of the gods, and flowres throwne vpon both - 
the Kings. The Soldicrs,in confuſed throngs, were bold to enter, not oncly 
the Kings Pauilion, but the Dyning-roome allo. 

Their mirth being ſome lat pacificd, Rapinoraxes with an earneſt cu. 
riofity demands of Ms: 3 ax v2 x how that ſuccout came out of. A tua againſt 
AxaximanDaa; Whether it were credible, that from a ſolid Mountaine, fo 
huge a force of fire ſhould be caſt vp; what was this burning in the bowels of 
the hill, what the Cen; what the nature of the ſoyle? Here MIT AND 
briefly tels him, it was the higheſt hill by far in all Sicihj; which boyling over 
with his native ſulphure,& the wind taken into his bowels, ſendeth out a flame 
(impatient of being kept,in )thorow the ruines of his gaping top. Neither doth 
the top thercoſ( aur he) burne daily. There is oftentimcs a blacke ſmoke, with 
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long folds infecting the aire:and ſometimes you may ſee ſparkes mingled with 
theſe darke cloudes. To conclude, it is very ſeldome, that the fiercer bulging 
out flames, foulely defaces the neighbouring Region: for, the thicke fire brea- 
king out from the very top, is hurried downeward in violent torrents, ſpoiling 
all things it meeteth withall. Bur then ſhall you heate lowder thunder than 
from heauen: and it is the peoples feare,thar tna, as huge as it is, will breake 
in pieces, and oucrwhelme Sicily : nor with leſſe wonder, then is anſwe. 
rable to ſuch a roring noiſe, huge ſtones are caſt vp with this violence, out of 
the boſome of the Mountaine,into the fields. They are till ſmokie and ſootic, 
and in all their colour, ſhew they come fron) the fire. Then is there ſuch abun- 
dance of aſhes caſt from this fiery mountaines top, that beeing carried many 
miles oft, firſt, with their own violent ciaculation,and then with the wind, they 
couer the fields all ouer, and kill the ſtanding corne, or ſo corrupt the ſoyle,as 
it is afterwards vnfit for ſeed. So, with ſtones, aſhes, and chiefely with flames 
of fire, not onely droves of cattell, and poore Cottages are conſumed. This 
plague, wherclocuer it lighteth, deſtroyeth whole woods. Sometimes whole 
Townes haue ſo beene loſt. Catan hardly defends it ſelfe with a continuall 
Rampire of huge ſtructure and great charge; a City, betwWeene the Hill and the 
Sea,hrly ſcated, were it not for theſe dangers. It was beſicged by Lycounns 
his Soldiers, But, as you heare, the gods haue made theſe fires out of , 
that before were our puniſhments, now their benefit vpon vs. 

When Mira had endedzthe matter it (clfe,and the merry banquer, 
drew them into many other diſcourſes. Whatſocuer was in all Sicily == the 
Strangers knowledge, was ſpoken of. Then begun the pleaſingnes of old Fa- 
bles to put them out of Hiſtory, What dogs went barking about S; what the 
Gulph of Charybdis,and the Coaſt neuer ſatisfied with ſhipwrackes. Then A- 
cis the vafortunate louer, out of his warme wound, rolled out moſt cold wa- 
ter. GALA a fled fromthe Cyclops Rockes, not without ſome ſcate of the 
tellers. But at Ela, another Lower caſt himſelfe into the Sea, to purſue the (wife 
AnBruvsa. Exyx was ſlainc by Hrxcvizs, and Vexvs curſed. They had 
vp religious Stories alſo, their deuotion toward the gods being caſlicr ſtirred 
vp by the Banquet. In what part of Sly PHV Ho broke out to his marriage ; 
what were the markes of his drcadfull Chariot; what Rockes were mouce at 
his boyſtrous comming vp; where PNOSAIA TINA was rauiſhed ;, where her 
earlands, where her girdle fell; vpon what greene turte C vr «a » » firlt ad. 
mired her ſclfe to turne into aſtrcame. In vaine did the Eles/iz:1ans viurpe 
others monuments : for, it was not necte Cephiſſus, but out of Sreily that Prv- 
To had his way to carry his wite to her dower in the lower ſhades, Then was 
told the wandrings of CIA, and the nightly Religion, with the lacrifices 
her mad men vſed. "oe 3 

The Supper had ſpent the firſt watch of the night in thelc diſcourſes: wher- 
of when the Trumpets gaue them knowledge, Mzts ax HA commanded 
the laſt courſe to be taken away. But as they were riſing from the Banquet, and 
offering to Ma C, a ſudden and dreadfull noy ſe from the whole Campe, 


filled them with other thoughts.

Il being now in readineſſc, the King haſtened to returne with 
bis Souldiersto Eiperde_ : neither did he thinke it fit togoe in 
triumph, becauſe the victory was of his Subiects: yer his returne 
WS was very like a triumph; forthe Souldicrs had put on Gatlands 
9 of Baycs,and,which ſigniſied triumph, adorned their heads with 
Oliues. The Army marching before with their colours, and by 
their ſcucrall mulicke, invoked the to the ſight of their jolliry; They ſer 
Mir in à Chariot,beautified with all the markes of honour and vic. 
tory, to which, when he inuited Ravinonaxazs,there continued a long com- 
plement berweene them: Ravinonaxs alledged this place to be fir onely 
tor Ax dz that the princely Virgin ſhould fit by her Father: both of them 
ſhould {it in the eie of the people, and both of them receiue their loue and prai- 
(cs , that the gods and Forrune had fought for them : but for himſelſe, if they 
would , 


would, hee wiſhed rather to ride on a Horſe that mige be led cloſe 
if not, he would follow next to the Chariot. It was cafily 
ambitious young man, that loue and the hope of marriage 
courteſie.

Atcuoms o- 
TYs his ſcruant bore before him a pole, on which hung Ly co ox x23 his armes 
and not far off was Mzxocxirvs with Chaines, The Pretorian, 
and chiefe Sovidiers, gathering as w the Charior where An Gznts 
was carried, as about the King; for the greater honour of the young Lady had 
negl: ted their triumphant freedome and conceits, and more ſvlemnely inuo- 
ked the bridall god Hrusn,Ivxo,and Vx vs. They. belceucd this game was 
raiſed by the Serdinians : and when the Sictlians thought, there was an agree 
ment betweene the Kings concerning the marriage, they were forward to en- 
tertaine the thoughts of their ſucceeding Prince, with theſe ſports. But Ax - 
or x 15 could not with patience heare this, ſcotning the victoty, if ſhe muſt buy 
it at ſucha tate, and now almoſt turned enemy to Ravizorarnsys, .

Some of them carried Images, & their old gods of rude workman- 
ſhip, other, Crowes, all fire ; ſafely, & not without the merry conceit of the 
wiſer ſort, calling to minde the Omens of the gods; That Ly coornr s 
his death, by the flight of Birds, intralls of Beaſts,and obſeruatijon of lightni 
had bin fote- declared.

WORSE I asked Crromr ivscounſell, whether it were better to de-

which your ſelte are aſſaulted , yours are all thoſe fwords, which (guided by 
the blind band of diſcord) doe vom the mine of rheir firſt makers. If they de. 
ſerue ir, and know not when they are well, take that onely from them, which 
they firſt received from you. Truſt ance, you ſhall leaue them naked, and 
make them forget that hanghtinefle, which they now ſwell with, admiring in 
themſelues your wealth, and ignorant of their owne And to the end 
you may take heed to your Honour in time, marke much their power 
doth increaſe againſt you : how openly, with how dangerous a conſent, they 
doe now challenge to themſelues, as it were, this freedome of ſinning. 2 
will be æmulous competitours, nay, enemies one to the other, they | 
hardly ſuffer the King to cruſh any ofthem. Whoſocuer t rebellerh, 
the reſt haue a hand in the Treaſon, either openly, or in their prinate wiſhes.

Being bold ypon your treaſure, they will either 
haue an account from you of your Raigne,or wil preſcribe a forme of gouern- 
ment ro you. They are your Farmers and your Citizens, which are more 
lled by theſe warres, then by forraigne inuaſions. What then ? you muſt 
— your peace (6 King.) It is to their benefit to doe amiſſe. You, while the 
Kingdome is not hartily ſettled, expect ſtill in feare, from whar aſhes the flame 
ſhould breake out againe; who ſhall be ambitious of the next teuolt; hat ar- 
ticles of agreement muſt be added to the already too full Records. This I ac- 
count the lcaſt of all, that theſe warrcs,and theſe agreements,ſhould be a ſcoffe 
to forraigne Countries; and whether we haue peace or diſſention, our faith 
is more vnconſtant then the waues of the Sea, The wounds ate greater, by 
which they pierce thorow the bowels ot theit Countrey, by ſuch cuſtomes. 
For, the ſtrength of the greateſt Countrey, ro which, it theſe inconucniences 
were taken away, no Kingdome but would yeeld, this malignant continuall 
wind dorh beate ro rhe The wealth of the Citic and Countrey is wa- 
ſted, whereſocuer this ſtorme lighterh. The vigour of the mind is waſted ; and 
the carefull wiſedome of their Councellors which deſerue to bee noted tho- 
row the world, can hardly haue leiſure to appeaſe theſe differences at home · 
Furthermore, the minds of the yonger ſort are brought vp in boldneſſe, con. 
tempt of your Maieſtie, and delight in ciuill warte, in which Fury and Auarice 
haue their ſudden conflicts, and preſent rewards. So that & hat ſoever our 5. 
cilian gods had lent vs fer the terrour of ſtrangers, is weakened by inteſtine e- 
uils. Neither may you thinke, that theſe arc thefirſt beginnings of their wy.

Caſlles, that you may hereby 
King) that theſe Forts doe not aſſure ro you, thoſe Townes 


which are vnder them, but doe make them ſlaues to the Capraines of the 
Garriſons, who doe oftnet force the Citizens againſt their will to oppoſe 
theu Princes, then win Rebels and Traytors to their Kings obedience. So 
that as often as they deſire the truſt or rule of a Caſtle, this ſhould ſceme to 
be their priuate meaning: Deliuet to mee, O King, fetten, with which I 
may binde the Towne which is next to my Caſtle : that I may haue the Ci- 

tizens my Capthes: although you ſhould gaine. ſay, and that they were vn- 
willing, they ſhall be at my command. The Provinces round about tremble 
vnder theſe fortificarions : Heere armed Souldicrs may be taken in, or fer 
forth. To conclude, giue mer a litre Kingdome vnder your greater. 

You will ſay , you will difarme the libertie of ſo great power, by the 
choyce of moſt approued faichfull men. You ſhould then doe, what no King 
of Sicily before could: Fot what eyther ciuill warte hath there beene, or 
forreine, in which many Goucrnours of thoſe Caſtles haue not forſaken 
their Prince : Or what commotion almoſt is there in our Countrey , bur 
breaketh out of theſe places, or is receyued into them? Neyther doe they 
diſſemblc it, who after ſactions come to agreement with you. They defire 
Forts as pledges of their ſalety; indeed that they may be ſecure, whether you 
will or no: and when any occaſion ſhall renew the warte, they may with a 
ſecure boldneſſe arme thetaſclues againſt you. Not content with your pro- 
miſe tor pardon of their former reuolt, they demand to themſelues For- 
ces, Caſtls, and Souldiers, and compell you for a pledge ot their peni- 
nitency, (which is often counterfeir) to give that truſt to their words, which 
they deny to yours. But it theſe Fertifications bee taken away out of the 
Countrey , they ſhall place their chieſe guard, Sir, as well in your faith, as 
their owne, and ſhall finde obedience in the Townes truſted to them, onely 
25 long as you will: neyther ſhall that ſecurity of Rebellion, them 
by reaſon of ſo many Bulwarkes, and Fortifications , inuite to rayſe 
Armes. *

Anceſtors, you ſay, is not to bee condemned, 
cheſe Caſtles were built, or afterwards — 
Let not. Sir, that age too much ——— en 
ing to the Genizs of Ages, and wee, according to the difference of 
times in which we liue, may ſometimes finde ſaſety in falling from their opiaĩ 
ons: So thar,as I ſhould think it pride, altogethet to neglect thei ancient wiſ- 
dome; ſoit is an abſurd kinde of reverence, that wee ſhould perpetually ad. 
dict our {clues to their old Ordinances. And I doe thinke they built theſe 
Caſtles with mature aduice ;” which now are offenſive to vs, and wee may 
throw them downe with no leſſe policy: for hererofore Sicily was not all 
vnder one King; or elſe every Province had a Prince, who onely by ſome 
ſmall Tribute, or little Homage, acknowledged ſubiection. No maruell 
then, if each of them made feucrall forcifications z by which they might re- 
pell their Neighbours, or if the King ſhould offer them violence, they mighe 
not be expelled their Countrey. | 
Now, the gods haue cſtabliſhed all things to you by warte, by inheri- 
tance, and by-agreement , with that happineſſe that you can ſee no body, 
to whom the common name of Sicrly is not more. deare , then the narrow 
bounds of that Prouince wherein hee was borne, | Why then doc wee 
keepe the memory of ancient bounds, and limits in Caſtles ,- the vſe of 
them now beeing taken av ay? Be not mooued with the names of places; 
whether the Builders or Antiquitie it ſcife hath ennobled them. Let ambi- 
tion fall, with all that might {i it. Let but a few of all choſe Caſtles 
ſtand, and thoſe in nece ſſary places; eſpecially one at Siracaſa, not ſo ſtrong 
that it may rule ſo great a people, but — hinder their commorion. 
Theſe ſhall be enough to ſerue your gouernement: but vpon this condition, 
that they be not committed to the greateſt Nobility. Let your Lieutenaats be 
of this kind, neither poore, nor proud of too much wealth, chat they may hope 
for much from your bounty, and not be able to be their one caruers. Leaue 
to thoſe Kings this cuſtome of hauing many Caſtles, ho oppreſſe diuided Na- 
tions, by a ſtrange, therefore hated gouernement: which neyther grow toge- 
ther in manners, neither obſerue faith by a found league of Feen up, and, 
which when they looke backe into the Hiſtory of their Anceſtors, bluſh to be 
added to a forreine gouernement , and toa Ruler which is not onely ab- 
ſent, but ro the Country,wherein the Ruler doth line to ſerue. But your Sicily 
is an intyre Countrey , one Stocke , they baue one and the ſame Lawes, a 
faithfull communion of glory; Prince, and fame : although the groduat 
of your Anceſtors, onely haue not divided her againe into di t opi 
nions, by giuing vnto ſeuerall Countries a continuate and perpetuall 
uernour, vader whom they might remember, they themſelues had as it were 


a King. 
And this is the ſecond thing with which I warned you, that your 


w3s troubled, and your Nobles prepared againſt you. This cuſtome, I ſay, of

to be their Gouernour, as much as you to be their King: Beſides, he rules them 


more immediately, and is a neerer obiect of their and more imme- 
diatcly puniſhes the good and bad : eſpecially the Race of the Nobility, doe 
ſo cleaue to theſe . gayned by hope, familiariry,and 
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fince (ith the King) that I haue conſidered all theſe things: bur 
hat face may I rake from them thoſe Prouinces, to whom hererotore 
I gave them inftly, and according to the ancient cuſtome ? What would well 
ing Capraines thinke of mee? and what would theſe , to whom I am 
onqueſt * mated —— os 6 ·7· them, now well 

approved, which I gaue them as yet untryed, and doubtfull? 

Ancafie reaſon (anſwereth Cr no »vLys.) Doe not diſquiet the patience of 
your Nobiliry with ſo great a nouelty. Let them keepe your gifts freely, as 
they were given : but as euery one doth leaue it, make a Succeſſor ypon new 
conditions. Let their gouernement be limited for z.yceres at moſt , neyther 
give them hope by proroging their dignity , that their names are rather chan- 
ged then their rule. Sicily will not feare Magiſtrates of ſhort continuat ce, and 
ambition wil greedily defire honours, though of momentany durance: So ſhall 
you divide your liberality amongſt moe; and your Provinces often falling 
void, you may prefcrre many, according to the ſtate of the times, and their 
owne deſert. 

If you can take from the Nobility the power and will of revolting by this 
cunning, they ſhall be much indebted to you: for, ng hee bee delivered 
from dangers , which might them vndet a and perfidious 
King. And the torrent of noble diſpoſitions ſhall be reduced to its pr 
channell, from theſe errours, into actions no leſſe valiant and marriall , 
much more iuſt, and not e to any kinde of and vertue. 
Marke from the oppolite ſhore a large Countrey, and that oftentimes has 
oppoſed Sicily. That Land once ſwell'd with a proud company of Caſtles, 
and Forts, and the Nobility were ſo great in faction and ſtrength, that they 
would make their Kings afraid ; which moſt commonly is an vnhappy kinde 
of power. What troubles did thee indure © our Sicly hath not ſuffered grea- 
ter: ſometimes the King, ſometimes the Nobility were forc'd to ſtoope, vn- 
till all their Caſtles were overthrown but one: the ſtrength of their Nobility 
was allo ſuppreſt by the variable devices of the times. Some dycd in warre, 
ſome in priſon, and others, the Head{-man offered as ſacrifices to the publike 
peace. The gods grant better, then that the bloud of our Nobility ſhould be 
ſo cheape. This you may prevent , if you will make them quiet , and your 
ſelte a King indeed: for fo, that cuſtome of conſpir — revolting thall 
goe out of vic, and true modeſty ſhall ſeeme burdenſome to none, where 
all obey alike. But fo long as any Rebell ſhall goe vnpuniſhed , the reſt 
will make a ſcorne of your enforced clemency, that you may vnderſtand, 
how all muſt cyther be reſtrayned by the like Law, or none will continue in 
their allegiance. 

Bur if cuer againe they ſhall thinke vpon new inſutrections. now aduiſe with 
your ſelte, what you ſhould doe to them. Take vpon your ſelſe, I ſay, the full 
power ; neyrher e in your friends that faithtull freedome, which now 
out of we vſe. Pethaps I alſo could haue counſelled you more fauou- 
rably, but that, ignorant of what will happen, l know not what they are, againſt

But after that he cntred the Ship hyred by Gz1.anoxvs, and launcht into 
the maine, he ceaſed not ro ſollicit and ſtirre vp the Mariners appointing them 
a time, in which if they could ſhew him the Sicilias ſhore, hee would 
their wages. The hope of a little gaine was a remedy for their idleneſſe; and 
vpon the nds bom Iland, Potraxcuvs willingly acknowledged the 
debt. Then began he to tremble at the contemplation of divers things; What 
gladneſſe or what griefe that Countrey could yeeld him; from thence hee 
ſhould tind life or death: with what danger hee had eſcaped from thence : 
what if the ſame ſtorme ſhould riſe againe? Forthwith when he thought vpon 
AxGnx1s,all dangers,and the terrible frownes of Fortune were clecred with 
a gladder confidence. 

Ic was a little Hauen, and ot no note, but for Fiſher-mens Cottages, twelue 
miles from Eee; bringing his ſhip to the ſhore, hee there landed, and in- 
tended to keepe private in a meane lane, as if he were Sea. ſicke, vntill he had 
ſent to Ax$s1vas.

Hut he 
could not goe aſide in the narrow way, and they had firſt ſaluted im: with æ 
bold confidence therefore, as a Trauellor and Stranger to Sicily, he teth 
of the laſt warre, and the manner of the victory. They relate the whole with 
a kind of ambition, as we viſe to commend our State in time of proſperity, a- 
mongſt Strangers : they did extoll two eſpecially Ravinozanss and Ax 
cnounnoOrtYs: for Axcuounnortysbadcutoff, in the head of Lyco n. 
, Whatſocuer did impoſtume by the diſeaſe in ficke Sicily. But Ravorno- 
»axxs ſhould have An onn1s, for the reward of his friendly helpe and cou- 
rage : for ſo the report did fly, and whartthey did belecue , they y told 
ittoGntanonyes, 2 

Hee turning from them as ſoone as he could, did caſt in his mind, amongſt 
the ſighes of his deepe ſorrow, whether hee ſhould relare this ro his Maſter. 
He did feare, that he would faint at the very newes of it. And againe, he did 
hope, that theſe miſcries becing not yet in their ſtrength, if they were telated 
in bebo, by his happy helpe and induſtry they might be cur done.

But becauſe 
Aus 104as had found Poitancavsemulation againſt Ra DO ANS, he al- 
tred the courſe of their ſpeech, to the civill warte againſt Lyc o 6» x xs,whoſe 
beginning Po 114 cuvs had made moſt fortunate, by raking the Kings part; 
then, by degrees, toRavinonantsand the Serdriniens, and 1 ro ieſt 
pretty openly of his folly : for he was a King of a moſt haughty carriage to- 
wards his owne people; which gaue occaſion for many to note in him a foo- 
liſh vainc-glory, and adulterate worth.

diſlike amongſt men ? O ſhamefull act / It is now the rich kind of hunting, to 
ſcarch out the inward thoughts of their Kings, which way they are enclined 
by nature or deſire; and then, without any regard to gods or men, highly to 
commend what they loue or affect; eithet that by ſympathy of manners and 
ſpeech, you may pleaſe them, or that you may diſſolue their baſhfulneſſe, and 
they may giue you thankes, that you have made the way pleaſing, leading to 
vice, and Pee n whi did forbid them before to try. 
Why ſhould wee wonder, that e a2 by the violent ride of flattery, 
whither they did themſclues before beleeue thoſe ſpeeches which on 

they doe heare ; eſpecially, no body ſupporting their downe-fall, to which 
ſo great violence doth caſt them? For ſuch wiſe men, whom they employ in 
their buſineſſe, doe cither feare to giue counſell in vaine,or know the phy ſicke 
ro be vnwelcome, though ic doth infuſe health; they adminiſter no helpe to 
ſuch wounds; or elſe they make a difference berweene the blemiſhes with 
which the King doth diſtaine himſclte, from thoſe with which he ouerthrow- 
eth the Common. wealth: and contented howſocuer to cure the common 
affaites, they reſtore not to the Prince his ſight, whercby he may condemae 
his owne miſery, and the deceit of latterers, Who, being about them, doe 
wiſely admoniſh Kings, if they be odious through auarice , if they neglect, by 
too much loue of hunting, the care of the Common - wealth; or with cxam. 
ples of luſt inte their age; ot by inconliderate beſtowing of their favours, 
make themſelues odious to the Commonal:y ? We labour alſo to diſtaine 
the name of vertues, by theſe vices z they are called, Prouident care, Cuſtome 
to labour, Courtſhip, and Libetality t neither onely thoſe vices, bur lighter 
doe grow ripe by theſe falſe inventions: yea, when they doe any thing wiſely, 
they find ſuch famed and exorbitant praiſcs, that ofrentimes (beleeve me, my 
friends) for ſhame, which no body ellc was guilty of, my cycs(ouer-charged) 
could not endure to ſee. I perceived them neither to be aſhamed of their - 
uiſh deceir j nor the Princes to ſcorne, thus reproachfully to bee deluded. 
How much dothrhis Play differ from a Comedy; when in both places you 
praiſe thoſe to their face, whom to your ſelfe you ſcornfully laugh at, as vaine 
aud childiſmiy decciued? that except the gods had giuen a greater Cen to

© turcs, in the habit of a Merchant. Por 1axcavs trembled, 
and that courage of minde which no dangers, no cnemies 
had danted, fayled him, thinking that hee was to goero Arcexrs.

But if 
youthinke humane conditions to be diſpoſed by ber, which otherwiſe had 
fayled, and to be diſtributed according to the deuotion of the Suppliant; now 
then it is not Fortune, if you vaderſtand, with the common people, by this 
name, that Neity which ſuffcreth the ſtate of man to be turned, not by aduice, 
but by caſualty.

He Maſter of the Ship did twice int this large Diſcourſe, 
warning AD that the Ships ſtaid in an ill time; giuing 
therefore thankes to the Prieſt for his paynes, and ſage aduice, 
hee gave him more money to buy other Beaſts for Sacrifices, 
which ſhould be offered the next day to the goddeſſe for their 

olperous journey : and the Prieſt leading him to the ſhore, he went on ſhip- 
þoord : and paſſing by Latium with a favourable winde, hee reached the E- 
trurian Sca, which, neete dhe ſhore, is full of deepe, but not dangerous paſſi- 
pes. They came then vpon the coaſt of Lyguria, When they might ken a farre 
off many ſhips, which ſeemed like little Cloudes, or farte- diſtaat Rockes; af. 
ter they ſayledneerer, the Pilote told him, that he thought they were men of 
warte, or Pyrates which robbed about thoſe Coaſts, that the ſafeſt courſe 
for them, was, to make to the ſhore , though vnknowne. But the ſteepe and 
high Clyſſes kept them from landing, ro which the ſhip could not approch 
berweene the Shelues; neyther, if you could haue come neere, could you 
finde any way to aſcend the Clyſſes. While therefore the Mariners ſtand in 
a ſtudy, and ſticke berweene two dangers, the Gallies which were ſent out 
had cocloſed them. Ars 1 Þ as wanted not ſpirit to defend himfelfe , but 
the fearcfull Mariners forthwith ſhewed the condition of Sea- men. If they 
ſtood vpon their owne defence, they muſt expect nothing but death: but if 
they yeelded vp their Ship by ſtriking Say le, they might expeR more friend- 
ly dealing; becauſc they were taken by lawfull Souldiers , they ſhould ſuffer 
little preiudice by yeelding : bur if they were Pyrates, they would onely be 
3 with goods, and good words. This, the Mariners and Ship-men te- 

carſed to An51 vas, who, by reaſon he was ſlacke in yeelding , themſelues 
ſtrucke Say le of their one accord: and raking in their Oares, they ſtayd the 
pleaſure of theſe wafting towards them. * 

But when the contrary Gallies had grappled with the Ship , they begin in 
gentle rermes to inquire, what they were, and whither they were bent? The 
Mariners related all things truely, how they came our of Gretre_, and were 
layling ro Atarſelles, being hyred by a Stranger; and they ſhewed Axt. 
Now, he anſwering more doubtfully vpon their demands, as one that knew 
not to whom hee ſhould ſpeake, ſcemed to be miſtruſtfull of them:

great triumph. 

In this happineſſe, he ruled three yeeres after Coumrn von his death, 
vnder his Fathers authority, Bu 170M an xs confirming what ſocuer he com- 
manded: from him did the Magiſtrates and Souldiers receiue their charge; the 
Noble- men were promoted, or if they deſerued, diſplaced by him. In him 
Tinas ſettled her reſt, and in him alone counted her ſelfe happy both a- 
broad and at home. She had had only three children , the eldeſt Couurn- 
don made away at Nurce; As T 10n 1$STzs was the ſecond Sonne,who 
brought ſafety to his Family; the third was a Daughter, ſix ycetes younger 
than As r10x 15T25; the gods haue preſerued her hitherto, ſhe liueth vnpatal- 
eld for beauty and vettue; wee call her Cra rAtA. In theſe two children 
did Tru put all her felicity : and now the forgetſulneſſe of paſt cala- 
mities poſſeſſed all; when As rio altered the courſe, I chinke, by the 
Fates appointment: he determined to trauell, without any traine or compa- 
nions, with a deſite to know what Countries and what men were out of France:

Calling theretore togethet the Nobles, who admired the ſtrangeneſie of 
his new intended voyage, hee told them, that for a while hee would leaue his 
parents and his Kingdome to their protection That he had made his vowes

But whenwe ſtrongly oppoſed his 
reſolution, & mingled ſighes and teares with our prayers; he ſeemed willingly 
to be petſwaded, that giuing vs hope of ycelding to our requeſts, we might hot 
ſo carneſtly and violently intreate him. But ſuddenly the ſame night hee left 
the Court, having onely one Companion in his ſecret and dangerous iour- 


ney, which was the Sonne of CaxorisrvsandSicauern, whom he had of 


a long time made partaker both of his ſports and more ſetious affaires. Al- 
though they lately returned, it is not yet knowne whither they went, where 
they liued, what dangers they paſſed, ot what thcir actions were, they are ſo 
truſty and ſectet in concealing their travels. Then how wee ſtood amazed 
through feare and grictc ! What did the people thinke ? How did the Nobles 
looke, aſtet it was knowne that Asrroxrstes was gone ? Men went as if 
they were lunaticke, ſcarching all waics & Ports, if any where they could find 
him, or ſtop his paſſage.

d now not the Captiues onely, or the Souldiers, 
but many ot the Saylers were at their reſt, There 
was one only, the Maſter of the Admirall, who ſuſ- 
peed much the weather, and the nature of the 
Cliftes which lye aſide from Ligaria, beeing well 
experienced, that they are accuſtomed to caſt 
downe with great violence from the tops of their 
high. diuided Hills, great ſtormes of wind & raine, 
with ſuddaine guſts into the Sea. He warned there. 
fote the Mariners to be watchfull, and being care- 
full in all ſeaſons, he verily expected ſome enſuing danger. About midnight 
the weather changed, when the wind did riſe from the Mountaines, which 
laying at the firſt with a kind of whiſtling, with the gables of the Maſts of the 
hips, made rhe calme Sea afterwards to ſwell, and by the thickneſſe of the 
Clouds, ro darken the Skie, The Mariners began to hinder one the other by 
their ſudden baſte;and making an outcry among themſclues, with the roarin 
of the Sea, they ſeemed to ſecond the winds terrour.Gov 11x was — 
and he might ſce by the Maſter of the Ship his countenance, how _—_— 
were to great danger. And now one began roaduiſe, & euery one to cõ - 
that the hurly- butly ot fuch as were vnskilfull in Sea. buſines, was like to bring 
no leſſe danger than the ſtorms violence. The waues growing black, by caſting 
vp thick ſand in the depth of the darkſome night, could not be ſeene, but when 
with a fierce encounter,daſhing, as it were, the enraged water againſt the ſhips 
ribs, it flew vp like ſparkles, and then fell downe againe : onely the foming 
of the Seas frorh ſhined in the darke, which often, with a moſt fearctull rage, 
beating ouer the ſides of the Ships, gave light in the midſt of the Deckes. They 
durſt not truſt ro their Anchors, becauſe they had not roome to / with the 
fury of the waues: then another feare troubled them, leſt theit Galleys ſhould 
fall foule, their gables fayling. At length, the ftorme exceeded the Mariners 
Skil; for they could neither ſtay their courſe, nor caſt anchor. They began torun 
whither the winds violence draue them, leauing ſome ſay les to the ſayle- yard, 
by which the Ships, in thoſe vnconſtant ſurges, might be ſme what poyſod. 
The night thus ſpent, the next day was nothing fairer, being darkned with 
violent ſtormes, and the vgly ſhape of imminent danger. The temptſtuous 
fury continued the night following; but when the day appeared, theftrengrh 
of the ſtorme waxed weaker : and now they knew not the Coaſt nor the Stas 
and taking a view of their Nauy, they complained, that the beſt part was 
ſing, or caſt away. But when they were ſomewharaſluredof their ſaſety, 
they had leiſure to thinke of other r them; they began 
p to 
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Gola hadtold him that Pot1ancnys was bertt for Sicily, yet he fear 
leſt being weather-beatcn,he would caſt anchor in ſame Hauen, or ſayle mote 
flowly,yntill the time were expired,in which A ots ſhould looke for him. 
While he was in theſe meditations, and almoſt chiding ripe with Gon 1as 
for his vnfortunate ſtay, which hindred him in his vayage ro Potitancey ys, 
the Mariners bring word, how they thought they had deſcried Land, which 
ſeemed a farre off l:ke Clouds or adarke miſt. Wharfgeuer it were, Cox x14; 
commanded them to ſhape their courſe that way. When they had rowed 
with all their might, about noone they teoke in ſome, whom they had {cnt af- 
ter the Tempeſt, to ſcowre the Seas, and diſcouer what the ſtorme had done, 
and where they were. By theſe they are affured, that they touch on Africa, 
but that the Coaſt was dangerous, by reaſon of the ſhelues that were covered; 
and that Nadia was not farte off. There was at hand a Harbour not much 
frequented, and doubrfull whether there were ſafe riding fortheir Fleet: but 
neceſſuy made them tunne that hazzard, andrhinke it [ater than the Seas ty- 
randy. They therefore that had beene ſent before to diſcouet the Coaſt, led 
them the way to ſhore ; and leauing a few with their ſhips, who ſhould ga- 
ther togethcr the diſpetſed Fleer, by the great mercy of the gods, all that 
wereablent of Goxn1ay his Nauy, came in be fore night: ſo that in this gteat 
Tempeſt, all was well, all ate, and uo ſhip loſt. And the Inhabitants there- 
abours moſt ciuilly relicued them, with dryed fiſhes, and ſuch ptouiſion as 
their pouetty accuſtomed them to cate themſelues. 

But the Rorme fauoured not the Fleet which Pozrancuys bimfcife led.

And ſhe her ſelfe met him as 
hee was comming nigh to the Court. The remembrance of his former cout 
teſie, and the neceſſitie of his pteſent ayde, which ſhoe did expect from him, 
made her double her courteous intertainement. She diſcourſed with him; as 
if hee had beene her ſonne; but that ſhe added reverence to her kinde ſpee- 
ches. Neyther did hee ill deſerue it, being ſo humble towards che Queene, 
and behauing himſelſe with ſo well. faſhioned modeſty, that all the company 
with applauſe did in their beſt wiſhes commend them to the gods, as mother 
and ſonne. And there were ſome appoynted on the ſhore to intertaine his 
Captaines and Souldicrs. They were by all moſt friendly welcomed. 

The common cry of the Hanritanians was, that there were Forrainers 
come, nothing allyed to rhe Afficaut, deſiring no pay, which would defead 
them againſt danger with their one bloud. They rhercfore welcomed them 
comming , and euery one fairely intreated the Strangers, and met them at

That if it ſnall happily ſuccced, although it may be ſome preiudice, as in all 
other dangers, rag wid neceſhrous feare may ſerue to leuy Subſidies, without 
queſtioning the people. And, as things harſh and vnpleaſing to vs at firſt, by 
cuſtome ate reconciled; ſo, being accuſtomed , they will, by little and little, 
ſuffer the whole matter to depend vpon the will of their Prince; vndoubtedly 
to the great benefit of the people the mſelues, whom the ſhaddo of liberty 
had oftentimes wronged. (I 

I know (replycth Hr ax 1s» x) :thikrhis would be very aduantagious to my 
ſc|fr,and my fonne,if I could gaine this prerogarie to our ſelues. But this al- 
tetation will neuet be brought ampongft the le without danger; and now 
worſt of all, vhen they ſhould be againft their enemies; and for- 
teine broyles threatening ſufficiently, without ciuill diſſention. I ſhould fight 
bettet for Rap 1no2 axrsthen he could for himſelſe with his whole army; for 
I ſhould incenſethe aſſection of the Aawritaniany againſt me, & reconcile them 
to him.

And the King 
likewiſc ſhal do nothing that may hurt his ſubic by ſtrict or ſtrange cuſtomes, 
expecting nothing ftõ them by harſh or rigorous dealing. Theſe are the moſt 
religious bands, which ioyne the King and Subiect together, and protecteth 
the flouriſhing gouerument from injury and . 

But yet there ineed of Treaſure, to ſupporr the daily expences of the 
Court; and Strangers iudge of the ſtrength and wealth of a — 9 the 
Royall prouiſions bt their King. Whar are their Gariſons : What, will you 
ſay, their Nauy / There is ſcarcely any Sea ſo deepe as to drone wealth, 
And we find theſe things to be true by experience. But I think there are Lawes 
made by no Subiects ſotraire for their Kings, as not to allow them ſofficient 
meanes to ſupport the Title and Honour of theif Orownes. They have great 
revenues, and with goodcere-raking, ſafficientrs'aſcerraite their Digaty : 
and alſo great Impoſts, rented by the Cuſtomers, at a great ate. They haue 
alſo many other priviledges, which are not the ſame in all Coumtries. This 
Treaſure, this wealth may ſuſſioe a King for his Stute, it he will rule alone, and 
not call vpalmoſt into his Throne; . hee violetifly or 
ſeruilely affecteth.

[ heare alſo in Countries which are moſt patient of impoſitions, the Kings 
doe leſſe prevaile by this ſeruility, than you can belecue : for this eaſie gathe- 
ring of money from the people, doth by lirrle & lirtle overthrow the Crowne 
Lands, and whatſoever is the Kings own inheritance : for the ancient Crowne 
Lands begin to be neglected, as ſtrait and laborious, and like the fortunes of 
uare men; afterwards to be deuided amongſt Fauoutites, to be pawned,and 
he and (old, cither by true or fraudulent Contrads. So Kings doe loſs 
the moſt lawfull meanes of living from their yeerely revenue, and appoint 
another, like to rapine ; and not ſo much increaſing as changing their reue- 
nue, they inſult like Conquerours, 

Finally , whether ſhall you diſtinguiſh lawfull Kingdomes — cruelty 
of Tyraats, if on both ſides the Subiects ſhould enioy their meanes but at other 
mens pleaſute? and the whole wealth ſometimes of poore men talen out of 
their empticd houſes, ſhould be offered to ſale by the common Crier? Nei- 
ther doe I procure an ill opinion by the relation of a vaine dreame , if they 
ſpeake truth who haue trauclled in Countries ſubiect to Kings in the like ſort: 
for what is exacted from them, man by man, as it is of light account to the 
wealthy; yet it ſo ouerchargeth the Counttey people, and the meaner fort of 
Husbandmen, that it may leave them neither food, nor a bed whereon to reſt 
their oppreſſed limbes. What harder meaſure could they expect from a con- 
quering Enemy ? 

This hard ſpeech an Comminalty, moued Por ia nc avs. Hin- 
dring therefore Hyax1 :»n's diſcourſe, be thus began: I could haue wiſhed, 
great n, that ſuch, by whom the report of Impoſitions came to your cares, 
had not deliuered with malicious brevity ſo obſcure a thing, but vſed a direct 
and plaine relation, which ſhould haue abſolued as well the King, as the nature 
of the Tribute and Toll. For Kings haue neuer the thought to ſhew theſe ex- 
amples of cruelty which you ſpeak of. But if the Treaſurers or Iudges do ſome- 
times more hardly exact what is in their charge; or if ſuch wholeuy the rates 
by the head, what cuery man ooght to pay, ſhall deale vniuſtly with any, ſhall 
we therfore blame Kings and Subfidics? And will you for this cauſe rake away 
the finewes of the State, which conſiſt in ſuch Taxes: Be it ſo: ſuppoſe they are 
in blame which arc choſe, in rating of the valnation of cucry mans private 
goods; and ſay farther, that the O doe ſtraine their office in diſtraining 
goods; and blame, if you pleaſe, the King vader whom theſe Lawes ate 
o ctuell: yet this power of the King ſhall be nothing the more vnlawfull; I 
meane this Law of ceſſing Subiects, of which we no treate, except the thing 
it ſelfe be vnlawfull, and the Law and power, becauſe we vſe it not lawfully, 
and they loſe their nature, according to the good or bad diſpoſition of thoſe to 
whom they are committed in charge. What if the Subiect will beſtow a ſub- 
ſidy vpon you? You will ſay, there is nothing more lawtull. But if in the gathe- 
ring of it, as it doth often happen, there is ſome hard or *

this power vna y. and quarrelland vrge an enemy without due conſide- 
ration, how much more hurrfull ſhallthis bee to the people, than any 
exaction of Impoſitions ? Notwithſtanding, 6 Queene, you cannot t 
deny this power of raiſing Souldicrs to be moſt lawtull, becauſe we may vn. 
iuſtly vſe that power, as it is already proued : From whente wee mayſee, that 
the Lawes themſelues are not to be wdged good ot bad, according to the 
honeſty ot corruption of Officers. 

You ſaid, that Princes would endeuour by modeſt carriage and good deeds, 
that in reward of their verrues, theſe Subiecti might freely beſtow theſe Subſi- 
dies on them. Y ou know not what Kings the Subietsdoe moſt honour : how 
often they diſlike faire courſes, and loue to bedeluded with adulterate vertue; 
and faire-ſceming vice, that at laſt their aſſections may ſwarue from the gene- 
rall good. So that the vulgar ſort muſt be flattered, and buſineſſe vnderraken 
according to their deſires, that they may reward their Princes for their 
Regall office. By this reward, they ſhall remoue authority ; and by the ſame 
reward, grow riotous and periſh. It would go there fore ill with the world, if 
Kings ſhould defire to pleaſe the multitude, and not good men. 

Moſt doe thinke thoſe waters to be made the mare wholſome, where you 
draw daily out of the wells, which if they are let ſtand, they engendet diſeaſes: 
the power and the will of the common people are of the like condition; by 
the continuance of labour they grow ſtronger, and hate idleneſſe by reſt and 
eaſe they waſte and conſume : Can you therefore deny thoſe incitements to 
be moſt neceſſary, which ſtirrerhemvp roamoſtplentifulldiligence in all good 
courſes,and reſtraine them from floth and idleneſſe? But there are no ſharper 
ſpurtes to this, than theſe continuall payments to their Prince: becauſe, if 

or the loue of idleneſſe, they had rather liue ſparingly ,and Qrhbeir atrire, 
than by labour to gaine wealth, they ſhould not therefore be ; bur ſuch 
as will neglect the care of their owne buſineſſe, ſhould be forced to labour for 
the King, or rather, for their Countrey, by which they may gaine whar is ex- 
acted from them againſt their wills: io that while they are conſtrained to la- 
bout for the profit of others, they will be accuſtomed allo to worke: far their 
owne need. And this cuſtome will inure them better to worke; than their 
wants, or their duty to the Prince. From hence Trades and handicrafts ſhall 
flouriſh, and their minds and bodies want no : andthis induſtric 
will not onely make the Countrey rich and plentiſull, but ſtrong and manly : 
by this meanes alſo, the rude and ruſticke people, the Countrey d-men 
and plow-men, being tamed by their daily labour, and canſideration of their 
owne eſtate, will vnderſtand, that they are borne to ſubhicct themſelues, and 
not to rule: ho, here thoſe Tribuccs are not ordinary, or vnder the power 


and authority of their King, to exerciſe their i * teſractory, ar 
4 dee rexand the ae For 
euer, ſuch ho are not exerciſed ro g e, giue the reynes icenci 
ouſnes; as a Field for want of tillage, which you are amid to weare out by 
ſowing graine, ſhall be preſently aucrrunne with yap! weedes. 

But imagine, that there were Lawes which did putiſh negligence and idle- 


wy 
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Comminalty : While the people ſhall be ſummoned, and they fit in their e- 
— : ̃ — Tm tedious 
proceedings; oportunity is many times overſlipe es, or the 
miſchieſe vncureable, which might haue beene ſtopped by preſent ſupplics. 
Why doubt you ( to acknowledge by this preſent occaſion, how 
iuſtly I may complaine ot theſe Cuſtomes / your Enemy is vpon your coaſts. 
and warres are maintained no leſſe by Treaſure than by Sword. But becauſc 
the Enemy will invade you ſooner than the people can ſupply you, meanes 
will be wanting, by which you maintaine your Army, and gather freſh forces 


out of your neighbour Countrey. 
ometimes, not onel — to Kings, but alſo pri- 


uate, which muſt not be diſcouered, and yer can hardly be conccaled, while 
this money is to be raiſed. Would you inuade an vnprepared Enemie, or gaine 
from him on a ſudden, what he had taken from you; Is it expedient that hee 
or any of your — ſhould vnderſtand your policie ? Will you there. 
fore diſcouer the ſecret of your intentions, while you demand ſufficient means 
from your Subic&s for this buſineſſe, and call a Parliament ? then you ſhall 
alſo ſpend in vaine the — Hugs your attempts. Vet, if, as you ſhould, you 
ſhall keepe this enterpriſe to your ſelſe, what reaſon may you alledge to 
the people, of demanding their ayde / What if they be back ward, how ſhall 
they be forced: Or doe you thinke your neigh Countries will not 
be icalots, and ſuch whom it doth moſt concerne, will bee ſleepy and negli - 
gent; whom you _ yet haue deceiued by your accuſtomed authority 
of raiſing Subſidies, which had not beene with this noyſe and rumour of the 
people: The very fame of this Parliament which you gather together out of 
all Provinces, and which cannot be concealed, doth cauſe them to ſuſpect, and 
more narrowly looke to themſelues. 

But if, as it doth often happen, there ſhall be diſagreement between the Sub. 
ieQs and the King, if they ſhall ſecke ro diſpleaſe him by contempt or hatred 
and ſhall negleR his courſes, though iuſt and lawfull, what ſhall then be done: 
Even as ſome vnskiltull Fencers, who while they ayme to ſtrike their enemy, 
doe knocke themſelues with the ſame blow: ſo the Subiects, while they in- 
tend ill to their odious King, draw the ſame miſchiefe ypon themſelues and 
their Countrey, by denying relicte,which the affaircs of the Common-weale 
doe n | uire. | 3 

Why then doe wee make the Kingly Gouerument, which they themſelues 
acknowledge the beſt, who dare not make triall, to be weaker than that, which 
any where a Senate does beate? For truely, in Countries where they are go- 
verned by a Senate, the people are not called to counſell, or r ed, whe. 
ther they are willing or able to ayde the Common wealth with their Treaſuret

This is a very tare, and (if it hapaeth an execeding ſhort inlury; when this 
fault falleth vpon Kings onely, that hea it vp in ther Exchequer : and it is 


2 Vice ſo different from the Genize of a — that rwo' ſucceeding in one 
Race, haue ſcarcely beene infected with this ifeaſe; Bur ſuch who are im- 
moderate amongſt them, both in exacting and liberall giving, although the 
hurt many in this exceſſiue deſire, yet this is ſome eaſe for the common mil- 
chiefe, that as the Ocean recciucth into her boſome the leſſer ſtreames and Ri- 
vers, and payeth the Earrhagaine with dewy exhalations and ſhowres of raines 
ſo-Princes,by the Nobility whom they fauour, do diſperſe into the Common- 
wealth whatſoeuer they had ſuckt vp. Although therefore it is much auaile- 
able for the peace of the Weale publike, that Princes ſhauld not tetpt the af- 
fections of their Subiects by exceſſiecxactions. yer if you ſtul truely conſider, 
. . —— wh 
the Kings pleaſure is i j on hi uch who 
haue — themſelues to this patience. So chat moſt often the pam- 
pred fatnes of the people and the apprehenſion of too much liberty, are grea- 
ter enemies to the peace of tho Commoa-wealth, than the ſharpe rigor of 
Princes who haue ſhewed greater ſeuetity. 

Hyan1s2n wasaſhamed to confeſſe that ſhe was ſo ſuddenly altred in her 
opinion: for Po1.14ncuvs had eaſily petſwaded her, that they were ptiui- 
ledges due to Princes. In milder language therefore, and lightly tefuting what 
ſhe had heard, by little and little (he was of the ſame opinion; and by the per- 
ſwaſion of Pot1ancurs, ſhe 8 deuiſeth ſecrer meanes to gaine that 

riviledge. She commanded the chiefe Officers of her gręat City of Lixa to 
ſent Br. and making a briefe relation of the danger of the warre,which was 
nigh at hand, ſhe required them, that they would preſently furniſh her out of 
their City Treaſure, with an hundred Talents. They inſtantly obcyed her, 
being ſufficiently dra ne to all obedience by the terrour of danger; and their 
— heerein was moſt happy, becauſe within two dayes, the money 
brought in, mooued other Cities, by their example, to the like care of the 
Weale like; andthe occaſion of their liberality and largeſſe was doubled, 
by reaſof of the Queehes Birth-day, which did luckily then fall out. That day, 
though in'ſo great a ſtorme, was honoured with no leſſe obſeruance than in 
times of peace; yet they went a renelling in the City and Campe, and dranke 
crowned ſo that before night, Gazanozys, who had the charge of the 
Watch for that night, ſends word to Po ria cus, that hee not rule

no preſently landing moſt of his Souldiers, and imagining the City 
not able to withſtand the ſuddaine terrour of his nit hes aided his 
Campe into ſeuerall quarters, ſome to mam the ſhore, and others to aſſault the 
Towne, and ſcale the walls. But the libe dread and fortune did not poſſeſſe the 
Africans and French which wete in tlic as the Mariners and Sea · for- 
ces. Gulanonys a RI Sea-ſhore, cauſed the Souldi- 
ers to be wakened, and Alarme :ſleepe had made ſome of them freſh, 
and danger others. He hauing pur his Souldiers in array in their Trenches, lea- 
uing them to the command of Ma eite: (who was leader of the (tau 
an forces) aſſayleth with his French the Enemy, being now ſecure of a cerraine 
victory. After Raums vnderſtood that ſome of the enemies did yet 
ſtand vpon their owne defence, and finding that the inconvenience of time 
and place, at an vnſeaſonable time of night, would — dangerous to forrai. 
ners and ſtrangers, cauſed a Retreat; thinking that he had day enough, becing 
maſter at Sea, to haue landed his men at his firſt arriuall; and hee promiſed to 
himſelfe an eaſie victory the next day, beeing 3 that hee was to deale 
with Por ia us and the French Troupes. Kauen 5 likewiſe, 
contented to haue beaten backe the Enemy from the City and their Tents, 
did not labour to breake in ypon their quarters, and refrained from attempring 
any thing that night, eſpecially without the preſence and privity of the King. 
The next morning, Po lia cuvs, who was aſhamed for the laſt nights o- 
uerſight,called a Councell of French & Mauritenians : there complaining, that 
there was a military offence cõmitted by thoſe which ed the Sea, he cau- 
ſeth all the French which had left the Nauy, to be before him vnarm'd, 
and cuery renth man, by caſting lots, to ſuffer for his fault. And the like was the

But the approching battell turned this oonſuſed courſe of his thoughts into 
choler.

of the French and Mauritanian made their wills when the Army was ready to 
giue battell; they were ſo confident, not oncly to conquer, but to ſhare the 
ſpoyles. Vpon the Allarme giuen, the Archers gaue the firſt charge; but the 
ries ruſhing together more violently than their Leaders were willing, the 
whole body ioyned : ſo that the Archers and Slingers are made vnneceſſary, 
ſcarcely a place left for the Pike-men,and the Horſe could hardly turne in theit 
Troupes. So all being violent at the firft ſhocke, yer none equalled the power 
and courage of Por ia cus; although Ravinos ans, ſtrong in emulation, 
gaue teſtimony of his valour ; and many gained the great applauſe of their 
Captaincs, either by their one wounds, ot the death of their enemies: many 
innocent people fuffered for the fury of a few ; and which is the moſt pittifull 
miſchieſe of warres, they did not fight and kill men for hatred and wrong

the King vnable to gouerne him, being ſiffe-necked , and er thenr

In the meane time, the troupes of Horſe, by Potrancuvs his command, 
retyred towards the Towne, with an intent to goe directly thither; ſuch of 
Ra »1inozansys his Souldiers as were about him in this hurly-burly, ſlipped 
away from him, and be leeued in this feare, that he had beene with them. Be- 
ing therefore alone, and farre diſtant from his owne Companies, he altred the 
ſierceneſſe of his courage, into exceſſiue aſtoniſhment : W he ſhould la- 
bour in vaine to eſcape, being incompaſſed by ſo many enemies? or rather 
ſaue his life by yeelding © or aduenture his life in a dangerous and vnequall 
fight, ſeeing there was little hope of ranſome it he ſhould be taken priſoner? 
He looking backe to his owne Colours, which were farre remoucd fromhim: 
What, ſhould he retyre by little and little? Then his Enemies would cauiron 
him round about. | 
While he ſtandeth in doubt; while in his furious rage he curſeth his hard 
fortune; the in the meane time increaſed, and the troupe wherein he 
was enuyroned, had marched to the very Gates of the City; and the onely 
meanes left for his ſafery, was to counterfeit himſelfe one of Por 1ancuvs 
his Souldiers. And this was a gregt helpe to his guile : In the beginning 
of the skirmiſh, that hee might the freer execute the office of a Commander 
and a Souldier, he left off his Princely Robes, his purple Caſſocke, his gilded 
Helmet, and the other markes of honour which hee had deliuered ro MIG 
Lot ruin. So be entred the Enemies fortifications, as yet in a ſecure con- 
cealement, with three hundred of Po Tl 1ancuvs his horſemen. But whither 
ſhould he then goe? All the Souldiers had their ſeuerall lodgings and inter- 
tainement. Now, if hee ſhould put hirnſelfe vnder any priuate Company, he 
could not conceale himſelfe amongſt a few, though armed hee had deluded 
many: yet it he ſhunned all mens ſociety, what were it, but to betray himſelſe 
by ſuſpicious ſolitatineſſee 3 
So hon therefore as theſe few troupes did ſtand about the Market-place, 
(for they were there gathered together, to receiue their charge from their 
Captaines) he was cafily ſecure by helpe of the multirude.

0 [D PD feare, ſo the ſtrength of his Horſe increaſed his hope, whom 

Y by his voy ce, and ſtirring of the reynes, he would oft incou- 
rage to his beſt indeuours. The waters coping neyther way, 
made their voyage more eaſie : for they were ſtill waters, and 


then more then viually calme, as being no winde ſtirring : yet 
the Horſe now began more indure water, and ſeemed to faint ; when 
in the middeſt of rhe flovds, hi ds, which ſomewhar ſtopped them, did 


opporrunely caſe the neceſſity of their ſwimming. Hee ſtood therefore weary 
with 7 water, and being but breſt- high, as if hee wondred at his 
labour, he eaſed himſelte by raking breath. But the King, fearing leſt his Horſe 
ſhould waxe ſtiffe after reſt, being ouer· toyled with much motion, gaue him 
but ſhort time to breathe, and ſpurred him into the Lake, while his ioynts 
were yet ſupple. The ftirring of his body was ſufficient to teach the luſty 
Horſe: and the waves, and his ſtrayning to ſwimme, deferring his death, he 
lived till he came to the fartheſt ſhore. Then fainting, ſcarcely ſtaying till the 
King could alight without a fall, hee ſtretched himſelte out vpon the Sand. 
But Rawino»anss trembling at the greatneſſe of fore - paſt danger, that hee 
had eutred into the Enemies City, and made an eſcape from thence , thorow 
2 vaſt Lake, and dangers almoſt more terrible then death ir ſelfe, was now 
perplexed with a freſh feare , and ſuſpected leſt he ſhould be purſued by Wa- 
tet and Land, and eyther ſuffer captiuity or death: for his Campe was farre 
diſtant from the banke-fide of the Lake. But this was his comfort, that

They frared that hee was eyther flayne or taken 
Priſoner. They were alſo ready to fall foule one with the other, who ſhould 
haue beene with the King, who ſhould haue him, at lcaſt, who 
ſhould haue beene able to haue brought certaine newes of him: bur eſpe- 
cially the common ſort of Souldiets, whether through griefe and affe ction 
to their loſt Prince, or elſe growne outragious, neglecting the command of 
their Captaines, whoſe authority had vpon the King, left all or- 
detly diſcipline; ſome ſearched the wandring Fields, if by chance hee had 
ſtray ed that way, to finde him; calling him by his name. Many by lighting 
Torches, returned in ſearch, where the bloudy fight was, viewing the fa- 
ces of the dead bodies, and there fearing to finde what they ſought for.

Vt as ſoone as the day did breale, determining to 
anſwere the iniury with blowes, and not words, 
| he'ſcrs his Army in Bartell array, giuing Hy a- 
| n1222 Warning before-hand, that ſhee ſhould 
let none come into the Gates of the City at the 
time of the Battell, and that he made no queſti- 
on of the Victory: but if any of his Souldiers 
ſhould fly out ot the Field, he would not haue 
ber receiue them within the Walls. He never 
ſeemed more cheerefull to the Souldicrs : with 
an affable; ſpeech addreffing himſelfe to cuery 
one of them, he ſhewed the French, what honour awaited them for ayding 
of Hran1s33 ; he incenſed the Manritaniant with hatred of the Ty- 
rant Ra DIMO ANAG, who ſought the ſubuerſion of their State and religion. 
He told them, how they were wealthy, and that Sardinia was faſt by; 
which, ſaith hee, we ſhall haue at our meray, as Ravinor ants did thinbe to 
haue Africa, if we ſhall now be Conquero 


ts. Theſe words indeed pur cou- 
rage in them all, but more the cheereſull countenance of the ſpeaker. Neither 
was Ravinozanms backward inanimatirig his Souldicrs, promiſing to them 
great rewards in this victory. For he theretore belecued that Pot 1rancuys 
was AnG+ 1s Love, becauſe he was ſgearneſt to fight, as if hee would pre- 
ſently reuenge the meſſage ſent the day before: if he could therefore kill him,

Proud with the great hope heereof, he aduanceth his Troupes ſet in array 
toward Po11arcuys now comming.

The 
more therefore their care was; the Citizens mingled their hope with greater 
feare ; the old men could not be kept backe from the walls of the City; nor 
the howling women, with their children in their Armes, whom, poore inno- 
cents, they ſhewed to the gods, praying them that the enemy might not haue 
power ouer their tender bodies.

were a man, hee ſhould accept the challenge, to try the fortune of the Battell 
hand to hand. This voyce often doubled, and from one to another, 
maſtred the fearefull and confuſed tumult of the Combatants and dying peo- 
ple; and at length came to Ra Df. cares, who had laboured with the 
like vnquiet defire, whom this alone made aſhamed, that he had not firſt chal« 
lenged, He quickly left all other conflicts, and without delay haſtened a- 
gainſt his Enemie. Africa it ſelfe had not ſeene Lions and Serpenrs moved 
with ſo great fury : yet they ſtopped their willing hands for à ſhort par- 
ley : andfirſtPortancuvs ſaid ; Art thou come, wretched Theefe : re- 
cciue now puniſhment for all thy miſchiefe : thou ſhalt not now-eſcape my 
hands, not though thy mother had made thy body leſſe penetrable then A- 

c#111ns Was, Loffer to thee, deare Miſttis, this Sac riſice, if you will accept of 

ſo vile an oblation. Ra DI AOA replyes, Att thou at length come our of 

thy Nurcery, moſt effeminate Louet ? But a Souldiers death ſhall make amends 

for thy cffeminate life. Doubt not therefore like a man to offer thy ſelſe to my 


fury. 

Neither of chem had patience toanſwer theſe reproachſull tts and fury, 
which was wont to breathe courage, growing exceſſiue and had 
almoſt weakned their ſtrength; yet they encounmtted with theit Horſes and 
Lauaces, with no leſſe fury chen if a whirke-wind bad daſhed two Rockes one 
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r that time fell without harme, and their 

Hotſes, although t at that ſhocke, yer were not vnuſcfull for 
te teſidue of the Combat. Reyning therefore their Horſes about, each of them 
ſpent their Darts freely one on the other, which were likewiſe taken on theit 
Targets. Each of them had yet one Darr lefr, and, that that might not bee be- 
towed in vame, they diligently watched their beſt oportunity by their eyes & 
hands. Ar h,Ravinozan ns thought it the ſafeſt courſe ro ſtrike thorow 
his enemies Horſe ; which that it might nor goe vnteuenged, Po tlas 
likewiſe woundeth his in the head. Then both of them fearing the fall of their 
Horſes, or their vntuly madneſſe in the inftant of death, as it were by conſent, 
they both alight, and ſnatching their Pole-axes which hung by their ſaddle- 
bowes, they fell afreſh to the Combare. Bur they were parted by the piety of 
their Souldiers : the two Armies of the French & Sardinians came betwixt their 
fury : when both ofthem did much diſlike thoſe ſuccours : at length, with 
much adoe, not without often commands from their Princes, they departed, 
andleft the Field to the two combating Kings, who beeing yet without hurt, 
leauing their Pole-axes, they held their Bucklers in the left hand, and their 
Speares in the right.Rav1 nos ax ns firſt came on, whole blow Port IAA 
auoyding, with a more ſteady thruſt, wounded Ravrnos arms deeply in the 
ſide. Then they drew their ſwords, clozing often fo together, that they might 
ſtrike one the other in the face or breſt with the hilts of their Swords, No 
part of their body, no rivets in their Harneſſe were left vnttyed. Feare ſeized 
all, and then pitty, to ſeerwo Kings of ſo great courage to indanger them- 
ſelves, their Souldiers beeing in ſafety. Then their Armies ioyned againe, 
and deuided the Princely Combatants; which both of them taking for a dil. 
grace, asked the next that came, with anger and authority, if they thought him 
to bee vanquiſhed, that they made ſuch haſte to protect or draw him from the 
Combate: 

So ſhaking off the Souldiers and Captaines, they both returne tothe laſt try- 
all, with invincible courage indeed, but the loſſe of much blood had infeebled 
their power; and be ing breathleſſe, their blowes were weake and vnſteady; yet 
Pot 1anxcuvs had more courage and blood left in him; and then calling to 
mind the occaſion which had bred the enmity, and being aſſured that Ax o- 
N. would dye for griefe, except hee ſhould proue Conqueror, he made a full 
thruſt, and ranne Ravizoraxss thorow the necke, betweene the ioynts of 
his lelmet and Corſlet. He know ing himſelte ſlaine, and making haſte to re- 
uenge, runnes headlong ypon Po lia cus, and beates him vnawares to the 
ground with the weight of his body, ſo that both fell in the place. The whole 
Field preſentiy was filled with lamentation, ſometimes thinking one and then 
another to be ſlaine; moſt indeed beleeuing that they had beene both dead. 
And becauſc Por ian cu fell vnder Rao waight, the feare of the 
French and Masriantans coniectuted the worlt : and there wanted not ſome, 
who would haue runne haſtily to Hr an 15» A, to tell this dolefull newes of the 
King. The thickeſt Troupes of the French and Sararniang came in great num- 
ber: noregard to their Commanders, their Enſignes and Rankes could pre. 
uaile nothing with them: cuery one thought it his duty to runne to their King, 
and remoue them our of the Ficld, wherher they lined or dyed : fo that theſe 
turbulent I” had almoſt overwhelmed Po ri ce: But now by little and 
little he had trecd himſclfe fromthe grappling of his Enemie, and Rtrooke at

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E f Y this meanes, within few dayes, the war was en- 
{TY JT 91 ded, which with longer ſtay had waſted the for- 
' 366 ces on both ſides ; but that it hapned between 
forward Princes, and ſuch as for their ptiuate 
{pleene haſtily engaged all their Subiects. The 
Sardinians might the caflier retire ro their 
Camp, both becauſe they were not forced into 
a diſorderly flight, and for that Po 1ancyvs 
finding himleſfe much wounded, made haſte 
backe to the City. Ver in the meane time, while 
the Phiſicians are buſie about ſtopping the 
blood, he cauſes a boughto be cut off from the next tree, which having fitted 
for the Trophee, and covered with RA iA oH his Armour, he put vpon 
his ſhoulder. Thus adorned, he aſcended his Chariot, draw ne by white horſes, 
and in this moſt glorious ſhew, enuironed with his Souldicrs,and carrying his 
rich ſpoyles, went forward to the Temple of Man s + for there was no 
on then obſerved in Africato the Fererrian Ivy irt 
The people, as well as they could for the haſtineſſe of the pompe, each in

crifice, whoſe blood hath procured me the 21 Lo now, Ra DN, 
ſo dreadfull of late to Africes ! now ſeeming by his Armour to be borne vpon 
your ſhoulders ; and the neerer we were to danger, now, with the more plea- 
ſing horrour of his owneend, giuing vs comfort. Come, Royall Sir, to the 
Temples ofthe gods, whofe number you will in time increafe ; and whether 
you be pleaſed with the hanging vp of theſe ſpoyles,to conſecrate your vertue 
to the African gods, or to ſend ouer ſo glorious monumentsto be offered to 
the gods of France; know yet, nothing ſhall ſtay mee from etecting you Al- 
tars, with a holiday and E ſaue onely, that I wiſh you may long remaine 
with vs on eatth. This ſpeech was received with much applauſe of the peo- 
8 whom, Po lilac, aſter ſuch modeſt reply to the Queene, as he 
thought fit, came to the Temple gates of Mans, It was againſt their religion, 
for one recking in the watme blood of his foe, ro come neere the Altar, or to 
offet to the god. It was inough to deliverthe Tro to the prieſt, and to in- 
vole the god from the outer doore of the Temple, that hee would be pleaſed 
graciouſly to accept them, and giue him meanes oft againe to offer like Preſents 
vaio him. While he is in theſe prayers, hee finds himſelfe by little and little 
more pained with his wounds: for, moſt of them now grew ſtiffe with cold, 
and ſwolne by the delay of looking rothem. Yet, that hee might nor affright 
the Queene and the Souldiers, he conſtantly diſſembled his paine, ſaying no- 
thing elſe, but that being weary with his toy lelome labour, hee deſired to take 
ſome repole. 

He goes therefore to the Court, with Hrax 152 in his company; both of 
them attended with many of the Souldiers, ſtill temaining in the ſame habit 
they had foughtin. But they were not yet come within the Palace gate, hen 
ne wes was brought, ot Embaſſadours come from the Sardiniant. For, the 
Sardinians did extremely grieue, that their King, while he lived, had neither 
becne by themdefended nor now being 2 the honour to be intom- 
bed amongſt his Anceſtors : and theu grew a feare amongſt them, that his ene- 
my would doe ſome ſhame to his dead body. So in this confuſion, foure of 
the chicke Nobility, rather of their owne minds, than by publike aduice, yet 
with ſome ſhort deliberation of ſome of the principall amongſt them, rooke 
vpon them this Embaſſie, and inthe name of all the Sardiniens, came to Lixs. 
Theſe did Poitancnvs, with the Queenes permiſſion, command to come, 
and deliuet their meſſage in the very entry of the Court; as not pleaſed to 
grace ſo contemptible an Embaſſie, with hearing it in earneſt, or at fates, or 
There 


in his Robes of State; bur, as it were, haſtily, and in his way.

were come for the dead body es 

ger, that went beyond death: and it was not a much vnlike 
happineſſe to rake his enemies life, as to vſe him nobly after his conqueſt. 
He ſhould remember, that euen for the reſpect to the Royall dignity, Ra bi- 
not ſhould not be denyed a Tombe. If he would make Tur 5 x vs his 
example, he ſhould not ſuffer his foes ghoſt to wander for want of Functall: 
bur i 3 Sardimians would redeeme 7 body at the 
higheſt rate. He fell at length to humble petitioning, and with teares expreſ- 
— courage, ended his ſpeech. 

Po Lia cut with ſome ſcorne of their admonitions to him, anſwered; 
That he had the ſame Genau, the ſame gods to direct him in the moderation 
of his victory, that hee had to win it. But that, for ſuch; whoſe one wicked- 
neſſe had made them werthy to dye, cuen their deaths ſhould not be with. 
out ſhame vnto them; vnleſſe perhaps thoſe gods, whom they ſo often men- 
tioned, ſpated their ghoſts after theit death. All men trembled to remember 
R a v1x0 24x45 his diſhonourable act, who taking his opportunity, had bro- 
ken the moſt firme League berweene Hran183n and him. And laſtly, ſaid 
hee, know, it is not in my power to grant your requeſt, It is in the 
hands, whether ſhe will be cruell, or mercifull : For her wee ht : and for 
her was Ravinozaxas with the victory gotten. The Am urs hearing 
this, now almoſt in diſpayre of preuayling, turned to the Queene, But ſhee vt- 
terly refuſed to vſurpe that power, chat Po l raa cu had purchaſed with his 
bloud. With this long ſtrife, whether of them ſhould give anſwer 
both themſelues and the Ambaſſadours in ſuſpence. But the pai 

: Hee knew 
ſpending much 


Conquerour. And in the Epitaph to be ſet vpon his I let them record 
among his victoties, that this City was twice entred by him. - 
Thus ſpeaking, with a little ſmile, ſhe turnes from the Ambaſſadours who 
— his command, had — — axe 
was. He himſelfe hauing diſpatched all publique bufineſſes, and now no lon- 
ger able ro walke,was led by his Seruants to his Lodging: and ſcarcely ſtay- 
ing to be marmed,threw himſelfeypon his Bed. Though bee had Phiſicions 
of his owne, yet remembring there were excellent men of: that profeſſion in 
Hrax1$»s's Court, and ſuch as hee had experience of, when he was hurt by 
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vere brought to him, and had a fearcfull whiſper 
themſelues, finding him farre more wounded then they imagined. The wound 
of rhe greateſt danger was in his ſide, and, vypon the ſearch of it, put them 
into much doubt, whether it had entred the vitall parts. To the Queene, that 
asked their opinion of him, they anſwered in her care, that they ſuſpected the 
Kings w ing. Shee wiſcly diſſembling her ſeare, charges them to keepe 
it cloſe, to auoid vprore in his or their Enemies Campe. Then incouraging 
the Phyſicians with large promiſes of reward, to leaue nothing vndone, that 
they in their knowledge and honeſty thought, ſhee rooke heart to be her ſelfe 
preſent at the opening and ſearching of his wounds. He had loſt much bloud 
(for, euen inſtantly vpon his caſting himſelfe vpon the Bed, a great flux of 
bloud broke out of all his wounds,) and the flow and vneuen beating of his 
Pulſe, put them to an infinite feare : ſo, as the Phiſicians ſtrove each man to 
doe his beſt. One of them, an African, Tus uso by name, a man of an al- 
moſt contemptible preſence, and low ſtature, yer very famous for his skill and 
fortunate ſucceſſe in his practice; We ſpend our labour to no purpoſe, faith 
hee : I more feare the Kingsdeath pon another cauſe,then this flux of bloud: 
neyther muſt we thinke, that all the bloud that was forced by the Sword, and 
ſo temoued from his Veſſell, hath quite left his body: but cuen all the bloud 
in his veines, with too much agitation, is with the dregges ouer- heated out of 
temper; ſo it will, while it is yet hot and troubled, grow together to a blacke 
corruption; and ſo ly ing too heauy vpon the Lungs, take away his breath, and, 
if we take not the better heed, his life alſo. What is the remedy, you will aske 
mee? None elſe, but to open the Baſilick veyne in his arme: and fo the bloud 
having his free courſe, will be caſed of his heat and chafing , which otherwiſe 
would bring it to corruption. All of them trembled at this ſpeech. For with 
what hand, with what heart could they offer to draw yet more bloud from that 
ſpent body, that had now fo little left to maintaine lite? Yer the Phyſician pre- 
uay led, aſſuring them, that otherwiſe he could not liue. They therefore opened 
a veine with moſt fearefull and fad expectation of the ſucceſſe: Then applyed 
they fir Medicines to the ſeuerall wounds; and ſo leauing him to his reſt, gaue 
charge he ſhould not be troubled that night with any noy ſe or buſineſſe hat- 
ſocuer ; Yet could not Hr aN be perſwaded to part from him. Repoſing 
her ſelfe in a Chayte not farre from the Bed, ſhee euer and anon came to him 
to the Beds - ſide; ſometimes afraid he had beene dead, and carefully feeling 
whether hee breathed; ſometimes preuenting his Seruants beſt diligence, and 
looking to all things about him, who little knew by whom hee was fo watch. 
fully attended. 
At length Hrax1s 2 was, with much adoe, aſter the night was farre ſpent, 
waded by her {cruants ro goe to her owne Chamber. And much reſt ſhee 
d nottaken, before ſhe was called yp by ſome of her chicte Nobility , thar 
came as well to gratulate her victory, as to receiue directions from her, what 
was now to be vponthis new occaſion : For, though all the night a great 
noyſe was heard in the Serdinians Campe, yer in the morning neyther were 
their Ships ſcene in the Riuer, nor any Watch or Company before their Tren- 
ches. And preſently ſome that were ſent by M1c1ps a, to know the cauſe of 
this ſolitude and filence, brought backe newes , that all the Sardinians were 
gone, and, contented to carry away onely ſome of their richeſt Furniture, = 
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be ſcene afarre off, making amayne for their owne C : for,having loſt 
their King, VaxrT1 cax ts, with the reſt of the chicfe Commanders, now de- 
uoyd of all counſell, not onely — et the victory; (for, to whoſe vſe, 
or ynder whoſe conduct ſhould they ſe 1 AE — — that paſſe, 
that they knew not what to wiſh, or feare?) but ing withall, that they 
ſhould not be able to keepe the fierce and conquering Enemy out of their 
Trenchcs. Beſides, Sardinia, now like to be embroyled with ciuill wartes, ſee- 
med to call backe her Souldiers : For, there were two left after Ravinon a- 
x 8 s his death, to make clayme to the Crowne, Sonnes to two of his Vnkles : 
whereof one was HaxStco na, borne of the younger brother, but being the 
elder Competitour, he had his yeeres ſhould beare it: the other was cal- 
led Co xx 1vs, who did not in reſpe& of his owne birth, but of his 
Fathers. Their hearts miſ-giuing them, with feare of ſo much imminent miſ- 
chicfe, when they faw w the Souldiers hope and _ fayled, 
caſily perſwaded the Captaines, to giue charge thorow the whole Campe, 
without noyſe of Drumme or Trumpet, for all men to gather vp their Baggage, 
and ſuddenly to put to Sea, without the ptiuity of the Qi ſricaui. 

Many of the Nobles came to bring this happy newes to the Cperne: Which 
when ſhe heard; Would to the gods, ſaid ſhee, that he were capable of inioy- 
ing this happineſſe, that hath ſo dearely purchaſed it for vs. Ah, Por ra n- 
c nv s, I beſeech the gods, I haue not ſhortly more gtiefe for you, then 1 
now haue ioy for the ouerthrow of my Foes. And withall ſhe goes into Po- 
Liazcavs his Chamber, attended with ſome few of her Ladies and Nobles. 
There lay hee languiſhing, berweene ing and waking, with all the markes 
of mortall danger vpon him: yet could not all his payne and weakeneſſe en- 
force from him one groane or complaint. The ſame conftanc and for- 
titude he ſhewed in his health, hee maintayned now almoſt dying: His ſpecch 
indeed was weake and low, and could not be heard, but by thoſe that ſtood 
cloſe by him: and when he perceived the there ; How now (Madam) 
ſaid hee, is there yet any more trouble from the Enemy? If the gods be plca- 
ſed to reſtore my health, I will revenge their inſolence : or if I am but a dead 
man, yet my ghoſt ſhall fright them away. In the meane while, let Mic i 
haue the managing of the warre ; and, if you pleaſe, C ianonys be ioyned 
with him. And this hee vttered, though with a low voyce, yet with ſuch a 
hearty chearefulneſſe, as the colour ſeemed to appeare much liuelier then be- 
fore, in his cheekes. 

Bur, ſaid Hr an1s»z, there is no need (moſt excellent King) of any others 
armes: For, who were worthy to ſucceed your victory? You ended the warre 
yeſterday, in Rav1nozant s alone, taking away the whole ſtrength of all the 
reſt, The Enemies are baſcly fled, raking aduantage of the night , leauing 
their friends vnburied, their Bulwarkes and Rampiers ſtanding , and _— 
the ſpoyles, that their haſte gaue them aot leave to carry with them, to fuc 
as haue ſeized on them. 

Pot1axcays ſeemed much cheated at this newes, with the true ſceling of 
the fortunate ſucceſſe. Hee would not therefore haue the „that now 
went thronging, ſome to the Temples, ſome to the ſhore, to feaſt one a- 
— in the expreſſion of their joy ; though his recovery were (till 
doubtcd of, and Hr an14s had giuen command to ſtay any publique folem- 
any, 
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niry,till he himſclfe ſhould be able more to glorific ir with bis preſence. Al. 
Lixa was tickled with a vaine pride —— 
curſcs after them from the Sea-fide. Then they began to about the 


diuiſion of the ſpoyles; ſo as ſcarcely the more precious things were reſerued 
for Offerings to the gods, and Preſents to the Princes. 

But when Po Lia cu his wounds came againe to be opened and dreſ- 
ſed, the chiefeſt of his friends ſtood about the Bed, heauily expecting, what 
hope they had, from the lookes of the Phyſicians, There was hee that had 
cauſed him to be let bloud the day before. Hee takes off the ſwathing-band 
from the moſt dangerous wound: for as yet they had not ſearcht it to the 
depth: yet they gaue their opinion of his ſtate, and waſhed his wounds, and 
handled the weake and hurt places about him. But then, to the wonder of them 
all, che corrupt bloud a to be ripened into white and clammy matter. 
O the bleſſing of the gods, cryes out Tus 13 0x Pay whatſocuer you owe 
to the Heavens, if there be any here haue made any vow for the Kings ſafetie. 
Neuer to this day haue I ſcene ſo ſure and ſudden tokens ot health. The Feuer 
is gone: the wounds are not onely free from inflammation, bur aſſwaged, as ic 
were, with time; the quicke and ſound part ſeparates and ſends away that 
which is dead and corrupted. All of them hearkened to this ſpeech, as to an 
Oracle from aboue : Some were almoſt out of their wits for ioy: Some fell to 
hugging thoſe that were next to them: Some fell flat on the floote, commen- 
ding the well going on of this Cure in their prayers to Ar oo, to cv 
LAPIvs,toMinnnva: yet none of them came neere to the Queene, Shee 
vowed a whole Hecatombe_to the goddeſſe of Africa, and yeerely ſolemni- 
ties; now indeed beginning firſt to take ioy of the victory. And ſhe proclay- 
med, as it were, a generall 1«bile, for three dayes together. Ni c 0 yowevs 
his Poem, which he called Soteria, though it were made long after, (for, hee 
being then abſent, and in Sicily, could not yet come to know of theſe accidents) 
yet it will be worth his place here; e he ſolemnizes this ſudden and vn- 
expected gladneſſe, as it himſelſe had beene preſent.

N this diſcourſe they came to the Towne : and 23 Anzrvas 
was asking for Guides,to ſhew him the way to the Court (for, 
the winde begun to grow rough againe, and hee feared, a new 
ſtorme might make him miſſe of Por ran cnvs, whom now he 
had almoſt found) Iv — told him, he would not ſuffer 
him to goe, before they had both togethet cut out the Sacrifi- 
ces entrayles to Hoſpitall Iv. It was Summer, and Ans1 vas being 
brought to an Arbour of the Garden , ſtayed vpen the coueted Bed, for the 
comming in ofthe Meat, the time ſeeming ſhort with Iv » a's pleaſant diſcourſe 
of the warre,and Po l iA cus his vidtory, till at length the Table richly fur- 
niſhed, brake off their diſcourſe, and they fate downe to Dinner, 

And Ax DA, wondring at the ſuddenneſſe and abundance of the Cheare 
yet obſerued nothing more exactly, then to ſee amongſt the Cups and Veſ- 
ſels, certaine Apples of ſeuerall ſorrs , in ſuch manner kept in Ice, as that pare 

of ſome of them appeared higher then it, and ſome of them, though wholly 

incloſed, yet were tranſparant in their native colour, through the cleare ſhi- 
ning Ice. Amaxed at this nouchy,he knew not what to thinke : for certainely 
theſe Apples were freſh : and againe, the water did nor freeze at that time of 
the yeere. Then, that he might not be deceyued with a falſe repreſentation, 
firſt, he feeles the Ice with his hand, that made his fingers ends fo cold, he could 
not doubt but it was reall water,and truely congealed with Ice: and attertryed 
the Apples in his mouth, which alſo retained theit naturall raſte, but that they 
chilled the Palate with extremity of cold. 

I'vza exceedingly delighted to ſee his Gueſt thus wonder, inuited him to 
eat, and leaue his admiration. But Axs1 Das ſmiling, asked him, by what de- 
uice he had gotten Ice out of Scythia, to keepe his iam Apples in. That you 
may wonder the more, faith I rz a ; when you entred the , theſe Ap- 
ples were hanging on the Trees, and the Water, that now is Ice, ranne out of 

Axzs1Das was now amazed more then before, and askes of Ivs a, by whar 
Spell, or in what Caue, — change her ſelſe. This.

quorh rhe Gouernour , is a new tricke to call backe Winter by Art, in the 
middeſt of Summer, which I ſhall haue better leiſure ro tell you, after you haue 
taſted the Wine. There was an Ægyptian Boy with ſweet Wine, which hee 
brought in a Cup made of the ſame Ice. The wine being drunke off, the Bo 
daſherh the Cup againſt the ground: whereat A = 31 Das being grieued, that ſo 
precious a Cup for Summer, though of brittle matter, ſhould 1% 05 * ; Be 
not angry, ſaid I vs « : at euery draught we vic new Cups, and hold it baſe to 
ſce one and the ſame twice at the Table. 

Az 51pas could cat no more, for ro know, by what Art they 
came {> neere the truth of Nature, when preſently was brought before them 
many Patternes of ſcucrall ſhapes in Braſſe. There was a ſhew of Trenchers, 
Drinking-bowles,Chargers, and all ſorts of banquetting Veſſels. Theſe, ſaid 
I'vza, arc the Veſſels, wherein the water being receiued, turnes into Ice: for, 
euery of them is ſo couered with his Lid, as the brimmes ſticke cloſe toge- 
ther, ſaue for a nartow hole, by which the water is powred in, after the faſhi- 
on of melting Tinne or Lead. Then we par them on a woodden Veſſell, whoſe 
bottome is couered firſt with Bay-falt a little bruized, and then with Snow, 
which wee haue alwaies at hand, kept pure in ſtraw the whole yeere long in 
the botrome of deepe Sellers. Then vpon the moulds, which wee place in the 
bottome, we ſtrew rankes of Snow, with Bay- ſalt betweene eucry ranke, So, 
the water put to freeze in theſe Brazen Veſſels, receiues the cold oſ the Snow 
on all ſides, and congeales to Ice, which the Salt, by reaſon of its ſharpe mix- 
ture, ſuffers not to diſſolue, chiefly in deepe and coole Sellers, ſuch as we digpe 
to kcepe Wine or Oyle in. In three honres ſpace the water congealeth : and if 
we put in any Apples, ſuch as now breed. your wonder, they ſticke cloſed in 
the Ice, To conclude, this kinde of cooleneſſe is a welcome teſteſhing to vs 
in the exttemity ot Summers heat, and ſomething the more pleaſing tor the 
nouelty of it = but lately and happily found out by ſome luxurious palat 
for ſatisfying his cut ioſity. 

AD much delighted with this diſcourſe, layd theſe frozen Apples o- 
ver cagerly vpon his weake ſtomacke, and too freely drunke of theſe Cups 
ot Ice; the extremity of the cold, as it often happens, increaſing his thirſt : 
though I/ often told him, the immoderate vie of them was erous. 
Bur atrer they were rifen from Dinner, and Ax 1D was icſtingly diſcom- 
mending the vic ot hot drinkes, hee felt all his finewes, by little and little, to 
faint with extremity of cold; inſomuch, as caſting vp his meat, his life had al- 
moſt followed. | 

L v2 4, not moued with pitty onely, but with feare, left he might be thoughe 
to haue wittingly giuen him a Drinke to bring hirn to his death, ſpared no 

ynes: He cheeres vp Axtroa i; vrges the Phiſicians, and earneſtly intreats 
hAz8$1Das his ſcruants, and his owe, to be carctull of hitm. But as rc. 
port cuet makes things worſe then they are, it was quickly bruited abroad, 
that A x $ 1 »a $ was at poyntof death. 2 
While his tollowers and ſetuants ate amazed at this ſudden misfortune, 2 
certaine hyrcling of his, of tho Colony of the Baba,, that in Campania firſt 
built Neples, hauing gotten fir time and place, ftole away from him no ſmall 
booty. There was a Bagge of fine Linnen, that Axt vſed to next 
his body, vndet his apparell. The Gretłe had long before gueſſed, that in ic 
was ſomething of geeat value kepr. And as the ficke · mans Clothes were pul-

Ancuvs, which I haue to deliver him: If you pleaſe to let me haue a guide 
to the Court, L will preſently ſend. one of my people with them ſo ſhall 1 
ſtay heere with more patience, till I' be ableto trauell my ſelfe. Iys a liked this 
well, and told him, there was a guide at hand, to accompany whomſocuer hee 
would ſend to the Court. Then Axt ſearched for his Packet, wherein 
hee had put Axis Letters. It was the very ſame, that the fellow had ſtolne 
from him; which, when he wondred how it ſhould be raken from him, and 
each man denyed he had ſcene it, his raging anger inſtantly 3 him with 
freſh ſtrength. In ſpight of the Phiſicians, he leapes out of his bed, and threa. 
tens his feruants to kill them, if they did not preſently bring him his deare 
charge. He preſſed this queſtion like a mad man, calling vpon gods and men: 
and not without ſuſpirion, earneſtly eyes the cAfauritaniens that 'were about 
him at his firſt falling ſicke.

Reach mee Inke and Paper: I will 
preſently write to the King; and within theſe two dayes, though with neuer ſo 
much danger of my life, l will begin my «iourney, being put in a Horſe. litter: 
Call me hicher Puo x2 aSinſtantly ; I will haue him ſet forward to day with 
my Letters. O Fortune! It was that very PMNÜο’˙ t, that had ſtolne and 
runne away With the Packet; Some were preſently ſent, both * 
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about the Towne in ſearch of him, bur bring backe word, that all their labour 
was loſt. An inſtantly ſuſpected him to be the Theefe; yet diſſembling 
his iealouſie, hee charges ſome him, to goe backe to the Hauen and the 
Market · place, againe to ſeeke him; but all in vaine. Straight -wayes he calls 
to Irs a, and cauſing the reſt to withdraw themſelues; Iam, ſaid hee, either 
much deceived, or the treachery ot my own ſervant is the occafion of my ſor- 
row. For, why ſhould hee hide himſclfe, eſpecially at ſuch a time, when l 
am ſic ke, and in danger of death, but that having played the Theefe, he is run- 
ning away, not from me onely, but out of _{Hfrica alſo 7 If yee loue Po l IA 
cuvs, teuenge the wrong this villaine hath done him. Send to the next Ports, 


to take order, that no Stranger be ſuffered to take ſhipping. But this ſearch muſt 


be done with all ſecreſic and diſcretion , leſt, if hee come to know there are 
ſearchers abroad for him, he find out ſome tricke to eſcape. I will all this day 


keepe it from my owne ſervants, that I haue any ill ſuſpicion of him, that ſo we 
may deceiue his partakers in the theft, if by chance hee haue left any behind 
him. Ir» promiſes him his beſt care; and ſtraight writes, as hee thought fic, 
tothe Gouernouis of the next Hauens, about ir, 
But PO as ſuſpected this before, the remembrance of his knauery mini- 
ſtring him cauſe of feare, and withall ſharpening his wits. Hauing done this 
robbery, he knew not yet hat he had tolne ; and therefore ſought out a ſe. 
cret place to ouerlooke his bootie; intending, if he tound nothing worth his 
falſhood and his danger, to carry all backe to Ax i vas ,as if he had, in his fick- 
neſſe and danger, taken his Packer from him, to keepe it the ſafer, But fee ! av 
he opened it, he found a little chaine of Diamonds, each of equall bigneſſe, 
faſtened with linkes of gold.

cret and eroſſe danger, by reaſon of the great fauour Ax cnousnrorrs was in. 
But if he ſhould rerurne, the ſtorme would hitherto excuſe this his meeting 
with Por 1axcuvs : but if he ſtayed with him, his ſtolne e might bee 
found out. He therefore reſolues to ſend him. And to him alſo, Tiuont- 
vn that loved him for old friendſhip, and for that they had euer beene of 
one faction, commits his Letters ſent to the ing and CL:; where- 
in he ſo remembred the publike buſineſſe, as he forgot not his owne, 

In the meane time newes came from Sardinia, that all things were there in 
broyle with Ciuill wartes; Hat Icon and Conntvs, two of Rapiro- 
zanns his N s, waſting the Kingdome with Armes, which they did ſo 
ambiriouſl . This gaue hope to Axcnomznorvs, that that Nation, 
— faRions, and yer fearing the power of Aſfica, might, it it 
hada ſpeedy Enemy, be eaſily conquered, Therefore, that the forces of Sicily, 
which he had brought with him, might not be without action; and that hee 

ight not ſhew himſelfe to his Atauritanias: inferiour to Pottancuvs in 
— now he had leiſure, and Pol IAA cu& his ſickns hindred his voy- 
age into Sicily) he thither rranſported the Army hee brought with him, ioyn- 
ing with them ſome other forces of the Manritanians: yet promiſing his Mo- 
ther and Pot ia cu, that whether he were Conqueror, or the gods croſſed 
his attempt, he would not willingly be 3 aboue one moneth out of Afri- 


ca. . ypon theſe conditions, he had the preſent fauour of the gods al- 
moſt beyon 


his own wiſh. For, the 8 did ſo readily offer it ſelte to him, 
thar(belides his calling of Councels of war, and inuaſion, and the tryall of one 
battell) Fortune left him no means to try bis valour. Firſt, entring the em 
ty Hauens, and there leauing Guards, he landed his Souldicrs, and aſcended 
Mouncaine from whence he might view Sardinias,an vawholſome Coun- 
trey, but Fukellin corne, and well apptoued the names, which the Ancients 
giuen it, from the ſhape ot a Pantoſſe or foot; calling it Sandalioti or Ichnu- 
fa. The Serdinians had already met, withthei: powers, in two batrels fought 
betweene themſelues for the Kingdome; and thoſe bloody fights had waſted 
the ſtrongeſt of their Nobles and Souldiers. So, miſerable men, ſpoyling the 
Countrey, they:tought indeed for Ax cnounrorvs; whoſe forces beeing 
diſtouered upon the hill, they ſent Scouts to bring them word,ofwhar Coun- 
tiey. and what number their enemies were, For, not farre off in the Plaine, 
the:rwo Kinſmen had pitched their Tents. And when they heard the TH auri- 
tentons and Sicilians were come, and that they had with a ſtrong Fleet poſſeſ- 
ſed the Seca, they neuer conſidered what was beſt to bee done for the publite 
ſaſery; which was, to lay aſide ciuill diſcenſion, and to ioyne all againſt the 
forraignc Enemy, that yet knew not the Countrey.: And the one of them, 
Hanzrcona, that had been much weakened in the laſt battell, and deſpairing 
of victory, that at feaſt he might hinder his Competitour from enioying the 
Kivgdome; yeclded himſelfe and his forces to Az c no wntorvs. So little e. 
ſteemeis had of mens Countries and priuate Families, in regard of ciuill ha- 
tred and malice, that they had often rather ruine their Countrie,and put them- 
ſeluts vndet a forraigne Voke, hen giue place to any of their owne Countrey- 
men a if the baſeneſſe of obedience were maze, if you ſubmit to 5 you 
mn!

ears, they told him, the Images of Fortitade and Miſdeme were there placed, 
to the end, that ſuch as would be received into their N vnderſtand, 
that no raſh inconſidetate attempts pleaſe the gods; but minds ſo exactly in- 
dued with ſtrong wiſedome, as that they neither raſhly take vp, nor giue ouer 
their reſolution : but the Images were made of wood, that che humilicy of 
theſe moſt excellent gods might ſigniſie ponerty, which they willingly em- 
brace. Ancyuomznorrys carneſtly beholding them, becauſc their meane at- 
tire did not degenerate from ſograue Philoſophie; he obſerued alſo their leane 
cheeks, and their eyes,accuſtomed,as it were, to looke towards heauen, not well 
to endure the ſight of Princely Maieſtie. Now thetefore more religiouſly te- 
uerencing them, after they had paſſed the Porch, he asked, what god or man 
had preſcribed them this life. The defire of happineſle, ſaid one of them, ſmĩ- 
ling, which you alſo putſue, but in a different manner. You, by ſeeking wealth; 
we, by refuſing it, make tryall, which be the ſecureſt riches : and both of vs 
tyre our bodies and minds with much toyle ; you indeed, that you may come

The gods, 
replyed the Prieſts, will thanke For the Prieſts Were no- 
thing moued with gold nor z ave onely, that the conimon people ad- 


miring the riches ofthe Altar, might conceiue worthily of the power and ma- 
ieſtie of the gods. In all other thing their chicfe defire ws, to enioy the ſafery 
of their contentfull poverty within the walls of the Cloyſter. They knew allo, 
that oftentimes the couetous minds of wicked men ere enticed by ſuch great 
agar fer rnd ——— Neither had Ra Dt HAN this 
way offended, but that the improuident liberality of his Predeceſſors towards 
the gods,had, as it were, laid a bait for his defire. It were better to ad- 
orne the Temples with ſuch things, as either cannot be removed out of their 
place, or are not worth the taking away, then wich maſſie or Treaſure, 
which,with irs great many to the boldnefſe of ſo rich

after rule and power, we fly from pride, and ſtudy obedience. 

Wee make one vs out ycerely*Gouernour, without either trou- 
ere Hee thinkes that office a heauy burden, that

he had diued into our ſecrer thoughts, and commanded vs onely that, which 
we moſt deſired. Vet our chiefe care is, (as we are men) if he ſhould command 


too y z or we, either floth or obſtinacy, goe from our duty, 
that this difference bee not diuulged There would quickly be an end 
of the wee ſeeke, it weſhould appeale to other Iudges or Vmpires than 
out ſclues. Next to this inſtitution of '6bedience, we are moſt carcfull, that 
we trucly loue our fellows and equals. We excuſe and forbeare'one another, 
if it chance there be any different diſpoſitions or affections: and we are angry 
with our ſclues, when we finde our ſelues vnable ro commend or endure any 
thing in our Brother, Our as you ſee, is meane, our diet ſlender, and 
our times of reſt interrupted with often and limited watchings. So can wee 
gouerne our tamed bodies nor doe we feare (which is moſt mens chieſeſt care) 
the ehanges of Honour, or the tranſitory and mutable face of plea- 


ſures, whoſe t wee are voluntarily ignorant of. But though we are con- 
tented with a little, yet we ſeeke out meanes to tyre our ſelues with labour, 


hauing found the miſchiefe of idleneſſe, where with mens ſtrength which was 
not giuen them in vaine, is weakened, andan inclination bred to vices. There- 
fore, whatſocuer time we cao ſpare from the ſeruice of the god, each of vs 
ſpends in his ſeuerall office. Such as excell others in wit, and the gifts of the 
mind, are appointed to the ſtudy and * gre of more high and heauen- 
ly things, which afterwards they offer to the view of others, bringing this 
ſpring from a higher leuell tothe vic of mortall men. The reſt follow ſome 
— which they are moſt prone vnto by nature, that we may both ſuffice our 
ſelues, and helpe others. Neither haue I made you this diſcourſe, to extoll, 
but to excuſe our ſelues; leſt the ſtrangeneſſe of our life ſhauld offend you. 
For, I know there be ſome, that with too ſentence condemae all few 
things, as if the ground of it wete to gaine an eaſie kind of life; and that it is 
but few yceres, ſince we aſſaied to our ſlackned deuotion towards the 
gods, with this ſtriet courſe of life. x 

By this time, had this long ſpeech, and his youthfull impaticnce, drawne 
Ax cnuownRortvSto other thoughts. Therefore, as if he were willing to heare 


him more at large, he wils the ſame Prieſt come to him the next day to Calaris. 


Then he turned himſelfe to ſome merrier diſcourſe amongſt his owne people, 
who depended vpon his countenance, whether they had better approue or 
difallow of theſe new inuenters of ſo ſtrict an order. But when the night gane 


him leiſure to conſider of the publike buſineſſe, he thought it a matter of 


moment, that the F ſhould bee inſtructed by theſe examples, 4 
brought to the worſhip of the gods. And thereſore, when thoſe Prieſts came 
to him the next morning, as he had commanded, hee willed them to chooſe 
foure our of their ſociety, whom hee would carry with him, to inftrue © 
Africe in theſe myſteties. Preſently hee had two of the clder, and two of 
the younger ſort appointed for him. And, leſt the (African, in contempe 
or hatred af the Sardinian, late their enemies, ſhould ſcornetully receiue 
their diſcipline., they choſe out all Strangers; two Ligerian, and two 
French : tot, many from diucrs Nations, had put themſelues into that So- 
ciety. 

All things being now in readineſſe for his returne, Ancnou2rnorys, when 
hee had placed Gattiſons in the moſt conuenient places, makes Proclama.

Auing thus entred into conference, and queſtions paſſing to 
4 | 22 the Souldiet eameſtly eying his face, as he was ſpea- 
ay king, ſtood amazed at thoſe lookes hee had formerly knowne, 
ind yponzwhich be bad oſten with duc reucrence depended. 
ZBeſides, the faſhion of his countenance enforced the Souldier 
to be lecue what he wiſhed. But when the wel-knowne ſcarre 
in his left hand appeared, (fon, that he might diſcouer ĩt, he raoke him by the 
fame hand, as in courteſie, moch agaiuſt his will) then fetching a deepe figh, 
he trycs alowd y Where haue you lyen-hid fo long, 6 beſt of Kings? Wee 
did not all of vs, your Subigifts, offcnd ; whom, alas, you haue forſaken. But 
wharattire is this? What nieanes this lonelineſſe from your friends: How 
much is all this below you eftare 5 And withall, holding him,againſt his will, 
faſtbyithe knees he wept exaccdingly..! The Prieſt, erying our, that the Soul- 
dier was md, and often changing his countenance betwcene ſmiling and in- 
dignati6, turnos ſcornfully from him to his Companions. But they themſelues 
vere troubled with the Sa iers ſpecelies, ſtill petſeuering in his affirmation, 
that this was his King, this was Au A ry; that he would not depart from 
his ſide, but would make vſe of the fauour of the gods, that( after fo many yeers 
ſentglrin vairie) had at laſt reſtored him:

The greedily bearkened to theſe words, eſteeming it the greateſt fa- 
uout of the gods, that might be, if Az cuo uso, that was ſo many waics 
bound to Portancars, had likewiſe by good fortune done any thing that 
might plcaſure him againe. Wherefore, with a more chearcfull countenance, 
and vſing ſpurtes, as it were, to him that was forward enough to reieyce,ſhee 
askes , what had happened; or what this man was, that was worthy to bee 
ſoueht, or found, with ſo many vowes and wiſhes, mY 
Port 1ancuys, in ſcw words, tels her the whole ſtory : How in his infancy 
he was taken Prifoner by Theeues , and carrycd to An n0o vr ys his Court, 


who then reigned ouer divers parts about the ; and there ſo b 
vp by the good Kings care, as in that eſtate, and at thoſe yeeres, hee had all v. 
axe worthy the digniry of a King; and that from thence hee had boene, hy

Bur 
when afterwards hee found by his geſture, ſpeech, and ſcares, that without 
queſtion he was his King, his es looſened ; and fainting with joy, he be- 
toołe himſelfe to leane againſt the next Tree, being now able to { 
nor ſtirre. But Au zxo0z5rvs was no leſſe a at his commi "The foe 
of his old friend, ſtrucke him at ynawares with a moſt vleaſant fadneſle : and 
he feared withall, leſt being diſcoucred by his one people, he ſhould be for- 
ced to leaue his ſweet ſolitary life. 

In the meane time was Pot ac uV come, with much impatience follow. 
ing Cxzsron, andentred the Temple with the Queene , whither, Caron 
forgetting himſelfe, leauing the Prieſts , comes to him. And now well ſhew- 
ing, by his amazed and almoſt breathleſſe gladneſſe, what newes he brought; 
Wee haue here Anznonerys, ſaid hee; Wee haue here my old King, your 
Foſter-father : It is hee; doubt nothing, It is hee. Will you goeto him, Sit? 
or ſhall I bring him hither to you? 

Port1arcuvs, without ſtay, goes the way that Cx n vo ſhewed him > 
but Axzxousrvs, in the meane while, laboured to ſteale away thorow a 
narrow path, where the Groue was thickeſt ; intending, if hee could, to hide 
himſelſe for that day; thorow Deſarts, and vnknowne Countries, to ſeeke 
new Temples, and new gods; and intreated the Souldier, that if hee would 
him as his King, hee would eyther beare him company in his flight, or 
further his eſcape with concealing it: But the Souldier flatly refuſed ; and 
while they were in contention about it, Po ria Ac came, now halfe aſſa- 
red, that certainely it was Au xxoz »rvs. But when hee was come to him, 
becauſe a huge multitude were gathered together, and the vexed old man 
could nor 22 this tumult, hee —— another reaſon of his comming: 
I am glad (quoth he) that the French devotion is become ſo renowned in ſor- 
reine Nations. I would defire you (reuerend Sit) to pray to the gods on my 
bchalfe, that they will be gracious and fauourable to my deſignes: Come, I 
beſcech you, into the Temple, where you may more conueniently ſhew mer, 
what Vowes or Sacrifices you thinke would|be moſt auayleable. Au- 
rvt at theſe words almoſt bloudleſſe, followed him that led him: for, Po li- 
anc avs held him faſt by the left hand. It was a little Chappell, and the Soul- 
diers kept backe the diſorderly multitude at the doores. H y a x 1 s » x, with 
ſome of her principall Nobles, ſtood in the Poteh, hither when Po iran- 
c urs was come with Ax zxo nSTVS, with about forty men following him, the 
Gate was prefently ſſut by Por iR ens his command. This increaſed the _ 
expectation of the common people and Souldiers. The Towneſ- men ranne 
out of the Citie, and the Campe had ſcarce men eaow left to guard it. So, the 
Temple was round about inuironed with a moſt thicke preaſe: yet, whether 
it were for the reuerence to the Princes that were within; or ſtrangeneſſe of 
this great and ſudden accident; the noyſe & diſorder of the people was quick- 
ly ſo well reſtrayned and quieted, that the Princes had liberty, without Aar 
bance, tor their free diſcourſe within.

irh one ſpeech confute all that they had faid , or elſe, that gayning time, hee

That there is a ſupreme providence, that framed all thi the very con- 
dition of the Sunne neuer wandring out — . — the 
Moone, and the teſt of the Starres, and the whole worke of Nature doth ſuf- 
ſiciemly perſwade ſuch men, whom neyther the proud conceit of theit qwne 
wiſdome, nor a worſe then brutiſn negligence hath not blinded. Bur can you 
thinke, this holy power, from whom ſo many excellent things proceed; God, 
I mieance, who is the originall of all vertues, and hath given man a ſoule indued 
with reaſon, and — to him, what is iuſt and lawfull, can be delighted 
with thoſe vices with which generally we haue corrupted our Natures: None, 
but a moſt iuſt God, could haue giuen this Law of Nature which we ſee: but 
he cannot be iuſt, if he ſhould ſaffer ſo many fins to eſcape vnpuniſhed. Who. 
ſoeuer therefore hath his heart touched with the loue ot truth, & a deſite of the 
fauout of the gods, with a feate of the diuine wrath, ought, aboue all things, to 
ſhun the t of choſe vices, that now are infamous by the vtter ruine of ſo 
manymortals. Bur theſe dangers are, ſome of them, engtafted in vs, ſome of 
them deriued from others: and = all theſe finnes wee finde this religi- 
ous and ſolitary life, to be a powerfull remedy : for, firſt, immoderate deſires, 
wherewith our ſelues doe our ſelues moſt harme, are by this courſe of life fo 
diſatmed of all their power and violence, ꝝ; if, when you would tame wilde 
Beaſts, you ſhould take away their teeth and nayles ; that in caſe they ſhould 
2 they might not haue here with to doe you hatme: for, the 
of res by the contrary vie of auſtetity, loſes his ſtrength in vs; and, 
if that flame ſhould riſc againe, as it were, out of the aſhes ; yet will it doe no 
haue in the cmpty and vnfurniſhed houſes of our bodies, where the inſtru- 
mens of ſuperfluous luxury are wanting. Couetouſneſſe alſo is diſappoynted 
by ſimple pouettie: and a meane and abiect life, that deſpiſes it ſelfe , doth 
bluſh at pride. So, thoſe , ſo the reſt of the corruptions of the minde as an- 
ger, enuy, fare, preſumption, in this holy and ſeuere retytedneſſe, as wan- 
ting matter to nouriſh them, doe eaſily vaniſh, eſpecially where the Soule ha- 
uing caſt off the yoke of theſe vices, reſtotes her ſelſe to her full liberty, and 
ourtcarctull affections, before they date will or nilt any thing, aske counſell of 
reaſun. By this meanes, wee that are our owne greateſt Enemies, by cutting 
off, or curbing the power of vnbridled Nature, are brought to ſound and pro- 
ſitable vertue. | | 
-I come now to thoſe cruell and too certaine darts, that are ſhot againſt vs by 
the inc ious conuerſation with others; for, I beleeue,more men finne out of 
example; then naturall inclination: becauſe wee defire to pleaſe out friends 
in ſympathy of conditions , and it is a rare thing to line long with wicked 
men, and not at firſt ro thinke ſo hardly of their vices as they deſerue, and 
afrerwards be infected with them our ſelues. Other mens ambition enflames 
dur pride: and other mens couetouſneſſe, our hunting after wealth. Being 
ouet · reached by fraud, ar leaſt, to be you will apply your minde, 
that perhaps before was innocent, to fraud likewiſe , and by your Ene - 
mies malice to you, learne to hate him againe. Bebides, whereas many

Pardon mee, noble Queene, and you my Sonne; I condemne 
not your eſtate: It is for valiant ſpirits, and ſuch as you are, to bridle your 
fortunes with the ſacred curbe of vertue, und take downe ſuch (rel 
ing deſires. But I, that am weaker ; am afraid of my difabilitic to indure 
theſe ſtormes, Neyther is the ſtate of Kings onely ſubic to theſe dan- 
gers: Vices doe lay wait for all ſorts, and almoſt all ages. And there is 
2 powerfull remedy againſt all theſe, our of our Diſcipline; which com- 
mands vs, little to eſtecme of thoſe things, for which others commit ſuch

ry for mankinde. No concourſe of men, but in your Deſarts; and fince you 
refuſe Matt iages, man - kinde would end in one Age. 


H agreed with Po lia u & moſt ot them their 
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the ſecrer food of diui But as the giues pay to none but 
ſuch as ate duly entred in the boobe: ſo the gods giue this taſte of ſweet 
and laſting content to thoſe alone, whom themſclues haue called to this kinde 
of life. It any one therefore, not ſo much friend to himſclfe , as angry with 
Fortune, (becauſe pethaps hee hath fayled in his hope, or ambition) ſhall caſt 
anchor at our Hauen with a turbulent affcRion, where he 2 bee may 
lawfully repine and complaine of the Fates; this man, I thinke, will not l 
continue in our profeſſion , vnleſſe, by the eſpeciall helpe of the gods, hee 
off his old ions; and bee more likely ro make our diſpoſitions worle, 
then to better his owne. Beſides, ſuch as of a light fancy (as that of youth 
often is,) and of a tender and inconſiderate conceit, they haue apprehended of 
the rewards of vertue , come to our toyle and exerciſe , theſe, as ſtones caſt 
with a ſling , are at che firſt extremely fervent in theſc ſtudies ; but the En- 
gine ccaling , they wonder at their owne dulneſle, Beſides the ſpurres of de- 
uotion , and the feare of the gods; there is requiſite vndcrftanding, courage, 
and patience; all which together happen but to a few. Our Diſcipline con- 
ſiſts not in the habit wee weare , or in the Name and Houſe of our proleſſi- 
on; no, nor in our bodily labours : for, couetouſneſſe and pride draw men 
often to greater toyle ; and condemned men indure more paynes in the 
Mynes, or the Gallies. It is onely the ſingle and: chearefull propenſion to- 
wards the gods, that makes all theſe things holy in vs, which otherwiſe were 
idle, and ofren-times quand. Cerrtainely, to deſpiſe wealth, to forlake ho. 
nours, to disburden the minde of the cares of worldly buſineſſe, is a grear 
vertue, if it be done onely with intent to ſerue and pleaſe the gods. But if 
any one torlakes honour, or-riches, to make a boaſt of his free refignarion; © 
or with intent to come to more ; if any man giue ouer his worldly buſineſſe, 
to ſleepe in idleneſſe; or boaſt of 'voluntary pouertie, which when hee 
ſaw het muſt necdes indure, hee tooke this courſe to prevent it, that it

There was an ancient Altar the ſhore, vaknowne, what King was 
Founder; much famed for the ſeruioe ofthe gods, akerio many ages. Th 
did the poore Mariners vſe to offer ſacrifice or to Nieren and 
Winds, when they put to Sea, or came ſafe to Land. To this Altar Hrant 
2 « brought Po rA Cs and her Sonne,as they ready to take ſhip. 
ther doe I doubt, faid ſhe, but both of you will fait keepe the promiſe 
you haue made mee. Yet hitherto I haue onely taken for paſſed 
rents betweene you; but I knowe, how eafily many accidents may 
out betweene Princes deſirous of difference, whereby they may ſuppoſe or 
give out themſelues to be freed from the Articles of truce between them.

A T laſt, in humanity to him, as a Stranger, Por fan. 
cuvs Was firſt conducted to his Nauy, Azxcnou- 
0 rs himſelfe keeping him company to the Sca 
fide. The Sacrifices were ſlaine, according to the 
cuſtome; whoſe inwards the two Princes, after 
Prayers for the fauour of Nzervxr, and the gods 
that rule the Sea, both together caſt into the next 
waues. Afterwards, Axcnuomsnrortvys himſelfe 
was brought abootd his Admirall in a Boat, The 
ſhore reſounded at the noyſe of the Mariners, the 
buſtling of the Cables, andthe Oares plowing vp the Sea. The Souldiers alſo 
ſounded the Trumpets, placed for ſhew in convenient parts of the Ship. TI. 
uo Was in doubt, whether hee ſhould bee merry or ſad; becauſe the 
charge of his Embaſſie hindred his returne into his Countrey, For he aſſured 
himſclfc, all things would be in combuſtion there: and ar ſuch a time, it were 
ueſtionable, whether it were bettet to bee abſcnt, or to wake one in the 
= Yer, according to the nature of man, when both Wayes were dange- 
rous, hee choſe to returne; and for no othet cauſe, but becauſe he was forbid- 
den. But for the faithfull keeping ot the Truce, the Kings had agreed, Thar if 
any of the French gaue offence, Axcxomnnorrs ſhould cenſure them; and 
whoſocuer ot his company did the like, ſhould receiue his iudgement from 
the French. And that they might not fall foule one vpon another, they deui- 
ded their Flectes; Ancnuounnorvs keeping ſome what below the other; and 
Por1axcuys taking the open Sea, and (that hee might not bee a let to A- 
cHowmrRorys) going ſomewhat more about than needed. There was a Poet 
of Sicily, who, when he would haue preſcnted theſe few lines to the Princes at 
their departure, was kept backe by Ti 0x1 Dx 8, becauſe in thoſe verſes, hee 
had touched at the difference betweene them, the memory whereof was not 
thought fit to berenewed, * 1

Many dayes were paſſed, ſince Anti arrivedin Sicily, with the Letters 
of PottancuvsSand TiwOnitDaes toMrtranDar andA n- 
Gn x15: and not longafter him, came Bo c cvs from Hr anitenn 
and Ax cyHomunrRoTYs. Bur fame came before them both into Sic. 
ly, ſhewing how Por lac, one of the greateſt Kings of France, hauing 
met in battell with Ra y1nios ax xs in CAanritesis had taken his Enemies lite 
from him. This ſome Merchants reported, who ypon the diſcomfiture of Ra- 
PIROBANES,and before Anc nous norvs Was arrived with his Sicalian Fleet, 
had left Aſfica. MzLeano an, ſomewhat mobel at the ſtrangeneſſe of this 
newes, commanded the chieſe of the Merchants to he called vnto him, and 
ſeriouſly demands of him, whether: he reported this by heare-ſay, ot had 
beene preſent at the battell. The Marchant char be was then in Man- 
ritania, when King Por lac uus firſt landed his Army for the defence of 
Qucene Hran15rz ; and ſhortly after, the Sardinianscame with great forces. 
Then he told, how they had fought twice; how Raprnos anss was ſlaine by 
Poi1axcavs; and how confuſedly the Sardinians eſcaped out of {frice by 
ſtcalth, He could hardly make Mal pz beleeue him; who caſting in hij 
miod the misfortune of Ravixos ans, and Hraxis2n's happineſſe, ſtucke 
moſt at the name of Pot tax cuvs; whether this were hee that was his pre- 
feruer, he that was enemy to Lx coGuns, he that vnder a priuate habit had 
once beene deare vnto him, and afterward iniuriouſly expelled, 

Neither did Az os leſſe muſe, (for ſhe alſo had received the ſame newes 
from the Merchant) being glad indeed, bur for reſpects icalous. She e- 


ſpecially wondred, what buſineſſe Por ran cuvshad of ſuch waight with An- 


c 40M 3 xOTVS his Mother that, neglecting Sicily, he ſhould ſtay to ſuccour 
her. Did he then make an end of the warre for his Rivall, who knew not of 
the good done him; vumindfull of his faith and returne, while cuery day,cuery 
priuate place offered new occaſion of teares to his Loue ? Shee hated A u- 
cuOmzxorvs that loued her, not more for any other cauſe, then that hee 
would haue Pot1ancuvsdepriued of her: and hee, fo of his love to 
her, and hatred to him, had gwen ſuch aid to his enemy, that he might come 
backe a more glorious wooer into .

For hee preſenting the 
Letters ſent by Pot1tancuvsand Tiwowtvusrto the King, ſet forth 
the ſame things contained in them wich a longer diſcourſe; chiefely inſiſting 
vpon the praiſes of Pot iax cus, how great a Kingdome he was reported to 

raigne ouer, and what a braue Nauy he had brought with him, fraught wi:h 
able men, and furniſhed with all, war-like prouiſion; how valiantly hee had 
— againſt the Sardinian; and how, being hardly recouered of his wounds, 
he had beene troubled with rage, hatred, and emulation at the fight of A A- 

cuoMBrortTyYS. Not would they haue poaſted off the tryall, had not Queene 
Hrax1s mediated betweene their fury, at whoſe intreaties both of them 
condiſcended, either to be made friends by the reconciliation of Ma IAN 

p23 x, or to purſue their vetermoſt revenge in Sicily; Neither did An «1 vas 
much diſſemble the cauſe ci their quarrell, which he knew T exon Drs had 
written at large, ind woulũ be made publikely knowne by Boe cvs, that was 
to come preſently after him. But when he came to AA Goznis, and enhanced 
all things in the deliuery, (aschey are wont, that ſpeake of things done farre 
off, and bclceue themſelues to be willingly heard) ſhee was quickly freed of 
the icalous thoughts wherewith ſhe had been troubled, G o x x 1 as was made 
partaker of all this ioy ; and raking his fit times, met, ſomerimes priuately, 
ſometimes publikely with Axcnnisor Axzivas. And about the {ame time 
came Boc <nvs, and confirmed what Ax 1 had reported. 

Bur Mz1naxDun, little rely ing vpon the hope and comfort hee tooke in 
the expulſion of RavizozaAnes, cx d now, as it were, his certaine ruine. 
It was not for nothing, that Go» n 1 a s came with his French into Sicily, Ly. 
COGaNAS or the Sardinians could haue done him bur little harme : bur what 
Armes or power had Sicily, ro withſtand the forces of France and Mauritania?

The hoarſe Herald could ſcarcely reade ouer this long Letter, Aſter the 
reading of it, followed a confuſed noyſe among the people. Many bad beard 
it; and they which ſtood further off, troubled thoſe that vnderſtood it, with 
multiplicity of queſtions. The Letter alſo ſecmed very daike to many of them; 
which Ma LAND thinking before-hand it would ſa fall out, to ex- 
plane the Letter with another ſpeech of his owne. Hee rehearſed the whole 
ſtory of his youth; how at his Fathers command, he had heretofore married 
the hter of the Prince of the Bratians, who continuing his wife ſixe 
yeeres without iſſue, dyed of a hurt ſhe tooke by a fall from her horſe, as ſhee 
was hunting, againſt a ſtubbe of a tree, He was then thirty five yeeres old, his 
Father ſtill living.
